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Great Britain’s team of Doug Lampkin 
(Bet), Steve Colley (G-G), Graham 
Jarvis (Sco) and Dan Clark (Bet) took 
the victory at the 1997 Trial des 
Nations, held in the town of Douglas 
on the Isle of Man, September 27. Led 
by low-scorer Colley, the British took 
the home-country win, its first-ever 
TdN victory, with a score of 41 to 
Spain’s distant second-place run of 94, 
tallied by Spanish team riders Jordi 
Tarres (G-G), Marc Colomer (Mon), 
Amos Bilbao (G-G) and David Cobos 
(G-G). Italy’s team of Diego Bosis 
(Mon), Donato Miglio (Bet), Dellio 
Stefano (Sco) and Lenzi Fabio (Sco) 
was third with a score of 146. The U.S. 
team of Lonny Hallsted (Bet), Ray 
Peters (G-G), Geoff Aaron (Bet) and 
Jess Kempkes (G-G) finished in 11th 
place in the B group with 174 points. 
Germany won the B group on a score of 
51. 


Brock Sellards (Kaw) and Mike Brown 
(Yam) won the 125 and 250cc Pro class- 
` es at the AMA Eastern Fall Classic MX 
on September 28 in Red Bud, Michigan. 
Sellards topped Brown and Mike Katin 
(Yam) in the 125cc class, and Brown 
beat Jim Neese (Suz) and Nick Wey 
(Kaw) in the 250cc class. The four- 
stroke race was won by Keith Bowen 
(KTM) over Todd DeHoop (Hsb) and 
Kelly Smith (Hsb). 


Doug Dubach (Yam) won both the 125 
and 250cc Pro classes in the GFI Fall 
Series round, held at Glen Helen in San 
Bernardino, California, on September 
28. Dubach topped Jeff Matiasevich 
(Kaw) and Travis Preston (Suz) in the 
250cc class, and Matiasevich and Dono- 
van Mitchell (Yam) finished second and 
third, respectively, in the 125cc class. 


Castrol Honda’s John Kocinski saw his 
lead in the World Superbike Champi- 
onship grow while he sat at home in 
Modesto, California. Kocinski now 
leads the title chase by 55 points after 
Niall Mackenzie was excluded from the 
results of the Brands Hatch round of 
the series. A fuel sample was taken 
from the Scotsman’s Yamaha after he 
finished third in the opening leg at 
Brands Hatch, and the sample was 
found to be “not in accordance with the 
FIM technical rules.” Mackenzie's dis- 
qualification also moves Kocinski's 
teammate Aaron Slight closer to Carl 
Fogarty in the battle for second in the 
championship. Slight now trails Fogar- 
ty by 26 points with two rounds (four 
races) remaining in the series. The next 
‚ round of the series will be held in Sugo, 
Japan, on October 5. 


Larry Ward (Hon) won the Magic Fast 
‚ Cross held in Seprio, Italy, on Septem- 
ber 21. Second place went to Tallon 
Vohland (Yam), who was followed by 
Jeremy McGrath (Suz), Jeff Emig 
(Kaw) and Stefan Everts (Hon). Other 
finishers included Ryan Hughes (Kaw) 
in seventh; Greg Albertyn (Suz) in 
eighth; and Marnicq Bervoets (Suz) in 
ninth. The race was McGrath's last on a 
Suzuki. McGrath is expected to make 
his Yamaha debut in a race in Sheffield, 
England, on October 4. 


Frederic Vialle (Yam) recently 
wrapped up the French 125cc MX 
- Championship, with David Vuillemin 
(Yam) finishing second. Third in the 
series went to Michael Maschio (Hon). 


There is a chance that Greece will host 
a round of the World Championship 
250cc Motocross Series in for the first 


time 1998. Recently, World Champion 
Stefan Everts and Tallon Vohland went 
to Greece to compete in an Internation- 
al MX race, and FIM delegates also 
went to Greece to witness the event. 


The Albuquerque round of the 1998 
AMA Superbike Series has been 
removed from the latest schedule, but 
there is a chance it will return, accord- 
ing to AMA road race manager Ron 
Barrick. Barrick said that the Albu- 
querque city council was concerned 
that there wouldn't be an adequate 
water supply to complete and maintain 
the facility. "We hope they'll get it 
resolved," Barrick said. Barrick said 
that the facility would feature a road 
course/drag strip and separate oval, 
but that construction hadn't begun, due 
to the problem with the city council. 
"They haven't started construction, 
which is another concern," he said. 
^We don't know whether they'll be far 
enough along (for the race - which was 
scheduled for September 5-6). 


According to sources in Europe, Italian 
road racer Alesandro Gramigni heads 
the list of likely candidates for a spot 
on the Vance & Hines Ducati team for 
the 1998 AMA Superbike National 
Championship Series. Gramigni raced 
for the Fast By Ferracci team in 1996, 
winning Nationals at Road America 
and Brainerd. Reportedly, Ducati 
would like an Italian rider to be a part 
of Terry Vance's team, and the first 
choice, Piergiorgio Bontempi, declined 
after getting a ride in the Gattolone- 


Ducati World Superbike team for next 


year. 


Ducati has announced that it will fea- 
ture two official teams in the 1998 
World Superbike Championship. The 
first, called the AD-VF team, will be 
managed by Virginio Ferrari and will 
feature Troy Corser and Pier-Francesco 
Chili. The second, called the Alstare 
team, will be managed by Francis Batta 
and will feature Carl Fogarty. 


More details have become available as 
to exactly what the NASB World Cycle 
Fest will be comprised of now that 
NASB is no longer planning to sanc- 
tion Formula USA races in 1998. 
According to Roger Edmondson and 
Patrick Murphy, the three-day events 
(no on-track activity on the first day) 
will feature both racing and numerous 
off- and on-track, nonracing activities. 
As far as the racing goes, the EBC 
Brakes Sport Bike class (102 horsepow- 
er maximum) will be the featured class 
and will run with the HRC American 
GP Series by Idemitsu (125cc GP) as 
well as GTO, GTU, and GT Lights, the 
Harley-Davidson Twin Sports class 
and the Buell Lightning Series - and no 
CCS racing. That's right. The CCS pro- 
gram will no longer be run at World 
Cycle Fest events, in an effort to give 
NASB riders more track time - some- 
thing that many racers complained 
about not having this year. The excep- 
tion to this will be the two events held 
at Daytona International Speedway, 
where a full CCS program will contin- 
ue to be held. With Formula USA now 
out of the NASB equation, the EBC 
Brakes Sport Bike class will get the 
$100,000 point fund, and a purse of 
$5000 will be paid in the Pro classes, 
with a $2500 purse to be paid in the 
new GT Pro-Am classes. "We are 
declaring today to the motorcycle 
industry that we are no longer compet- 
ing with the AMA Pro road racing 
series," the NASB press kit says. "We

Approximately 2000 motorcyclists

brought on by unjustified warnings 
about illegal activity, according to the 
AMA. Officers from the North Carolina 
Highway Patrol, the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, and Graham and Swain 
Counties all took part in the operation 
that lasted throughout the four-day 
rally. Those attending the event were 
subject to constant scrutiny from police 
patrols and overflights from official 
helicopters. The roads surrounding the 
rally site were heavily patrolled, and 


roadblocks were established for license 
and registration checks. Graham Coun- 
ty Sheriff Melvin Howell reportedly 
told event organizers that he had initi- 
ated the action after receiving a tip that 
14,000 outlaw bikers intended to 
descend upon the rally site. Despite 
assurances from rally organizers that 
the organization had a long history of 
peaceful rally events benefiting the 
localities in which they are held, police 
authorities went ahead with the opera- 
tion. 


The U.S. House of Representatives

We don't need to race at the L.A. Col- 
iseum to beat the rest of the world, and 
the only person who should stay home 
might be Eric Johnson.

Poor losers? 


It seems to me that the Americans are 
great at winning, but they are very bad 
at losing. I have seen my share of racing, 
and if Davey Coombs and Eric Johnson 
think the Americans didn't like Nismes 
(the site of the Motocross des Nations), 
then they should have also talked to 
every other rider at the des Nations. 1 
don't think there was one rider who 
liked it. Joel Smets was furious when he 
found out the event would be held at 
Nismes - a track where he could only 
manage a ninth-place finish in a Bel- 
gium Championship round earlier in the 
year. All of the Belgians wanted a thick, 
sandy track - on which they probably 
would have also won. 

I'm an Australian and, while I live in 
Europe, I have traveled to America 15 
times for my love of your country. 1 
don't feel I have a real favorite team, 
making my only bias to Australia (of 
which our team is not competitive). 
Sure, it's exciting when the Americans 
lose. Just like it was exciting when Jere- 
my McGrath started losing last year - 
the crowds in America loved it. It's 
something about our sick mentality. If 
the Americans lost the des Nations sev- 
eral times, you could count on them 
being crowd favorites again. 

Coombs mentioned that the Euro- 
peans have gone back to the drawing 


board of old-school motocross. Has 
Davey been to any other motocross in 
Europe besides the des Nations? Why 
would the Europeans go back to the 
drawing board? They've won three of 
the past four Motocross des Nations, 
twice on tracks that were not terrible, 
like Nismes. Sure, Nismes was a shit 
fight and the. watering of the track 
affected the Americans. But it should 
also be pointed out that Smets was the 
fastest rider on the track in practice - 
before the track was watered. 

Eric Johnson mentioned that the 1999 
des Nations was taken away from 
America, but I read in Cycle News that 
the AMA didn't want it. Davey men- 
tioned that next year's des Nations will 
be run on a track that will again favor 
the Europeans. Davey, Foxhill (the site 
of the 1998 des Nations) was picked 
because it's one of the most popular 
tracks in England - it had nothing to do 
with politics. If the Americans go to 
England with your attitude, then they 
will again go with a negative attitude. 

Sure Austria (1993) was handpicked 
for an American trap, as was the Slova- 
kian track in 1995 - but Spain and 
Nismes didn't provide an advantage for 
the Europeans. The rumors I heard in 
Nismes about the track-watering was 
plain and simple, as told by former 
World Champion David Thorpe: "Who- 
ever did this is sick. It's a simple matter 
of professional riders and teams coming 
here to race, then old farmers doing the 
track - this is bad for everyone." 

The Belgian riders - Everts, Bervoets 
and Smets - were appalled by the track. 
These guys are not cheaters. As Eric's 
wife said, they are champions and 
deserve to be treated as such. 

The thought of America not being 
involved in the Motocross des Nations 
would totally ruin the event. America is, 
and will be for a long time, the country 


„with the best riders in the world. Send 


five teams and it's possible that the five 
would all finish in the top 10 (maybe even 
the top five). But when it comes down to 
it, the Motocross des Nations started in 
1947 (not 1981), and without an American 
team, life in the des Nations will go on. 
The only loser will be America. 

I have total respect for Davey and Eric, 
and the American riders are the focal 
point of the des Nations. But belittling the 
Belgian riders and European motocross 
doesn't give America the trophy - it just 
leaves a bad taste in the mouth of the 
motocross world.

SENTUL, INDONESIA, SEPTEMBER 28 
he spell is broken. The fascination 
is reinforced. Just one week 
before his home Grand Prix in 
Australia, Michael Doohan's run of 10 
wins has been broken. And unlike his 
only other defeat this year, there was no 
excuse this time of mechanical trouble. 

The magician was Tadayuki Okada, 
Doohan's Repsol Honda teammate, in 
his first full V-four season and only his 
second in the 500cc class. “Tady,” who 
last year campaigned the prototype V- 
twin Honda for the factory, became only 
the fourth Japanese rider in history to 
win a GP in the top class. 

He did so in Samurai style, fighting 
all the way, with the decisive move on 
only the final corner of the 3.965km Sen- 
tul circuit, some 40 kilometers inland of 
the Indonesian capital of Jakarta. He 
also broke the lap record on his final lap. 
His victory was only the fourth ever for 
a Japanese rider in the 500cc class - 
Hideo Kanaya, Takazumi Katayama and 
Norifumi Abe have each previously 
won one each. 

It was a thrilling outcome to a race 
(held in hot, dry and windy conditions) 
that had seen the pair draw steadily 
ahead of the rest of the field, with 
Okada leading for eight of the 30 laps in 
the middle of the race, then staying in

place for the final attack. He passed 
Doohan three times in the final two laps, 
and Doohan passed him back only 
twice. 

The only sour note was Doohan's 
response. Okada accused him of making 
derisive gestures on the slowing-down 
lap. 
"It spoiled my enjoyment of my first 
win," he told his crew. 

Doohan, in turn, complained: "Tady 


was mimicking every move I made. 
When he was in front, I could see he had 
more speed than me. I had to try and get 
ahead and win from the front, but he 
stuck to my back wheel." 

He would prefer, he strongly 
inferred, to be beaten fair and square 
than by à narrow margin. 

This reflects not so much bad sports- 
manship as Doohan's overweening will 
to win. 








“I knew my run of wins would be 
broken some time," he said. But it didn't 
make it any easier to bear. 

Alex Criville was third, making it an 
all-Repsol Honda rostrum. He fought 
back after a narrow escape when the 
front wheel tucked under at the first cor- 
ner at the very simple circuit - "a drag 
strip, with chicanes," as Daryl Beattie 
described it. The Spaniard, in only his 
third race since coming back from his 












hand injury, recovered and ran across 
the gravel trap to rejoin in sixth, behind 
a gang of three disputing the place that 
he eventually gained. 

Luca Cadalora had already departed 
from the front of this group. The Red 
Bull Yamaha rider had been poised to 
close on the leaders when a cylinder 
stud broke, and his bike went from four 
cylinders to three. Rainey Yamaha rider 
Norifumi Abe then charged through 
convincingly, only to drop back again in 
the closing laps. 

In the end, FCC Honda’s Nobuatsu 
Aoki was fourth, Abe fifth, and erstwhile 
companion Carlos Checa and the Movi- 
Star Honda sixth, after a lively battle. 

Daryl Beattie and countryman Peter 
Goddard, both on Lucky Strike Suzukis, 
finished 12th and 13th, with fellow Aus- 
tralian Kirk McCarthy 15th for the last 
point. 

By escaping the predictable result, 
the 500cc race outranked the 250cc race 
in stun value. It was a close-run thing, 
however. Max Biaggi's victory on the 
Marlboro Honda was a simple start-to- 
finish run with no challenges... but it 
was a sensational ride under pressure 
that regained the three-time World 
Champion the title lead in his battle 
against his old companions at Aprilia. 

Sundry problems afflicted his title 
rivals. Aprilia’s Tetsuya Harada finished 
only fourth, after getting the worst of a 
fierce battle with second-placed Tohru 
Ukawa and Chesterfield Honda’s Olivi- 
er Jacque. Ukawa’s strong finish was at 
least partly because, for once, the Benet- 
ton Honda’s exclusive Michelin tires 


worked better than the class-favorite 


Dunlops in the heat. 


Marlboro Honda's Ralf Waldmann | 


was even worse off. He’d arrived lead- 
ing on points, but could only manage a 
seventh-placed finish, behind top priva- 
teer Takeshi Tsujimura (FCC Honda) 
and Haruchika Aoki's works Matteoni 
Honda. 

Now the three rivals go to Australia, 
with Biaggi six points ahead of Harada 
and Waldmann another point adrift. 
Any one of the trio could still be cham- 
pion. 

New World Champion Valentino 
Rossi (on the Nastro Azzurro Aprilia) 
was business-as-usual in the 125cc class, 
powering to his 11th win of the season 
after comfortably outpacing fast starter 
Kazuto Sakata (on the UGT Aprilia). 
Veteran Jorge Martinez was third on his 
Airtel Aprilia, with Noboru Ueda (on 
the Pileri Honda) leading the next group 
from Tomomi Manako (on the UGT 
Honda) to keep his chances of second 
overall alive. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


Okada took off in front in his usual 
style; Doohan also managed a fast start 
(not a reliable matter) and was in the 
lead by the second corner. With Criville 
slotted in behind, it was a familiar spec- 
tacle - the three Repsol Hondas up front 
and pulling steadily away. 

It went on in this predictable fashion 
for the first seven laps, and even when 
Okada moved into first place, this was 
still not too strange. Doohan often lets 
rivals ahead for a spell to see what 
they're made of, and on lap 17 he 
regained the lead to conform with this 
pattern. 

That's how it looked, anyway. But it 
was different from where Doohan was 
sitting, because he knew that Okada had 
a distinct horsepower advantage, which 
counts for a lot at this track, with its 
simple corners and long front straight. 
Just as importantly, the Japanese rider 
was faster into the last corner. 


"It was the only place he had an 
advantage," Doohan said later. 

Doohan thought he had it covered. 
On the second-to-last lap, when Okada 
went past at the end of the back straight, 
the Australian was directly ahead at the 
next chicane - a forceful move, with the 
bikes touching and Okada forced to lift. 
The Japanese rider was already troubled 
with rear-wheel slides, but didn't care 
about the minor collision. 

"That is what you expect in racing," 
he said. 

With just one lap to go, a similar 
attack by Okada was repulsed even 
more firmly, braking into the same chi- 
cane. But there was one last drama, and 
though Doohan thought he had the last 
corner covered, he was wrong. There 
was just enough space for Okada to slip 
through, and he needed no written invi- 
tation. 

"Once I got into the corner in the 
lead and got around, I knew I was head- 
ing for my first 500-class win," he said. 

Afterward, Doohan looked grim on 
the rostrum, but said: "I'm not making 
excuses. It was a hard race, but he 
stayed upright and he won it. I knew he 
was going to be hard to beat." 

Third was hotly disputed virtually 
throughout, although the battle was for 
fourth until Criville's adventure across 
the gravel trap and down to sixth place. 

After the first sort-out, Cadalora gave 
way to Checa; but the Yamaha was back 
in front of the Honda on the ninth lap, 
and Cadalora was starting to pull clear 
and even close on Criville. It was too 
much for the motor, apparently, and it 
popped a stud, sending him straight 
into the pits. 

Checa was now under serious pres- 
sure from Nobuatsu Aoki and Abe, with 
the Yamaha rider moving up one place 
on lap 19, and then to the front of the 
group on lap 20, as Criville went farm- 
ing and dropped back. 

Abe was riding well, and broke free 
as Aoki also passed Checa, who was 
having problems at the crucial exit from

the last corner, and now gradually lost 
ground. Abe seemed set for a season- 
best rostrum finish. But Criville was far 
from done, and steadily picked his way 
through from the 24th lap - past Checa, 
then Aoki - then both of them closed on 
the luckless Yamaha man. 

Criville regained third with one lap 
to spare, and Aoki came with him to 
spoil Abe’s day. 

Takuma Aoki was seventh, the best 
V-twin. Sete Gibernau was next, nar- 
rowly fending off Kenny Roberts Jr. on 
the sole surviving Modenas. Teammate 
Jean-Michel Bayle had been ahead of 
this group, then at the back of it, before 
his crankshaft seized again and he nar- 
rowly escaped crashing. 

Doriano Romboni took 10th on the 
Aprilia V-twin, all his hopes of getting a 
good start coming to nothing. He was 
virtually last away from his front-row 
start, and though he moved through the 
field convincingly, it was nothing com- 
pared with what he’d expected, and he 
was so upset after the race that he 
declined to speak. 

Jurgen Fuchs was 11th, just holding 
off Beattie to the finish by less than a 
tenth of a second. The Australian had 
been lacking enthusiasm as usual, he 
said later, until he spotted Goddard 
ahead of him on a similar bike, which 
made him try a bit harder. 

Goddard himself was another 10 sec- 
onds adrift after making an ill-judged

rear-suspension change after morning 
warmup. 

“I had to wear the consequences - it 
was worst on the last corner onto the 
straight, which cost me plenty,” he said. 
“Otherwise, I enjoyed myself.” 

MoviStar Honda’s Alberto Puig was 
14th, with McCarthy right on his back 
wheel in 15th. There were 18 finishers. 

As well as Bayle and Cadalora, Alex 
Barros also retired, the Brazilian V-twin 
rider stricken with a mysterious hand- 
ling problem. There were no crashes. 

Doohan cannot be beaten in the 
championship, with a massive score of 
340. Okada’s win was important in the 
struggle for second. He now holds the 
position on 184 points; Nobuatsu Aoki 
drops to third on 179. Criville improved 
his fourth position with 147 points, with 
Cadalora fifth on 129. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


The story of Biaggi's race is simple: 
He got a great start, led into the first cor- 
ner, broke the lap record on the second 
lap, then continued to pull away until 
he had a comfortable margin of six sec- 
onds at one-third distance. 

Sounds simple, anyway, but it was a 
magnificent performance achieved with 
the usual brinkmanship - switching one 
engine into another chassis, taking it 
carefully until the fuel load lightened, 
pushing on all the way. 

“I love the heat and I love the chal- 
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lenge,” the ebullient Biaggi said later. “1 
never gave up hope of the title, and 
that’s why we’re on top now. I think my 
strengths this year have been my refusal 
to give up and my consistency. I believe 
you should always be constant - in life, 
love and motorcycle racing.” 

There was plenty of drama behind. 
Harada was in second place for the first 
couple of laps, then Ukawa took over, 
and then Jacque took over from him. It 
was back and forth in the four-bike 
group, with Waldmann gradually drop- 
ping to the back of it. 

By lap 10, he’d lost touch. 

“It was the same problem I've had all 
year," he explained, bitterly disappoint- 
ed. “As soon as I touch the throttle, the 
rear starts sliding. I had good top speed, 
but I was losing so much on acceleration 
that it didn't help me." 

This left just three fighting it out, and 
it was a battle with no quarter. Ukawa 
generally had the best of it, and in the 
very last laps pulled a little clear. Jacque 
and Harada were very hard at it, so that 
on lap 23 a Jacque attack pushed Harada 
wide and onto the dirty part of the 
track, and he lost 1 1/2 seconds. He 
clawed it all back for the crucial last lap. 

Now came the backmarkers - Olivier 
Petrucciani on his Mohag Aprilia and 
William Costes on his Chesterfield 
Aprilia - disputing last place after the 
latter had an excursion across the. gravel 
trap. 

Ukawa slammed past with no trou- 
ble. Jacque also got through more or less 
cleanly - cool enough to give Costes a 
little wave (the teammates had been in a 
friendly argument the night before 
about whether Jacque would be able to 
lap Costes). Harada, for once, was badly 
placed and really suffered. It looked as 
though Petrucciani had delayed him 
more, and that Costes actually let him 
through. That wasn't how he saw it, 
through the rage of losing a possible 
rostrum finish. 

“I am really angry with Costes. He 
and Jacque are friends," he said. "It 
seems they discussed the possibility of 
holding me up." 

This was highly unlikely and pro- 
voked an even angrier response from 
Chesterfield team manager Herve Pon- 
charal. "Anyone who believes that such 
an arrangement could take place is an 
idiot," he said. 

In any case, Jacque was 1.3 seconds 
ahead across the line, and that's what 
mattered. 

Waldmann had dropped back to a 
good battle between Tsujimura and 
Aoki, and his lack of acceleration and 
the finish line's proximity to the last cor- 
ner meant he finished behind both of 
them. 

Stefano Perugini was a lonely eighth 
on the Nastro Azzuro Aprilia, four sec- 
onds ahead of Sebastian Porto on the 
PR2 Aprilia. The pair had been battling 
with Noriyasu Numata's Suzuki before 
the Japanese rider fell heavily with 10 
laps to go. He lay ominously still for a 
long time, but eventually walked away. 

Jeremy McWilliams was 10th, 
bemoaning his lack of speed from the 
QUB Honda. Then came Cristiano 
Migliorati on the Axo Honda. 

Yamaha's Luis d'Antin crashed out 
in the early stages, and with 10 laps 
Suzuki's Jamie Robinson retired left in a 
state of near physical collapse after food 
poisoning in practice. 

Biaggi reclaimed the title lead at 230 
points, with Harada now six points 
behind. Waldmann drops from first to 
third with 223. Mathematically, any one 
of the trio could win the title. Jacque is 
fourth on 185, then Ukawa on 165.

125cc GRAND PRIX 


Rossi's 11th win was in dominant 
style, pulling clear by only three seconds 
after an early battle with fast starter 
Sakata, but clearly unassailable by any- 
one else on the track. Having already 
won the championship, he still gave 
nobody else a chance. 

Sakata held on to second, with Airtel 
Aprilia's Jorge Martinez surviving an 
early battle with UGT Honda's Tomomi 
Manako to claim third. 

Manako fell back into a strong five- 
bike scrap, and dropped to the back of it 
with five laps to go. But he timed his 
last-lap run almost perfectly, with only 
Noboru Ueda (Pileri Honda) ahead of 
him. This secured second overall for 
Ueda, but Manako could still lose third 
overall to Sakata. 

Masaki Tokudome on his Docshop 
Aprilia was sixth, then Gianluigi Scalvi- 
ni on the Axo Honda, with Youchi Ui on 
the Kurz Yamaha bringing up the rear 
of the gfoup. 

Garry McCoy on the Marlboro-April- 
ia was a lonely ninth, after battling with 
Fred Petit on the RMS Honda before the 
Frenchman went off the track, rejoining 
lower down the field. 

Rossi's unassailable lead extended 
still further to 311 points over Ueda's 
213. Manako has 174, then Sakata 159 
and Martinez 116. CN

ichael Doohan is now one short of a half-century of pole positions. He achieved his 
49th - the 11th in succession - in familiar style, spending, the last session working on 
testing race rubber, then blitzing them all at the end. 

"I ran into some traffic, so it wasn't as good as it might have been," he said. It was also pret- 
ty windy, he added. Even so, he was four-tenths ahead, and his only worry might be if he got a 
slow start. "The lap times are faster than last year, which shows the grip is better. But it's pretty 
slick when you get off line, and there's not too many places to overtake anyway, except under 
braking at the end of the straights, or drafting past someone.” 

Tadayuki Okada pushed through to secand in the last lap, complaining of setup problems 
right up until then. 

"Now the only problem 1 have after changing gear ratios a couple of times is over the 
bumps on the last corner. The bike's moving around a lot." 

He pushed Alex Criville into third, the comeback man stronger again this time. 

. “Lean forget my hand when I'm on the bike. The problem I have is with my forearm, which 
is swelling up," he said. He was less than a tenth down on Okada, having led at one stage of 
the session. 

This was especially encouraging since the fourth bike on the front row was again not a 
Honda, but Doriano Romboni's V-twin Aprilia. 

"This is not a good track for a V-twin - all acceleration and speed. But with the new, bigger 
engine, I find I am now almost as fast as the V-fours," he said. The team had also modified his 
clutch and ignition curves to improve takeoff from the line, so he hoped he would not be left 
behind once again in the crucial first few hundred yards, as he has so often this year. 

Luca Cadalora moved past Carlos Checa on the last lap to lead the second row, the times 
close enough behind Mick to place the second through 13th riders within one second of each 
other. Positions were decided by tenths as the opposition to Doohan continues to gain strength 
and confidence... just about 14 races too late for it to matter - this year, at any rate. 

Nobuatsu Aoki was alongside; then came Norifumi Abe's Yamaha. And another strong 

ance from Jurgen Fuchs put him at the top end of the third row, with track newcomer 
Takuma Aoki alongside on his twin, then Sete Gibernau - troubled by food poisoning, a not - 
uncommon complaint. 

Daryl Beattie was 12th, a fraction better than usual after experimenting, with a different 
chassis setup, as developed by Japanese test rider Kagayama. "It's a bit better, but not better 
enough to make much difference," he said glumly. 

The Modenas pair were further back than usual, lacking the acceleration and top speed that 
really matter here, with Kenny Roberts Jr. 13th and Jean-Michel Bayle 14th, the Frenchman 
commenting rather surprisingly: "There's too much grip here. It means the V-fours can really 
hook up and use their power. 

There were 24 qualifiers, with no wild cards. 

Max Biaggi could hardly have chosen a better psychological moment to claim his first 250cc 





pole position since the first round in Malaysia - and in the circumstances, a quarter-second mar- 


gin was rather respectable after two days when times had been much closer. And he was happy. 

"We worked on a compromise setting, and now it is excellent,” he said. "We're looking 
good for the race. (Tetsuya) Harada's Aprilia is like a.rocket - but this track isn't all straights.” 

Olivier Jacque was second, complaining of a front-end grip problem, but happy that he had 
a four-tenths gap. His most taxing problem was what to do if he was in a position to influence 
the championship. 

"I have had no instructions from Honda. I will have to wait and see what happens. The best 
thing is if I can go away in front, but that won't be very easy." 

Harada was third, moving up only in the last session, and very glum. 

"We have chassis problems, and I can't use the Aprilia's speed, or maybe even slipstream 
other riders, because I am very slow out of the last corner.' 

Then came Ralf Waldmann, the points leader nine-tenths of a — behind pole and also 
far from confident of being in the race for the lead. 

"My only advantage is that I ran a lot of laps on race tires, ae than getting one fast lap 
on soft tires." 

The focus was clearly on the title battle, but Tohru Ukawa - leading row two - was close 
enough to play some part in the race, less than a tenth behind Waldmann. Takeshi Tsujimura 
was next, another tenth adrift as times closed up; then came Loris Capirossi and Stefano 
Perugini. 

Aoki led row three from the other fast privateers Jeremy McWilliams and Sebastian Porto,

P o, just how fast was Scott Parker at 
i Sacramento? So fast that he was 

e standing on top of the podium 

before his victory lap was over. 

This seemingly impossible scenario 
can be easily explained away. After the 
seven-time and defending AMA Grand 
National Champion flashed across the 
finish line to claim his 83rd career 
Grand National win, his 48th in mile 
racing, his 12th win at the Sacramento 
Mile and his seventh win this season, he 
simply rolled up to the start/finish line 
on his Bill Werner-tuned factory Harley- 
Davidson XR750, hopped off, turned it 
over to Werner and team assistant Pete 
Pulaski and said, “Have at it.” Parker 
was already atop the box before the pair 
returned. 

It is far more difficult to explain the 
unbelievable charge that Parker made as 
he came from over a half-straightaway 
behind front-runners Davey Camlin and 
Kevin Atherton in the second half of the 
crash-halted main event, and damn near 
impossible to clarify the last-lap blast 
that propelled him by Atherton at the 
entrance to turn three and Camlin on 
the front chute to swipe the victory. But 
as the electrified crowd that packed the 
grandstands at the Cal-Expo State Fair- 
grounds will likely attest, seeing is 
believing. 


In reality, Parker was 
credited with leading only 
four laps all night - includ- 
ing the one that counted, of 
course - and he was a threat 
for the win from the 
moment that AMA Starter 
Scott Zimmerman sent the 
19-rider field (see Briefly) on 
its way. But with as many as 
10 riders running in the lead 
draft up until the point at 
which the race was halted 
on lap 14, the 36-year-old 
from Swartz Creek, Michi- 
gan, appeared to be no more 
or less a threat than any of 
his challengers. What hap- 
pened after the race restart- 
ed, however, was pure 
Parker magic. He steadily 
ran down Camlin and 
Atherton after the pair got 
an excellent jump on the 
restart and appeared set to 
settle the fight for the win 
between themselves before 
sliding right onto Atherton’s 
rear wheel in turn one just 
after the white flag was 
shown. He flew past his 
hapless former teammate at 
the entrance to turn three 
and then pulled the trigger 
on Camlin as the pair bullet- 
ed up the front chute. Slam 
dunk.

“They thought it was gonna be a 
two-man race, but we changed that 
story,” Parker said. “We put on a new 
tire after the red flag, and it took about 
four laps for it to heat up. But then | got 
going. I was hoping that they wouldn't 
look back, because they would've seen 
me coming. They didn't. I didn't know 
if I was gonna catch 'em, but the cham- 
pionship was out of my mind at that 
point." 

After Parker had just robbed him 
blind, the 1-800-FASTHOG/Moroney's 
Harley-Davidson-backed Camlin was 
gracious in defeat on the podium, but 
there appeared to be a trace of shock 
and bewilderment in his tone. 

“1 looked back every lap and said, 
"We've got him, we're going to get 
away," Camlin said. "But is this guy 
one bad sumbitch or what? I figured I 
had second to Kevin, but then homeboy 
came up and took it from us. We're not 
worthy." 

Atherton was equally as gracious but 
far more angry when the show was 
over, and perhaps for good reason, as he 
and his snake-bitten Total Control Rac- 
ing / Accel/Bunzl USA team continued 
to struggle with Lady Luck at Sacramen- 
to. Atherton's bid for the win was weak- 
ened right from the start, as he pulled to 
the line with broken cases on his TCR- 
prepped Harley-Davidson. Savvy 
preparation and at least some good for- 
tune kept the motorcycle running strong 
laps while the 27-year-old Indianapolis 
resident rode it like there was no tomor- 
row to remain in the fight at the front of 
the field and in contention for the win. 
After the restart, Atherton and Camlin 
skipped out, and drafted away to make 
it a two-man show until Atherton's 
motor went soft on the back straight just 








as Parker showed up. At that point, 
there was little that the former Harley- 
Davidson factory rider could do to even 
hold up his ex-teammate, much less 
challenge him for the win. 

“Man, my mechanics work their 
asses off on these bikes, and we've still 
broken five motorcycles this year," 
Atherton said. "We were running with 
broken cases all night. It just tied up 
going down the back straight. I was 
hoping Davey. was going to win it." 

Further back, a pair of Honda riders 
came home fourth and fifth as USC Rac- 
ing/Z Galleries' Ricky Graham and 
Corbin Racing/R&R's Rich King tussled 
back and forth, well 
behind the leaders at 
the finish. But both 
riders were in the 
hunt prior to the 
stoppage, and Gra- 
ham may have actu- 
ally played a part in 
helping longtime 
rival Parker zero in 
on Camlin and 
Atherton, but in the 
end, Graham was as 
he has been on this 
particular comeback 
tour - just glad to be 
there. 

"It was just a 
good race, and do 
you know what's so 
good about it?" Gra- 
ham said. “There are 
so many good guys. 
In '93 it was just 
Chris, Scotty and me 
going for it every 
week. Before I start- 
ed this year, I 
would've still told 
you that. But there 
really are a lot of good riders now. And 
it’s enjoyable to come here and race after 
all that I went through. Sacramento is 
like my home track, since all the other 
ones close to me are gone." 

King lived up to his consistently used 
nickname by running in the top six 
before and after the restart aboard on 
his Sam Wessly-prepared RS750, and he 
actually had a shot at fourth as he diced 
it up with Graham.in the closing stages 
of the main. But a poorly timed faux pas 
ultimately relegated the 34-year-old, 17- 
year veteran to fifth-place status. 

"We were running good right to the 
end, when I pushed the front end and 
twisted my knee," King said. "That was 
all she wrote." 

Mike Hacker rode his 1-800- 
FASTHOG/Moroney's Harley-David- 
son entry to a solid sixth-place finish, 
while Deeley Harley-Davidson's Steve 
Beattie charged back from a poor scratch 
off the line during the restart to finish 
seventh ahead of Harley-Davidson of 
Sacramento's Joe Kopp, Harley-David- 
son of Missouri /Burks Motorsports’ 
Kenny Coolbeth and Bartels' Harley- 
Davidson's Jay Springsteen. Team 
Undo/Donahue H-D's Brett Landes was 
11th, while TCR rider Will Davis’ 
chances for the championship took 
another turn for the worse after he fin- 
ished 12th ahead of F&S Harley-David- 
son's Steve Morehead, Bartels’ H-D's 
up-and-coming mile speed-demon John- 
ny Murphree, and Suburban Motors H- 
D's J.R. Schnabel. Terry Poovey was 
16th on the Sakaida Trucking Harley- 
Davidson, while Gardner Racing /Wal- 
ters Brothers H-D's Dan Butler was 17th. 
Corbin Racing’s Lonnie Pauley and 
Mike and Eddie Adkins Racing’s Geo 
Roeder II finished 18th and 19th, respec- 
tively. 
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HEATS 


The first heat race got the show off to 
a good start, as Parker found himself 
with his hands full after Kopp got the 
holeshot and led the champ and a host 
of contenders, including Marine Trans- 
port’s Bryan Bigelow, Skip Fordyce 
Harley-Davidson’s Billy Martin and 
Stanley, around turn one and down the 
back chute for the first time. Parker soon 
found his rhythm, however, and he 
manipulated the draft so as to lead 
across the line on each and every lap. 
Kopp, Bigelow and the upstart Martin 
all hung tough for the first three laps, 
but Parker stretched it out a bit on lap 
four as he tried to shake them loose. 
Martin was the first to drop, as the 
enthusiastic young Californian slipped 
off the groove in turn two and dropped 
back. | 

Bigelow continued to hound Kopp for 
second, but the '97 Peoria TT winner was 
unfazed, even after Schnabel and Stanley 
rejoined the fight as well. Parker went on 
to win the heat, with Kopp second and 
Stanley appearing to beat Schnabel in a 
photo finish (see Briefly). 

"For a couple laps they were right 
there, and then I jumped on 'em a bit," 
Parker said. "I looked back, and nobody 
was right there. The bike's working 
excellent, but Bill changed something, 
and he won't tell me what it is. We're 
just going to go out and keep the wheels 
under us, and hope nothing happens. 
We're just gonna do our job." 

If Atherton was under any orders to 
nurse his ailing machine in heat two in 
order to preserve it for later in the night, 
he didn't listen to them. He slammed 
the throttle open from the get-go and 
led Graham and Pete Hames off the line. 
Hames, a former go-faster from South- 
ern California who signed on to ride at 
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Sacramento aboard a brand-new Tony 
Dodge Racing XR750, promptly skidded 
it off the groove in turn one and was not 
a factor in the race after that. But both 
King and Coolbeth were, after they 
moved up to challenge for a transfer 
spot, while Graham knifed into the lead 
in turn one on the second lap. They 
raced three-wide for much of the dis- 
tance after that, as Graham, King and 
Atherton took turns in the middle of the 
sandwich each time they sped across the 
line. Graham led laps four and five, and 
King lap six. Atherton rotated to the 
front on lap seven and then led the final 
two runs down the front straight for the 
win - the move ultimately accomplish- 
ing the goal of engine preservation, as a 
direct transfer meant no semi. 

“We had a blast - Ricky, Rich and I," 
Atherton said. "We had a riot. We were 
laughing in our helmets. It was a great 
time, but I knew that we were doing a 
lot of racin', so I knew that it wasn't 
going to be the fastest time."

That honor belonged to Camlin, as 
his year of fine performances continued 
in heat three. Camlin juked back and 
forth with the veteran Poovey - the lat- 
ter aboard one the few twingled Harley- 
Davidsons in the field, for a change - 
for the first five laps as the pair pulled 
clear of the battle between Morehead, 
Corbin Racing's Chance Darling and 
Murphree for the final direct seed to 
the main event. After Poovey led him 
across the line to start lap seven, Cam- 
lin cranked it up and shot out to a 15- 
length lead by the finish. His winning 
time of 6 minutes, 3.896 seconds was 
good enough to take the pole for the 
feature. 

“1 just wanted to see if I could get 
away from Poovey,” Camlin said, “and 
I did, or he must have decided that he 
wanted to take second. But we won the 
fastest heat, so I’m happy with that." 

Morehead, Darling and Murphree 
staged a raging battle for third place, 
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_ Project 2000 


The Team Undo camp created quite a stir at Sacramento by debuting an incarnation 
of a production-based motorcycle for dirt track racing as set forth by the AMA in its 
five-year dirt-track plan. The team, which backs rider Brett Landes, showed up with 
what was effectively a stripped Honda VTR1000 to take a few test laps in front of the 
crowd and perform an initial assessment of the stock bike - and (more importantly) its 
engine, which had not been run on the dirt prior to Sacramento. "We haven't even really 
started on it yet,” said team tuner Rick Canode. “All I did was strip parts off it and 
shorten up the swingarm to get it ready to come here. We just wanted to bring it out to 
try and spark up a little interest." Canode did say that although the bike was prepared 
very little for the shakedown, it appears to have some potential. "If you look at where 
the crankshaft sits in relation to the ground, it's within three-quarters of an inch of 
where we are now," Canode said, citing one example of compatibility. 

Landes and TCR riders Kevin Atherton and Will Davis all lined up to take three laps 
each on the bike prior to the start of the.opening ceremonies. The engine appeared to 
sound healthy as the three carefully negotiated the turns and then pulled the trigger and 
banged a shift down the straightaways. Atherton even took the opportunity to charge 
up the fans by pulling a huge stand-up wheelie down the front straight at the end of his 
session. Afterward, Davis said that while the chassis left a lot to be desired, the тоо

coming three-wide to the stripe on the 
last lap, with Californian and Rookie of 
the Year candidate Murphree just edging 
his more veteran colleagues in a blanket 
finish to earn his second direct transfer 
on a Grand National mile in 1997. 

Hacker was on the gas in the final 
heat race as he, Beattie and Springer left 
early contenders Landes and Ian Segedy 
behind in short order and appeared to 
lock up the top three spots well before 
the race was complete. But then the 
resurgent young Virginian slid off the 
groove in turn two while leading on lap 
six. The miscue dropped him behind 
Beattie and Springer, and also gave Lan- 
des and Segedy a chance to catch back 
up. Hacker managed to rotate his way 
back to the front, and he was first to the 
line in another close finish, with Spring- 
steen topping Beattie for second. 

“It felt like I hit some oil or some- 
thing in turn two," Hacker said. "Then I 


felt as though it had a lot of potential. 


"The motor feels pretty good Davis said. “It reminds me a lot of an RS750. But that 


chassis needs work.” 
Atherton agreed. 


“It felt better when | kept my foot on the pegs going into the turns,” Atherton said. 


. "When I put my foot down, it got squirrelly.” 


But all agreed that making any type of qualitative judgemént of the future of the 
series based upon this test would be extremely premature, as it is likely that engines 
such as the VTR1000 will be housed in much more conventionally styled dirt-track 
rolling chassis - bearing more resemblance to the Ducati machine campaigned by the 
late Andy Tresser - before testing begins in earnest.

Lake Racing's Paul Bergstrom for the 
other ticket to the main. Pauley just beat 
Darling back to the stripe for the second 
spot and a berth in the main. 

Coolbeth was all but unstoppable in 
the second semi, as he remained in con- 
trol of a three-man race between him- 
self, Morehead and Bigelow for two 
spots to the big show. A red flag and 
subsequent restart after a crash by Jaime 


.Aguilar did little to derail the Warren, 


Connecticut, youngster’s drive, as he 
picked up right where he left off to lead 
Morehead into the main. 

Landes was the star of the show in 
the final semi. After rocketing off the 
line with Roeder.and Schnabel, the Cali- 
fornian figured out a way to double- 
draft the pair down the back straight to 
take the lead at the entrance to turn 
three. Roeder led the middle laps, as he 
and Schnabel also ran three-wide, but 
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Landes had the double-pass down con- 
sistently, and he used it to take the lead 
off turn four on the final lap and score 
the win just inches ahead of Roeder and 
then Schnabel. 


883 NATIONAL 


The plodding Harley-Davidson 
Sportsters were anything but boring, as 
a sextet of riders broke from the 17- 
rider field early on and showcased a 
close contest for nearly 10 of the 12 laps 
in the AMA 883 National main event. 
Series points rivals Camlin and Las 
Vegas H-D's Jess Roeder were among 












the top six, which also included Rose 
Racing's Willie McCoy on a DPC Rac- 
ing mount, Howell's Harley-Davidson 
rider Robert Miller, Mike Hacker and 
Billy Martin. 

Roeder and Camlin were at the front, 
each taking a turn at the front when the 
field lumbered down the front straight 
on the first two laps. Roeder led laps 
one and three, with Camlin leading lap 
two and then taking the point for good 
on lap four. But the battle behind him 
remained close and in close range, 
Roeder had to deal with the other four, 
while Camlin concentrated solely on 
building up a lead. | 

Both Hacker and McCoy moved up 
to challenge Roeder at the end of the 
front straight on lap 10, and the trio 
rolled into the corner three-wide on the 
groove. Roeder remained in control, but 
Hacker was staging a relentless attack 
while his Moroney’s teammate broke 
out to a 15- -bike-length lead with just 
two laps to go. 

Camlin went on to take the win by 
that same margin, with both Hacker and 
McCoy ducking past Roeder at the fin- 
ish to take the second and third spots, 
respectively. 


GRAND NATIONAL 


Parker leaped off his perch in the 
middle of row one and went straight to 
the front of the 19-rider freight train 
after Zimmerman gave the field the 
green light, but Hacker, Atherton and 
Camlin had also gotten good runs. 
Hacker jumped into the lead as they 
motored down the back straight. Ather- 
ton got the best draft up the front chute, 
however, and he led lap one as they 
came across three-wide. 

By lap three, there were seven riders 
in the lead draft, as King and Spring- 
steen teamed up to tag on to the rear of 
the pack, with Graham just in front of 
them. Soon, the three-time Grand 
National Champion was threatening for 
the lead, though he never did run higher 
than third in the tight formation. Parker 
was back to fourth on lap four, but on 
lap five, he trailed Atherton as they 
rolled down the front straight 1-2 and 
tried to ditch their pursuers. 

Camlin, meanwhile, was kept busy 
with Graham, Hacker and King, but he 
ran down Parker and Atherton by lap 
eight and began a dice that saw the trio 
come across the line three abreast for the 
next three laps. Graham was still right 
in the thick of the chase as well, and he 
dropped Camlin to fourth on lap 11 
before they began to finally string out 
over the next three laps. Atherton 
remained in control on the front chute 
during laps 11 and 12, and Camlin was 
back up front on lap 13. 

Then the red flag came out after Lon- 
nie Pauley laid it down on lap 14. Park- 
er had just broken out on top, but after 
officials reverted back a lap to set the 
order, he was to be placed third in line 
behind Camlin and Atherton for the 
single-file restart. But it was while they 
were waiting for the track to clear that 
Parker and Werner made the decision 
to change the rear tire. At first, the 
move appeared to be a mistake, as 
Camlin and Atherton got killer starts 
and pulled away from the field, leaving 
Parker nearly a half straightaway 
behind. 

“1 looked back there to see who was 
with Kevin and me, and I didn't see 
anyone," Camlin said. "I was like, 
"Where the hell are they? Oh wait, Га 
better tuck.” 

Parker and Graham were third and 
fourth, but they appeared to be doing 
little to catch the lead pair, at first. 





“Scotty put on a new rear tire, and he 
just pulled me around,” Graham said. “I 
couldn’t draft him, but we made time 
because I couldn't get in his way. But he 
was sucking me into the turns so fast, 
then Rich came in there." 

"It took four or five laps for the tire 
to heat up," Parker said, "but then I got 
going. It was hookin' up and working. 
Then I saw the five-lap sign, and I was 
like, Мо way" I was growlin." ` 

Further back, Beattie and Camlin had 
found each other and were hotly con- 
testing sixth and seventh. Kopp had 
made up for a bad restart to advance 
five positions and run eighth, ahead of 
Coolbeth and Springsteen. There was a 
bit more shuffling before Beattie came 
out to seventh, where he would stay for 
the rest of the race. 

"| had a pretty eventful race," Beattie 
said. "I was racing everybody, and I had 
to come from 15th to sixth. I got stuffed 
into the guardrail on the first corner. 
Then on the restart, Kopp came by, and 
he clipped my handlebars and spun my 
clutch lever up behind my wrist. At 
least he was kind - he looked back to see 
if I was still there." 

Hacker wound up sixth. 

"It didn't look like anyone was push- 
ing hard when I was up front," Hacker 
said. ^Then they started to go just before 
the red flag. I don't know much about 
tire wear yet, but we did change the tire 
at the red flag, and I got a great drive on 
King and Graham off the restart, but I 
pulled inside and hit the marbles and a 
bunch of guys got past me. But every- 
thing was working great. I just need 
some more experience." 

Parker shook off Graham and was 
coming, although it still didn't look as 
though the champion would catch Cam- 
lin and Atherton. But he was clearly the 
fastest rider on the track, and he was 
making up nearly a half-second per lap, 
ultimately ripping off an unofficial 
35.45-second lap to Atherton and Cam- 
lin's 36.33. On the white-flag lap, Parker 
ran a 35.55, while Atherton and Camlin 
remained at 36.19, and as they ran it into 


the first turn, Parker was 
smelling blood. At the same 
time, Atherton's motor laid 
down, and he dropped off the 
pace rapidly. As it turned out, he 
was far enough ahead of Gra- 
ham to remain third at the finish. 

"It just slowed down," a 
clearly bummed Atherton said 
afterward. 

“1 drafted by Kevin down the 
back straight, and his motorcycle 
looked weak," Parker said. 
“When I got by him, that dropped me 
right into line with Camlin, and I said, 
‘It’s you and me, partner.” 

Camlin was oblivious to the Parker 
onslaught. 

“When he went past me at the line, I 
was like, ‘Cool, I got second to Kev... 
Hey, that ain’t Kevin!’” Camlin said. 
"I've watched a lot of races from the top 
of the truck, and I’ve seen a lot of guys 
come from behind. But I’ve never seen 
them come from 400 lengths back or 
whatever. I guess that's why he's won 
this thing seven times." 

It was a classic Parker victory, made 
all the more classic by the lack of a vic- 
tory lap. Instead, Parker turned 
announcer, narrating as Werner and 
Pulaski came down the front straight 
with the checkered flag in hand. 

"Here's the guys that really make it 
happen for me," Parker told the crowd. 
"Bill Werner and Pete Pulaski. They're 
the ones who work on the bike and 
drive the truck all over." 

Afterward, Parker sat back and 
reflected on the moment. 

"Hey, it was just something differ- 
ent," Parker said. "I've been around on 
those laps a few times before." €N

Briefly... 


The victory-by Scott Parker at the Sacramento Mile was not 
the final nail in the coffin for TCR's Will Davis, but it was close. 





Parker now leads Davis by 40 points, 350-310, with just 46 more: 


points to be had in the final two rounds of Grand National compe- 
tition. Parker only needs to finish. ahead of Davis at Las Vegas to 
clinch.the championship, while Davis must win both rounds and 
hope that Parker fails to score more than five points in both of 
them. What are the odds on that? 


Even so, Steve Morehead predicted before the Sacramento 
race that the California and Nevada fans-would be.in for some 
good racing at the final rounds of the year. “1 think these last few 
races will be good," Morehead said. "Lots of people are hoping 
to bump up a few places in the tóp 10, and there are a lot of guys 
outside the top 20 trying to get in, so we should see some good, 
close racing. Sacramento's a neat place - the lighting's real good. 
Las Vegas is going to be an adventure, and Del Mar... Well. Del 
Mar is the beach.” 


Harley-Davidson mechanic Bill Werner took the opportunity to 
run some more DOT tire tests. while at Sacramento, cutting up a 
Dunlop K591 for Scott Parker to try. "I don't think they're that far 
off, from the few times that we've tested them," Werner said. 
"We've still got to figure out some of the little things - like what 
pressure to run them at - but so far they ve been pretty positive.” 
Werner indicated that although there was no radical tire switch 
forthcoming, the.testing was still of significant importance to the 
team. "You can't have someone else do it for you," Werner said. 
"With the AMA talking about allowing DOTs, we can't let some- 
one else run them and decide they're the hot thing. Otherwise, 
you're just playing catch-up.” 


Aside from Scott Parker's dramatic come-from-behind finish, per- 
haps the biggest news was the fact that the race featured a 19-rider 
main event, due to ап AMA scoring error. J.R. Schnabel was 


credited with fourth place after coming across the line with Dan 
Stanley in a photo finish. The former Rookie of the Year then went 
on to contest a semi, where he wound up third behind Brett. Landes 
and Geo Roeder Il before appearing to be done for the night. But 
the AMA reviewed the heat-race footage after the semi and deter- 
mined that Schnabel had beaten Stanley. Officals decided to rein- 
state Schnabel but keep Stanley in the main event and move him to 


the third row, thus. making for a 19-rider field. Schnabel finished 


15th and Stanley 17th. 


Deeley Harley-Davidson's Steve Beattie has left his own box 
van at home and signed on as the truck driver for the Marine 
Transport team of Bryan Bigelow while the Grand National 
teams аге out West. "Bryan has їо go to school, so they asked 
me to drive his truck to the races," Beattie said. “So we're dri- 
ving the big rig in luxury, and they're flying in and out." Rookie of 
the Year contender Bigelow is a junior in high school. 


Incidentally, Steve Beattie suffered a setback before the races 
at Sacramento even started, as he rolled his number-one bike out 
of the truck - sans motor. "| was supposed to get my motor from 
Canada on Monday,” Beattie said, "but it got held up in customs, 
so it's just a little late." Beattie was seventh.in the main event on 
the backup bike. 


Harley-Davidson. 883 coritender Robert Miller was in a class 
by himself as he won the hairdo-of-the-week-award at Sacramen- 
to. The normally black-haired Miller showed up with an outrageous 
fire-orange mop-top that was the talk of the pits. But the Pennsyl- 
vanian took it all in stride. “I got a part in a Halloween pageant,” 
Miller joked. "Actually | was bored, and I'm trying to get a super- 
cross ride." The Howell's Harley-Davidson-backed Miller was sev- 
enth in the 883 final. : 


Bartels' Harley-Davidson road racer/dirt-tracker Jake Zemke 
was back in dirt-track form at the Sacramento Mile, but the promis- 
ing youngster from Paso Robles, California, got a. rude wake-up 
call when he lost the front end on his 883 and crashed in tum one 
during practice, bringing out the. first red flag of the day. “I tried to 


. get it turned, but | couldn't get it turned quick enough, so | just let 


her go." Zemke said. Zemke was okay, but another crash later іп 
the day quickly returned him to road racing-only status. 


Another Bartels' rider, Johnny Murphree. looked extremely 
sharp as he put away Steve Morehead to earn a direct transfer to 
the main event after finishing behind: Davey Camlin and Terry 
Poovey: in heat three, .marking his second heat-race transfer- on 
the miles this year. "It's been great, especially at Springfield, 
being one of the best tracks on the circuit, and this one," Mur- 
phree said. "I couldn't have picked better places to make’ main 
events. And my bike has been set up perfect. With a guy like 
Garry Baehler working on the stuff, it's hard not to go fast. It's set 
up that well." Murphree wound up 14th in the main event. 


There was more than the usual amount of racing to be done at 
Sacramento over the weekend as Agajanian Presents’ Gene 
Romero and former Grand National TT superhero Eddie Миі- 
der were set to co-promote a vintage National mile on the day 
after the Grand National mile. Prior to the race, Romero said that 
the entry list was looking stout. "We've got about 80 riders pre- 
entered, but now Гт hearing from Eddie that we might have as 
many as 150 riders. At least we got the track done a day early: 
My brother Terry and Harvey Doty did a good job. They ran thor- 
oughbreds right up to the time that we showed up, and they (the 
horses) pounded a lot of moisture into the ground. We just capi- 
talized on that." The consensus in the pits was that the surface 
was in.extraordinarily fine shape. 


Prior to the races. Jay Springsteen was seen cruising through 
the pits with an-old friend: his. Maely steel shoe. Springer took the 
opportunity to get a little maintenance done on the shoe from the 
man: himself, who was т attendance.

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The most influential Honda 
of them all, the 1969 CB750KO.

hen he's not racing, Eric 
Wood can often be found 
teaching aspiring racers the 
fast way around New Hampshire Inter- 
national Speedway. This weekend, the 
Penguin Roadracing School instructor 
used that local knowledge to show a few 
more riders. the quick line around the 
1.6-mile course, winning five races in the 
inaugural AMA/Bridgestone Grand 
Championship Road Race, run on a 
beautiful fall weekend in New England. 

“I've got a lot of track time here,” 
Wood said after winning the final event 
of the 31-race weekend. "I definitely 
have a home-field advantage." 

This was the AMA's first amateur 
road race championship that anyone 
could remember, and, though it went off 
without a hitch - there was only one red 
flag and the program ran briskly - it was 
clearly a regional event. There were 559 
entries from 12 states and Canada, but 
the overwhelming majority were from 





New England and the East Coast. 
Among them was Mansfield, Massachu- 
setts' Wood. 

The 26-year-old father of two made 
his mark early. In the final race of a 10- 
race Saturday afternoon, Wood sped 
away from his second-row pole starting 
spot and disappeared, despite using his 
backup motor. His race motor had 
developed transmission problems. 

Going up the hill to the old section of 
the track, less than halfway through the 
second of eight laps, the Kawasaki ZX-6 
rider had about 4.5 seconds on New Jer- 
sey's Roland Williams, aboard a Suzuki 
GSXR600. Then Windmill Cycles' 
Charles Chouinard, who earlier in the 
day had won the Expert Middleweight 
Endurance aboard his Honda CBR600, 
made a run at second, taking the place 
just past the halfway mark, but well in 
arrears. 

At the end, Wood would be 8.99 sec- 
onds in front, followed by Chouinard - 
and about 15 seconds later came Honda 
rider Craig Babcock, who'd come out on 
top of a three-way tussle with Marc 


Underberg in fourth and Suzuki mount- 


еа Jeff Curtis. 


On Sunday, Wood was prolific. He 
began by riding his Kawasaki ZX-7 
Superbike to victory in the 12-lap Expert 
Unlimited Superbike event, the first of 
the six 12-lap Premier races, and it was 
decisive: 15.86 seconds over Brett 
Guyer, who also rode a Kawasaki. 
Chouinard, on the smaller Honda 
CBR600, was third. Yamaha YZF1000- 
mounted Kyle Zazzi was fourth and 
Texan John Haner was fifth on a Suzuki. 

Next was the Expert Heavyweight 
Superbike race, also a Premier event, 
where Wood went flag to flag to beat 
Brett Guyer on his Kawasaki by 14.04 
seconds with Haner up to third this 
time, though about 8.5 seconds back. 

Wood jumped from his ZX-7 to a ZX- 
6 for the Premier Expert Middleweight 
Supersport race and this one was a race - 
for a lap. That's how long it took Wood 
to get by Chouinard, who he dutifully 
left behind, a job made easier when 
Chouinard's transmission began to fail. 
Wood would later say that the switch 


from the Superbike to the 600, and from 
slicks to DOTs, was harder than it 
looked. 

Still, Chouinard nursed his mount to 
second, eventually ending 9.71 seconds 
back, with Jeff Curtis third on a Suzuki 
GSXR600, another seven seconds back. 
(Curtis later won the Premier Expert 
Middleweight Grand Prix when both 
Wood and Chouinard retired within a 
lap of each other. Wood had a motor 
lock up, and Chouinard's transmission, 
which had been problematic all week- 
end, finally gave out.) 

Chouinard's Honda CBR600 was in 
top form in the first race of the day, 
however, when he won the Expert 
Heavyweight Supersport race, the first 
of the Premier races and his second win 
of the weekend, over a pair of Suzuki 
GSXR750s. John Scheehser was second 
and Haner was third. 

It was fitting that Wood won the final 
race of the weekend - which he virtually 
owned. 

His fifth and final victory came in the 
Expert Unlimited Grand Prix. Again he

got some help, though he didn't need it. 
Haner high-sided violently in turn three 
on the fourth lap while lying second, 
less than two seconds back. From there 
it was smooth sailing and Wood took 
the win by 28 seconds. 

Kyle Zazzi put his Yamaha YZF1000 
into second when Haner crashed, hold- 
ing it to the end and well in front of 
Chad Healy on a Yamaha TZ250. 

Though Wood was the most produc- 
tive winner, there were other multiple 
victors, including his father. 

Jerry Wood, the Penguin Roadracing 
School owner, rode his Ducati Super- 
mono to wins in the Expert Lightweight 
Grand Prix and Expert Lightweight 
Superbike. 

In the Amateur ranks, Watermill, 
New York's Matthew Palumbo came up 
big, winning three races on Friday and 
again on Saturday on a Yamaha FZR400 
rat bike, which he proudly says he does 
no maintenance on. Palumbo's first win 
was in the 30-minute Amateur Light- 
weight Endurance, a win that went 
largely unnoticed since the Lightweights 
ran with the Unlimiteds. He finished 
seventh overall. Then came his victory 
in the eight-lap Amateur Lightweight 
Superbikes, and he ended the day by 
winning the Amateur Lightweight 
Supersport, which he won by over 11 
seconds, even after slowing to fumble a 


stand-up wheelie approaching the flag. 

“I was a little nervous about the com- 
petition,” Palumbo said. “I didn't know 
what to expect.” 

The others knew what to expect on 
Saturday when Palumbo, despite a cou- 
ple of near high-sides in the right-hand 
carousel, won his fourth race in four 
tries. 

In the Amateur Lightweight Grand 
Prix, Stephen Scott pressured him for 
much of the race before Scott stopped 
with a mechanical problem with less 
than two laps to go. 

That handed second to Yamaha- 
mounted Patrick Salonis with similarly 
mounted Bruce Ullerup third. 


Hooters-backed Mario Martin won 
the first Bridgestone Grand Champi- 
onship race ever, leading all the way in 
the Amateur Unlimited Endurance. Rid- 
ing a 1996 Suzuki GSXR750, the 34-year- 
old Canadian sped to the front and 
began to pull away before being reeled 
in by Honda CBR600-mounted Jason 
Palmer. Palmer was close for the mid- 
part of the 30-minute race; then Martin 
picked it up and marched away in the 
second half of the 22-lap race. He would 
cross the line about 6.5 seconds in front 
of Palmer. Woodrow Gephart inherited 
a distant third when David Dalzell, the 
third-place finisher, was docked a lap 
for jumping the start. 

Martin backed up his endurance win 
with a sprint victory, taking Friday's 
Amateur Heavyweight Superbike over a 
field of 21. After passing Dwight 
Mitchell on the second lap, he led all the 
way, winning by 5.62 seconds. Mitchell 
was second and Kawasaki rider Rich 
Audet was third. 

"The level down here is so much bet- 
ter than back home,” Martin said. 

Martin's hopes for a third win, in the 
Amateur Heavyweight Supersport race, 
came up 2.86 seconds short. That was 
the margin that Tonnesen Investment 
Group's Garett King had when he won 
his second race of the day aboard a 
Honda CBR600. 

King, who would win three races 
(and nearly four), got away out front 
with Martin before cutting to the front 
and taking second on the fourth lap. 
That's as far as he'd get. 


“I knew someone was back there, 
either Dwight Mitchell or him (Martin),” 
King, 28, said. "I knew I had to keep up 
a good pace. If I had to catch up, I need- 
ed some room for error." 

Honda-mounted Jason Palmer was 
third. : 

King also won the Amateur Mid- 
dleweight Endurance race, run in two 
segments after a red flag five laps in. 
Before the red flag, he'd led the first seg- 
ment - about five minutes - then got a 
bad start before coming through to take 
over the lead on the fourth lap of the 
final 25-minute segment. On the fourth 
lap, he took the lead and won by 2.67 
seconds. 








Palmer was second in this one, with 
Honda-mounted Paul Penoskavic third. 

On Sunday, King's final win came in 
the Amateur Middleweight Supersport 
class and Palmer was again second, 
though the result was mostly decided 
by backmarkers they hit in the final cor- 
ner sequence before the finish. The mar- 
gin was .19 of a second. Honda-mount- 
ed Peter Douvris ended up third. 

King's bid for a fourth win was 
derailed by Palmer in the final corner of 
the Amateur Middleweight Superbike 
race. That's when Palmer, who'd led 
much of the race, ran hard up the inside 
of King, sending both riders into the 
dirt. Palmer won the drag race to the 
stripe by .34 of a second. 

^| went for it and it paid off,” Palmer 
said. "I don't know if I took away his 
line, but it worked." 

Dwight Mitchell was third aboard his 
Kawasaki. 

When Eric Wood hit the track for the 
first time, in the final race on Friday, it 
was with some trepidation. Transmis- 
sion problems had cropped up in prac- 
tice, forcing him to a backup motor for 
his Kawasaki ZX-6. A few turns into the 
race, it was obvious he had no worries, 
but he'd have some later in the weekend. 

He was gone right from the start, 
adding nearly two seconds per lap to his 
lead before backing off and cruising to 
his first win of the day. His best lap was 
a 1:16.53, which was about eight-tenths 
better than the best that second-placed 
Chouinard could turn in, and con- 
tributed to his winning by 8.99 seconds. 


Chouinard had some traffic to get 
through before he could secure his spot, 
and it wasn't until the fifth of eight laps 
that he actually took over second, drop- 
ping Roland Williams, who would even- 
tually not finish, to third. Then he was 
gone, leaving the best battle - the one for 
third. 

Craig Babcock took over the spot on 
the seventh lap, moving Marc Under- 
berg to fourth. At the back of the trio, 
Jeff Curtis was fifth. 

On Sunday, Wood would have to 
wait until the third race to card his 
first win. But, after that, they came in a 
flurry and with precious little opposi- 
tion.

The spill caused more than a few rid- 
ers to back off and Wood took advan- 
tage, splitting posthaste and holding 
nearly 10 seconds at the halfway mark. 
From there it was a short trip to the win- 
ner's circle. 

"I was trying to put together a pace 
that was nice and fast, and maintain it 
for the race," Wood said. 

Brett Guyer settled into second on 
the first lap and stayed there to the end, 
with Chouinard urging his Honda 
CBR600 by the Suzuki GSXR750 of 
Haner on the fourth lap. 

The rest of the race was mostly pro- 
cessional, though Kyle Zazzi did make 
his way by Haner with less than two 
laps to go. 

Wood's next win was in the Expert 
Heavyweight Superbike class. Again he 
split at the start and again Guyer was 
second, and again they were on similar 
machines, Kawasaki ZX-7s. 

Not much happened to the top four 
from the second lap on, and it was only 
a question of how far in front Wood 
would be at the end. The final number 
was 14.04 seconds after 12 laps. Guyer 
had about 8.5 seconds on Suzuki- 
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mounted Haner, with Suzuki rider Steve 
Arsenault fourth. 

“That bike's a rocket ship,” Wood 
said after notching his third win. 

Then, in the following Expert Mid- 
dleweight Supersport race, he jumped 
on his Kawasaki ZX-6 and it took him a 
while to make the transition. 

“These machines are so different, 1 
spent the first two laps of the race slid- 
ing all over the place,” Wood said. One 
of the main differences is the DOT tires 
on the supersport bike. 

While he was doing that, Chouinard 
was trying to get away, his Honda look- 
ing stronger than Wood's Kawasaki on 
the front straight. None of that mat- 
tered, though, as Wood took advantage 
of the deterioration of Chouinard's 
transmission to move to the front. 

"I wanted to make sure I kept him in 
sight," Wood said. "He missed a shift 
and I went by." 





"I had a problem with the bike shift- 
ing," Chouinard said. "Sometimes it 
would go into gear, sometimes it would- 
n't." The problem had cropped up on 
Friday and he'd split the cases on his 
Windmill Cycles Honda on Friday 
night. The problem persisted on Satur- 
day and they split the cases again "and 
it still wasn't right," Chouinard added. 

With Chouinard behind him, it was 
clear sailing - Wood won by nearly 10 
seconds after turning his fastest lap on 
the third of 12. 

Chouinard was never threatened 
from behind and took second, with Jeff 
Curtis moving his Suzuki GSXR600 by 
the Honda CBR600 of Christopher 
Holske on the seventh lap. | 

The final race of the day was also 
Wood's final win, after he'd gone out of 
the Expert Middleweight Grand Prix 
while leading on the fifth lap. 

“I felt a little bit of vibration and 
when 1 shut the throttle off in turn one, 
the motor locked right up," Wood said. 

Earlier, Chouinard had gone out 
when his transmission failed. 

“The last race I wanted to finish, but 
it wouldn't shift anymore," Chouinard 
said. "I thought Га go out and milk it." 

With the top two out, Jeffrey Curtis 
inherited the lead - and by then he was 
well out in front and on his way to his 
only win of the weekend. 

"I saw Charlie (Chouinard) going 
down the front straight with his hand 
up," Curtis began, "and I passed him. 
Then I saw Eric (Wood) in turn one. I 
didn't know how close anyone was 
behind me." 

Back on his ZX-7 Superbike for the 
final race, Wood was untouchable, lap- 
ping more than three seconds per lap 
faster than anyone else in the sparse 
nine-rider field to win by exactly 28 sec- 
onds. 

Kyle Zazzi had over 11 seconds on 
Chad Healy, the third-place finisher. 

Amateur Matthew Palumbo was 
part of the second wave in the first race 
of the day on Friday, the 30-minute 
combined Lightweight and Unlimited 
Endurance. Both classes covered 22 
laps and Palumbo came out on top of 
the Lightweights. Patrick Salonis was 
second and Michael Warren was third. 
Al| three were aboard Yamaha 
FZR400s. The second- and third-place 
finishers probably spend more time 
working on their bikes than Palumbo 
does, though. 

Palumbo's is a 1988 model which he 
has raced for two seasons and which he 
shared with another rider last year. 
That's three race seasons in two years. 

“We're not joking,” said Palumbo, 
who races mostly at Bridgehampton, 
and was making his first appearance of 
the season here. “We just check the tires 
and gas before we come out to race.” 
Other than that, it's maintenance-free. 

The 26-year-old New Yorker was 
back in the Lightweight Superbike race, 
an eight-lap sprint that he went to the 
front of on the third lap. Once out front, 
he was in the company of Stephen Scott 
and Jeff Earl. Earl went down in turn 
nine on the sixth lap and Patrick Salonis 
moved up to third, where he'd finish on 
the track. Then Scott was penalized 
three positions for creeping at the start, 
moving Salonis up to second in front of 
Michael Warren, who was well back in 
fourth. 

In his final Friday appearance, 
Palumbo went wire to wire, winning the 
Amateur Lightweight Supersport class 
with ease by firing out to an early lead 
which he added to with every lap. At 
the end, the unofficial margin of victory 
was 11 seconds. 





Yamaha rider Darren Vokes was sec- 
ond and Michael Warren was again 
third. 

“I didn't look back until the fourth 
lap," Palumbo said. "I wish I would've 
looked back earlier. I thought a couple 
of guys were real close. I don't know 
what happened to them." 

On Saturday, Palumbo continued 
where he'd left off on Friday, jumping to 
the front of the 26-rider Amateur Light- 
weight Grand Prix field, which ran with 
the Amateur Heavyweight Thunder- 
bikes. 

Palumbo had company in the form of 
Honda VFR500-mounted Stephen Scott, 
who stuck with him and nearly went by 
on two occasions when Palumbo got out 
of the saddle héading up the carousel. 
Scott was a constant presence until his 
machine failed him halfway through the 
seventh lap, making Palumbo's life easi- 
er. Patrick Salonis was well back in sec- 
ond, with Bruce Ullerup third. 

The first red flag of the meet came in 
the Amateur Middleweight Endurance 
after Garett King had taken a comfort- 
able lead. 

On the restart, King flubbed the start 
and Erich Hirsch took the lead; Jason 
Palmer in second and Peter Douvris 
were also in front of King. Then King 
made his move, taking one spot per lap 
until he was in the lead ending the 
fourth. He'd stay there the rest of the 
way, pulling out more than five seconds 
before the lead shrunk to 2.67 at the end 
as King decided to conserve his tires for 
later in the weekend. 

Of the two wins, that was the harder. 
“I had to play catch-up,” King said. 

There was also a little catching up in 
the Amateur Heavyweight Supersport 
race, but only very little. King followed 
Dwight Mitchell for a lap before taking 
off and building a sustained two- to 2.5- 
second lead. 

On the fourth lap, Mario Martin 
began to make his run, passing Mitchell 
along the way, but he couldn't sustain it 
and King had his second win of the day, 
this one by about 2.5 seconds. 

Jason Palmer was third after passing 
Mitchell two laps from the end. 

King had to wait until the fourth 
race on Sunday before getting his final 
win. The South Orange, New Jersey, 
rider moved to the head of the 40-rider 
Amateur Middleweight Supersport 
field on the first lap and tried to disap- 
pear. It looked like he might, with a 
lead of over four seconds - then Palmer 
made a run and closed to just over a 
second. 

On the final lap, Palmer was poised 
to pounce, only to run into a pair of 
lapped riders entering turn 12, the final 
slow left leading onto the front straight. 
King got through the slower riders bet- 
ter and his drive took him to the win- 
ner's circle by about six bike lengths. 

“1 was trying to take it easy," King 
said. "It's just club racing and I don't 
want to take myself out or someone else, 
but at the same time..." 

Mario Martin looked like he was 
going to disappear from the 18-rider 
Amateur Unlimited Endurance field, 
especially once the field hit heavy traffic 
on only the fourth lap. But the traffic 
didn't help and he was sucked in and 
challenged, though never passed. First 
David Dalzell took a run at him; then it 
was Palmer's turn. Neither made much 
of a dent in his lead and he took his first 
win comfortably. Palmer was second, 
and Gephart was credited with third 
when Dalzell was penalized a lap for 
jumping the start. 

Martin's next appearance was in the 
Amateur Heavyweight Superbike class 





































and he put his stamp on it early. After 
getting by Dwight Mitchell on the sec- 
ond lap, Martin made his break and 
cruised to the winner's circle, though it 
wasn't as easy at it looked. 

“There's a lot of much slower traffic,” 
Martin said, after he apologized to a 
slower rider on whom he made a close 
pass. "When I nailed him down the 
bowl, it freaked him out. I have very 
weird lines, apparently, because I raced 


motocross for 15 years." CON

Speedway Champion with a superb per- 
formance in the final Grand Prix of the 
season . 

In doing so, the 27-year-old from 
Costa Mesa, California, became only the 
fifth American in World Championship 
history to lift the prestigious crown, and 
he became only the second American - 
behind 1996 champion Hamill - to win 
the title under the Grand Prix Series for- 
mat. In fact, Americans have fared well, 
lifting the title twice in the three years 
since the six-race series has replaced the 
one-day World Final. 

Going into the meeting, Hancock was 
14 points ahead of Hamill and needed to 
qualify for the A final to be sure of vic- 
tory - and he achieved it in style. He was 
World Champion as early as heat 13,

when he completed his third successive 
win and was through to the top scorers' 
race, so ending a marvelous reign as 
champion for Hamill, who finished up 
the year second in the series points 
standings, making Americans 1-2 in the 
world for the first time in the history of 
speedway. 


QUALIFYING HEATS 


World Championship contender 
Brian Andersen showed plenty of guts 
and determination to get the better of 
Tomasz Gollob in the first race. Ander- 
sen was racing with a pin in his broken 
collarbone, but he showed no ill effects, 
with an aggressive first bend to take out 
Gollob. There was drama in heat two, 
when home wild card Jesper B. Jensen 
lost control and took Chris Louis out. 
Amazingly, English referee Frank 
Ebdon allowed all four riders back in 


the race, and Louis, who landed on his 
collarbone, went out and won the re- 
run, overshadowing the mystery as to 
why Jensen escaped exclusion. 

Hancock and Hamill met in heat 
three, but they were forced to fight for 
second best, as Sweden’s Jimmy Nilsen 
took the win, with Hancock finishing 
second and Hamill third; Hancock 
recovered well from a bad start to get 
some drive and move past Hamill. 

Former World Champion Tony 
Rickardsson made a good start to heat 
four and edged out eventual winner 
Mark Loram, and it was obvious that 
these two were in for a good night. 

Andersen continued his good start to 
the meeting with an impressive win in 
heat five, and Peter Karlsson уой еа 
hard to get past Nilsen and Jensen. 

Rickardsson joined Andersen on the 
leaderboard in heat six with a convinc- 
ing ride over Piotr Protasiewicz and 
Mikael Karlsson. Hans Nielsen got the 
better of Hamill in heat seven, which 
would prove to be another nail in the 
coffin of Hamill’s world-title hopes, as 
he needed every point possible to reach 
the A final. Hancock took a massive 
stride toward glory with a victory in 
heat eight, which put him on five points 
from two rides, and he was well on 
course to take the World Championship 
honors. 

Hamill had to work hard for his sec- 
ond place in heat nine, finishing behind 
Loram, and with five points from three 
rides the reigning champion faced a tall 
order to qualify for the A final, further- 
ing Hancock's title quest. 

Hancock picked up another impres- 
sive win in heat 10, edging ever closer 
and proving that when the pressure was 
on, he could handle it. He made a great 
start from the inside and went out 
toward the fence, looking as though he 
was losing ground - but this was not the 
case; he got extra grip and blasted past 
Mikael Karlsson and Jensen. , 

Gollob needed a win in heat 11 to 
preserve his chances of finishing on the 
rostrum, and he responded in style with 
a superb ride to get the better of Nilsen - 
who put him under tremendous pres- 
sure, with Rickardsson at the back. 

There were surprises in heat 12 when 
Andy Smith beat home favorite Nielsen 
with a stunning ride. Peter Karlsson, 
who looks a world-beater in British 
League action every week, stopped at 
the start with bike problems. 

Hancock kept his cool during the 
interval to come out in heat 13 for his 
third successive win - and at this stage, 
he knew deep down that the title was 
his. Celebrations were delayed, but this 
was the moment when Hancock was 
assured of a place in the A final, and 
that was all he needed to win the title. 
His was a tremendous ride, getting the 
better of Rickardsson, Andersen and 
Nielsen, and it proved that he is a wor- 
thy champion. 

Hamill's first ride as former champi- 
on was almost as impressive, as he won 
heat 14 ahead of Louis and the Karlsson 
brothers. He swept from the outside to 
beat his rivals and prove what a great 
rider he is. 

Gollob boosted his chances of mak- 
ing the A final when he beat Loram in 
heat 15, and it was looking more and 
more like a Hancock /Hamill/Gollob 
rostrum. Nilsen, fighting for a top-eight 
place to ensure qualification for next 
year's series, was an impressive winner 
of heat 16, ahead of Leigh Adams, and 
the effort was enough to see him 
through to a direct seed into the 1998 
GPs. 

Adams was a surprise winner of heat 


17, as Andersen started to lose grip, 
clearly tiring with his collarbone injury - 
but in truth this race was insignificant. 
Nielsen won heat 18 to ensure his place 
in the B final, which was a disappoint- 
ment for the former champion who is 
sure to be back for more next season. 

Gollob beat Hancock in heat 19 with 
a brilliant ride. Hancock made the start 
but seemed to lose power and had to be 
happy with second place. But the cele- 
brations started as Hancock realized he 
was home and dry, and the new World 
Speedway Champion. This was what he 
had been dreaming of all his life, and 
there was a tear in the eye as his fiancee, 
Joanne, joined him on the track to cele- 
brate. 

Rickardsson rounded off the qualify- 
ing races with a win in heat 20 over 
Hamill - but only after a horrifying 
crash into the fence in the original stag- 
ing of the race. Thankfully, he was able 
to pick himself up and win the rerun in 
fine style. 


GRAND PRIX FINALS 


Home rider Jensen underlined his 
potential with a fine victory in the D 
final, getting the better of Protasiewicz 
and Mikael Karlsson. Leigh Adams beat 
Andersen to the line for the C-final vic- 


tory, with Peter Karlsson third and 
Andy Smith at the back. 

Hamill gave himself a golden chance 
to finish runner-up in the world stand- 
ings with second place in the B final, 
behind Louis, who just about did 
enough to get through to next year’s 
series. 

The A final was won by Mark Loram, 
with Rickardsson second and Hancock 
third, leaving Gollob trailing in fourth, 
but he was safe in the knowledge that 
he was confirmed as world number 
three, a fine achievement in itself. 

Hancock was naturally delighted to 
have secured his first title just 12 
months after getting a taste for it by see- 
ing Hamill lift the crown. 

“This is what racing is all about for 
me, and I certainly didn’t come this far 
in the championship to let it all slip,” 
Hancock said. “I still can’t believe it has 
happened, and it will take a bit of time 
to sink in, but now I'm there, I am look- 
ing forward to the year ahead. 

“1 always knew it was going to be 
tough, and I had to work hard for it all, 
but that’s paid off and Га like to pay 
tribute to my team. The Team Exide 
boys have done it again, and I’m over- 
joyed. 

“This is a dream come true, right

from the time I was riding as a young 
boy back home in California," Hancock 
continued. "And now it's come true - 
it's an unbelievable feeling." 

Hamill was naturally disappointed to 
see his title slip away, but he can feel 
safe in the knowledge that he has been 
an admirable champion, and he is sure 
to be up there in years to come. 

“If I had to lose the title, then I would 
always have wanted to lose it to Greg, 
because it's like keeping it in the fami- 
ly," Hamill said. "The Team Exide boys 
have done it again, and we are up there 
on top of the world, but obviously I 
have to say I would rather be where

Gollob was delighted to be con- 
firmed as world number three - particu- 
larly as he finished bottom of the pile in 
Germany but recovered well for the next 
two rounds. 

“I am very pleased to have achieved 
this, and I would like to go two better 
next year and become World Champi- 
on," Gollob said. "I was pleased with 
the meeting, and I think we can take 
encouragement for the future - I might 
even have finished second if Billy had 
not recovered from his bad start." 

All indications are that Hancock will 
be every bit as good a champion as 
Hamill. They are two men who are a 
credit to the sport, and there is no rea- 
son why they cannot go on to dominate 
the Grands Prix for years to come. Look- 
ing ahead to next year, the Team Exide 
boys are sure to be up there again - but 


the likes of Gollob, Andersen and, of 
course, Nielsen will be back to mount an 
even stronger challenge. 

If that is the case, the future of Grand 
Prix racing looks healthy, with plenty of 
exciting action ahead over the next few 
years. CN

Best In The Desert Series 
Vegas-to-Reno

othing succeeds like excess. 

And the array of significant 

new sportbikes from Europe 
and Japan that were launched at the 
Milan Show in Italy's industrial capital 
on September 16 helped stoke the cur- 
rent worldwide boom in high-perfor- 
mance motorcycle sales. Significant 
advances in technical design were in 
many cases matched by drop-dead 
styling that together are likely to make 
customer choice even more difficult for 
1998, after one of the most exciting line- 
ups of new models seen at any bike 
show for many years was shown at 
Milan. 

It was no contest which bike was the 
star of the show. Imagine if Ferrari 
pulled out of racing and stopped manu- 
facturing cars of any kind for exactly 20 
years - but then made a high-profile 
comeback with the most distinctively 
styled, technically sophisticated and 
outrageously desirable street-legal racer 
the world had ever seen - or could buy. 
On two wheels, that's exactly what hap- 
pened at Milan with the long-awaited 
return of the most famous marque in 
motorcycling history: MV Agusta. 


The star of the Milan Show - the MV Agusta. 
The new four-cylinder superbike features a 
fuel-injected, 16-valve powerplant that sits 
in a modular chassis. Its sleek bodywork is 
painted in the famous red and silver scheme 
of previous generations of MV Agusta 
Grand Prix bikes. Its four exhaust pipes exit 
from under the rear of its seat; and it 
features a unique, stacked headlight design. 


Owned for some years by the Cagiva 
group's boss, Claudio Castiglioni, the 
MV name has been applied with the 
approval of Count Rocco Agusta (who 
launched the new bike in company with 
Castiglioni and MV's multi-time World 
Champion Giacomo Agostini) to the 
new radial-valve DOHC four-cylinder 
F4 Superbike developed by Cagiva over 
the past seven years from an original 
engine layout designed in conjunction 
with Ferrari. Cagiva designer Massimo 
Tamburini has wrapped the fuel-inject- 
ed 16-valve motor in an advanced ver- 
sion of a Segale-type modular chassis, 
with a tubular-steel upper spaceframe 
mated to cast-magnesium uprights com- 
bining the lower engine mounts and the 
pivot for the single-sided swingarm. 
Then Tamburini enclosed the whole 
structure in tight-fitting ultra-distinctive 
bodywork, painted red and silver like 
the generations of MV Agusta GP racers 
that won 75 World Championships and 
270 Grands Prix over a quarter of a cen- 
tury of competition. 

The MV's overall design marks a sig- 
nificant step forward from Tamburini's 
acclaimed 916 Ducati of four years ago - 
especially with the so-called "Agusta 
organ" battery of four exhaust pipes 








mounted high under the single seat 
(whose silencers are actually shaped to 
form the rear fender). Ditto for the two 
headlights, one above the other in the 
shapely front fairing - the lines of which 
replicate the last Cagiva 500cc GP bike 
raced by John Kocinski in 1994. 

Interestingly, there’s no recognition 
of the increasingly dubious Elf/Honda 
single-sided swingarm patent on the 
bike, the first in-line four-cylinder street 
bike to be so equipped. Tamburini origi- 
nally planned a double-stack four-head- 
light layout, only to scale back to a sin- 
gle-stack design due to headlight 
regulations in certain key potential mar- 
kets. And instead of the local hardware 
you might expect on such a prestigious 
Italian bike, Cagiva has concentrated on 
simply using the best: The F4 carries 
310mm front brakes and specially made 
six-piston calipers (all from Nissin in 
Japan), whence also came the 49mm 
largest-diameter upside-down forks yet 
made anywhere - exclusively developed 
for Cagiva by Showa - complete with 
the F4 logo cast into the sliders. The rear 
shock is an Ohlins, though, and the 
ultrashort-stroke 73.8 x 43.8mm engine's 
multipoint EFI is a specially developed 
Weber-Marelli system with huge (for a 
four) 47mm throttle bodies. In street 
guise, it delivers a claimed 125 bhp at 
12,000 rpm to a bike which weighs just 
396 pounds dry in fully equipped street 
form - though Cagiva engine chief 
Andrea Goggi says the power is held all 
the way to the engine's 14,000 rpm rev- 
limiter, enough for a claimed top speed 
of 171 mph. 

Cagiva plans to build the first batch 


of 200 MV Agusta F4 street bikes by ' 


hand in its Varese race shop, starting in 
April 1998 - just as Ducati did 25 years 
ago with its first desmo V-twin, the 
750SS - and will only sell the individual- 
ly numbered bikes for an expected price 
of 50 million lire (about $28,000) to cus- 
tomers prepared to sign a guarantee 
they will not resell them within a five- 
year period. 

“We want these first bikes to go to 
people who will actually ride them and 
use them,” says Claudio Castiglioni, “in 
order to give us feedback before we 
begin series production in September 
next year in our new Cassinetta factory, 
just 30 kilometers (18.6 miles) from the 


old MV Agusta oficina. The four-cylin- 


der family will grow, with many models 
bearing the Cagiva and MV Agusta 
names already planned and, in some 
cases, designed. But this historic first 
model is the most important step, and 
we must be sure it works perfectly 
before beginning series production." 

MV's renaissance will underpin the 
comeback of the Cagiva marque, fueled 
by Castiglioni's sale of a majority stake 
in Ducati to American investors TPG 
and its associates. With the two now- 
separate companies' standing juxtaposi- 
tioned at Milan, the difference in operat- 
ing ethos was immediately noticeable. 

Cagiva is still very much an Italian 
company in terms of language and two- 
wheeled culture, with its revival based 
in the short term on the new 125 Planet - 
which entered volume production the 
day the show opened. The production 
version of the N1 prototype first dis- 
played here two years ago (and 
designed by Ducati Monster creator 
Miguel Angel Galluzzi), the Planet is a 
naked roadster based on the Mito run- 
ning gear. It has a 15-bhp power ceiling 
that allows it to be ridden with a car 
license and without a separate motorcy- 
cle test, as well as by 16-year-olds, 
under European Union law. 

Though the literally hundreds of new 


scooter models launched at Milan in 
recognition of the scooter boom (which 
the aforementioned law has helped fuel) 
by every manufacturer from Honda and 
Bimota down to the smallest back-street 
constructor aren't within the ambit of 
this report, it's worth noting that the 
IDEA-designed 50cc big-wheeled Cagi- 
va Cucciolo runabout launched two 
years ago was also displayed, in the 
form it'll begin production in Italy next 
March. It was originally slated to be 
built in Cagiva's Czech CZ operation. 
Crossing the aisle to Ducati was like 
taking a trans-Atlantic flight, with Eng- 
lish the lingua franca in a company now 
run along distinctly American lines. 


This has not only changed the script of 
the Ducati name to reflect its new own- 
ership but also added a new split-circle 
logo, which skeptical locals held to 
resemble the gettone token used for an 
Italian car-wash. But more important 
than cosmetic corporate image-massag- 
ing was the hardware on display, head- 
ed by the long-overdue new 90055, now 
renamed the Supersport 900FE (as in 
^Final Edition"). The 900 was fast-for- 
warded by TPG management and is due 
to enter production next March, accord- 
ing to Ducati boss Massimo Bordi. 
Designed in the record space of just 
six months by Supermono creator Pierre 
Terblanche (who now heads up Ducati's

design team), the completely restyled 
90055 still uses the air/oil-cooled 904cc 
version of what Bordi terms the “clas- 
sic" two-valve desmo V-twin engine. It 
has now, however, been completely 
revamped and is fitted with Weber- 
Marelli fuel injection like the water- 
cooled ST2 sport tourer.. 

The front part of the tubular-steel 
spaceframe chassis is the same as before, 
but the rear section is all new, with a 
revised riding position, though the 
rumored rising-rate linkage for the mon- 
shock rear end hasn't materialized. 
Horsepower is up 6-8 bhp, says 
Terblanche, who also oversaw the exten- 
sion of the Monster range to include the 
600 Dark - a stripped-out, matte-black 
version of the Ducati street rod, designed 
to be sold at budget prices for the owner 
to customize according to taste. At the 
other end of the Monster mash are two 


other new models, the powered-up 9005 
and a polished-up Cromo 900 - all part of 
the Americanization of Ducati, as prac- 
ticed in Milwaukee. 

With no sign of the promised ST4 otto 
valvole version of the ST2 - officially, 
because the ST2 was late into produc- 
tion, and Ducati wanted to give it a free 
run for a year before introducing the 
eight-valver - other desmo updates 
included the 748 SPS, an improved ver- 
sion of the SP with titanium connecting 
rods and other race-derived hardware. 
There is also the 748R, Ducati's Super- 
sport race contender with the complete 
gearbox and clutch assembly from the 
916, a sintered clutch, and various car- 
bon goodies. 

However, the 748 now has serious 
Italian twin-cylinder Supersport compe- 
tition - in the form of the new Laverda 
750SF Formula. This is a purposeful- 
looking black-and-orange Supersport 
version of the fuel-injected, water- 
cooled 750cc twin that entered produc- 
tion this summer. The bike produces a 
claimed 92 bhp at 9200 rpm in street 
form, and considerably more when 
tuned for racing. 


Also debuting in Milan was the first 
bike in Laverda's Ghost nudie-bike 
range to carry the 750cc motor - the 85- 
bhp Ghost 750 Strike. With distinctive 
handlebar fairing and the same Bakker- 
derived twin-spar aluminum frame 
(complete with 320mm Brembo race 
brakes and other hardware) as the For- 
mula, the Strike is set apart from the 
other tubular-steel-framed Ghosts. 
However, the half-faired Diamante 
750сс sportbike, using the tubular 
frame, was presented in prototype form 
at Milan. Unlike Laverda's other new 
models, it won't enter production imme- 
diately. 

Threatening to provide an equally 
stiff commercial and sporting threat to 
Ducati's twin-cylinder Superbike (as 
opposed to Supersport) dominance is 
the long-awaited Aprilia RSV Mille (as 
in 1000cc), whose 60-degree V-twin 








Rotax-developed engine was first dis- 
played at the Bologna Show almost 
three years ago. We've had to wait since 
then for the complete bike. When it did 
finally make its debut, it was inevitably 
overshadowed by the MV Agusta - a 
bike with which it will eventually have 
to compete on the race track, if not per- 
haps in the showroom. 

Aprilia's first large-capacity motor- 
cycle uses an aluminum twin-spar 
frame and "quasimodo" swingarm, 
closely derived from its 250cc GP World 
Champion and clad in styling that, 
while it doesn't have the groundbreak- 
ing novelty of a Tamburini design, still 
has certain distinctive details. These 
include the triple-headlight front end 
that employs a single large glass as well 
as the sharp details to the rear part of 
the seat - even if the overall styling is 
recognizably Aprilia, and so not really 
novel (and the twin-exit exhaust 
silencer identical to a Ducati Super- 
mono’s). 

Interestingly, the Aprilia Mille’s 
eight-valve water-cooled dry-sump 
engine has the same 97 x 67.5mm 
dimensions as the new Australian Hun- 
wick Hallam X1R V-twin Superbike, 
and thus a longer stroke than the 
Ducati/ Honda/Suzuki one-liter V- 
twins’ 98 x 66mm layout. Meanwhile, 
the twin overhead camshafts per cylin- 
der are operated by the same Rumi 
Supermono-derived combined chain 
and gear drive as the Suzuki TL1000 
Suzuki. Claimed power from the Mille is 
128 bhp at 9250 rpm from the 11.4:1- 
compression engine in street form, with 
twin-spark ignition (two spark plugs 
per cylinder) and twin 51mm throttle 
bodies for the multipoint fuel injection. 
With the 60-degree V-twin format cho- 
sen for its compact layout to allow opti- 
mum 49.2/50.8 percent weight distribu- 
tion, according to Aprilia (though the 
RSV's 55.7-inch wheelbase is actually a 
tad longer than a 90-degree V-twin 916 
Ducati’s), a patented system of twin 
counterbalancers not needed on a 90- 
degree V-twin is employed to reduce 
vibration - one main one in the 
crankcase, with another secondary one 
in the rear cylinder head. 


Also patented is the RSV Mille's ' 


intake-driven antilock clutch for the six- 
Speed transmission - patented, even 
though Bimota used an identical system 
on its works Supermono racer in 1994. 
Showa suspension is once again used on 
an Italian Superbike, with a 43mm 
üpside-down fork and rising-rate rear 
shock both from Japan, though Brembo 
brakes and cast-alloy wheels are 
employed - the rear a 6-incher with 
190/50 rubber. Dry weight is 415.8 
pounds with full road equipment, 
including an analog speedometer 
flanked by two digital readouts - one for 
the tachometer, the other a multifunc- 
tion information monitor. This monitor 
not only includes a storage facility for 
up to 40 lap times (Racer Road, here we 
come), but another facility borrowed 
from GP racing - a gearshift warning 
light that can be set to flash at your cho- 
sen rpm to warn when it's time to shift 
up. Just like Biaggi - or Rossi, or, er, 
Harada... 

Production of the RSV Mille, expect- 
ed to sell for under 30 million lire 
($17,000) in Italy, is scheduled to begin 
in December, along with the much- 
improved version of the RS250 two- 
stroke launched at Milan. The RS250 
retains the old-style Suzuki V-twin 
motor, but it has been fitted with a 
41mm Showa upside-down fork while 
also being uprated stylistically to more 
closely resemble the works 250 with 
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which Tetsuya Harada is attempting to 
win a World Championship. 

For a price tag about 60 percent high- 
er than that of the RSV Mille, you'll be 
able to buy another Suzuki V-twin- 
engined Latin lovely - in the form of 
Bimota's first teleforked twin-cylinder 
Superbike. The SB8R is fitted with the 
Suzuki TL1000 motor in updated form 
(as launched at Milan in the Japanese 
company's own TL1000R Superbike), 
with redesigned cylinder heads, new 
camshafts, a hydraulic clutch, and 
water/oil heat exchanger. However, 
not only will the Bimota be fitted with 
the Italian manufacturer's own 
TDD/Bimota fuel-injection system (with 
59mm throttle bodies instead of Suzu- 
ki's 52mm ones), a bigger airbox and 
freer-flowing exhaust is expected to 
deliver a 10-hp increase to the 98 x 
66mm engine. | 

Furthermore, while Suzuki has con- 
troversially retained their unique rotary- 





damper rear suspension on the TL1000R 
(in order, according to Suzuki, to save 
space with the 90-degree V-twin 
engine), Bimota has actually reduced the 
wheelbase by eight-tenths of an inch to 
54.9 inches on the SB8R while still 
retaining a conventional Ohlins rear 
shock. They did this by borrowing an 
idea from the Hunwick Hallam X1R and 
locating it forward on the right side next 
to the upper cylinder head, operated by 
a long alloy rod via a rising-rate linkage 
off the swingarm. 

Together with the composite-chassis 
design - using a mixture of carbon-fiber 
spars and aluminum castings pioneered 
on the 1994 Cagiva 500cc GP racer - and 
with careful attention to detail, Bimota 
designer Pierluigi Marconi says he has 
succeeded in achieving a forward 
weight bias unheard of before with any 
90-degree V-twin of 54/46 percent on 
the 400-pound street bike. Production of 
the 350 bikes planned for the '98 model 
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(Top) Moto Guzzi’s V10 Centauro 
reappeared with only minor 
updates, including adjustable 
handlebars.

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year will start in December, says Mar- 
coni, at a price just under 50 million lire, 
in time for World Superbike homologa- 
tion of at least 200 units by March 1. 
This really is a racer with lights. 

Without lights but still a Bimota-built 
production racer is the new Vertemati 
VR500. The VR500 is a joint venture 
between the Italian off-road specialists 
and the Rimini factory to manufacture 
the four-valve, four-stroke single devel- 
oped by Vertemati and launched at 
Milan in both motocross and enduro 
form (okay, so there is one light). Pro- 
duction of the total of 1500 chrome-moly 
tubular-steel-framed bikes planned for 
1998 will begin in Bimota’s factory in 
December, with both three- (motocross) 
and five-speed (enduro) transmissions 
planned, and a different state of tune, 
depending on projected use. 

Meanwhile, its Italian rival Husqvar- 
na prepared for the October production 
debut of its new four-stroke engine 
(equipped with a counterbalancer, an 
electric-starter and proper oil pump) 
with a varied range of TE/TC models 
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designed to take advantage of it - 
including a prototype Supermotard 
street rod that looked seriously smart in 
black and chrome, with 17-inch wheels 
and radical rubber. 

As light relief, the Husqvarna Mantis 
off-road scooter (really a made-in-Tai- 
wan Cagiva painted blue and yellow) 
took some kind of a prize, though. 

KTM and Husaberg only showed 
updates of existing models, but a fore- 
taste of what the Austrian V-twin 
enduro scheduled for launch a year 
from now will look like was provided 
by an all-new company making its inter- 
national debut in Milan, the Swedish 
Highland brand. This model employs 
the compact, ultralight 79-pound Folan 
950cc liquid-cooled 60-degree V-twin 
engine, measuring 95 x 66mm and fitted 
with 40mm Mikuni carbs and a six- 
speed transmission. It’s been under 
development for some years, but now at 
last is fitted with a vibration-sapping 
balance shaft, as well as a proper oil 
pump. Producing between 80 and 100 
bhp, depending on specification, the 
Highland will enter production this 
winter in off-road form (with and with- 


out lights), with 500 units planned for 
"98 - mainly targeted initially at the U.S. 


. market, with a retail price of about 


$12,000. Future versions are planned in 
Supermotard and Sportbike street form - 
but interest also centers on KTM’s plans 
for the same engine design, which High- 
land claims to have under exclusive 
license. 

With Triumph’s only new model 
being the extensively previewed Thun- 
derbird Sport, and BMW preferring to 
allow sneak photos to be published in 
the German press of its К11005 Sport- 
Boxer prototype due to enter production 
early next year rather than launch the 
model just yet (as well as opting to 
debut their no-helmet C-1 townbike- 
with-a-roof where it really belonged - at 
the Frankfurt Motor Show the week 
before Milan), that left the only other 
company with an equally distinctive 
engine format, Moto Guzzi. 

Apart from various updates to its 
existing V-twin range (including - at last 
- adjustable handlebars on the V10 Cen- 
tauro), as well as once again showing 
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(Right) Bimota's 
Mantra appeared 
with some styling 
and color changes 
for '98.

the prototype Ippogrifo 750 from a year 
ago (which - according to Guzzi man- 
agement - will only enter production for 
the '98 model year in greatly altered 
form to reduce costs and and thus lower 
the selling price), Guzzi's only real nov- 
elty was a new maxibike - the V11 Sport. 

Fitted with its new six-speed version 
of the fuel-injected pushrod motor, this 
is an updated version of the 1100 Sport 
designed by Centauro creator Luciano 
Marabese, and available in two colors - 
silver, and green (both with a red 
frame). This is intended to recall Guzzi's 
most historic (and collectible) early V- 
twin of 25 years ago, the telaio rosso V7 
Sport, which was effectively Italy's first- 
ever twin-cylinder superbike, and will 
form the backbone of Guzzi sportbike 
production in the coming year. 

Still, development of the all-new 
chain-drive V-twin superbike engine 
continues and, two years from now, 
Italy will have still more superbikes to 
show off at its SuperSalone - both twins 
and triples next time around. 

Meanwhile, though, the last of the 
small specialist chassis builders that 
once formed the core of the Italian bike 
industry showed his latest limited-edi- 
tion sportbike at Milan (Guzzi special- 
ists Magni opted once again not to dis- 
play its wares). Though Luigi Segale 
had time to complete only the prototype 
rolling chassis for his Honda VTR1000- 
powered Segale SR1000V. Using his 
trademarked modular-frame design 
(purloined by Tàmburini for the MV), 
this time with square-section chrome- 
moly tubing for the upper spaceframe 
mated to alloy engine plates also com- 
prising the pivot for his single-sided, 
cast-aluminum monbraccia swingarm, 
Segale has succeeded in cutting the 
Firestorm’s wheelbase by 1.2 inches and 
its claimed dry weight by 66 pounds, 
‘though the SR1000V's prototype full- 
fairing bodywork wasn’t displayed at 
the show. 

Fitted with the newest 43mm GCB 
upside-down fork and a Ceriani rear 
shock, Segale has retained the VTR's 
side-mounted radiators, but has adopt- 
ed an adjustable head angle that can be 
set anywhere between 23 degrees and 25 
degrees by use of its conical inserts. 
Production begins in January with a 
price tag of 40 million lire - but coming 
up next is Segale’s promised BlackBird 
CBR1100XX-based special, which he 
says already exists in prototype form.

BAJA CALIFORNIA, MEXICO, SEPT. 19-21 

ave you ever felt like breaking 
the rules a little? Maybe even 
breaking the law slightly... say, 
perhaps, by riding your motor- 
cycle down a secluded, sandy beach, 
occasionally spraying your buddy with 
the splash from an encroaching wave? 
Perháps your appetite for destruction is 
doing wheelies down a nice twisty 
stretch of highway on your favorite dirt 
bike, connecting your favorite cantinas 
with scenic trails. It all sounds great to 
you, I know, but there aren't many (if 
any) places left in our country where 
this can be done any longer, but there's 
one pretty close by (depending on 
where you live, of course): Mexico, 
baby. 

After spending more than two 
months doing nothing but motocross 
testing and stories, I was dying to get 
out into some open riding area, get a 
bike out of fourth gear and blaze some 
epic trails with some.good buddies. So 
when multi-time SCORE and Baja 
500/1000 champion Tim Morton called 
me to tell me he was starting his new 
business - called Baja Bound Motorcycle

putting on an a three-day ride to launch 
the business, I got kinda interested. 
When he said it was free, I started pack- 
ing my gear bag. If anybody knows 
Baja, it’s Morton, since he’s been racing 
down there for nearly 20 years. Some 
say he’s participated in more races in 
Baja than even the legendary Malcolm 
Smith, Larry Roeseler, Bruce Ogilvie or 
Dan Smith. 

The only thing left now was to locate 
a good Baja bike. Chuck Sun from Hus- 
aberg had called me a few weeks earlier 
to offer us a test bike, so I took him up

on the offer and had him ship a "98 
FE400 down to us. Now, most of you are 
probably saying, 'He took a 'Berg down 
to Baja?" Yeah, I took a 'Berg down to 
Baja - thinking it would be a great test 
for a bike that doesn't - yet - have the 
reputation as a dependable off-roader, 
especially in Baja's high-stress, high- 
speed conditions where Honda XR400s 
and 600s reign. I considered Baja to be 


just about the ultimate durability testing 
ground... and it was (see "Baja on a 
"Berg?" in this issue). 

The only items the bike needed to be 
Baja-ready were Acerbis Rally Guards 
with spoilers and one of Eric’s Motorcy- 
cles’ auxiliary fuel cells. The tank 
mounts where the battery box on an 
electric-start ‘Berg would go and holds 
an extra two-thirds of a gallon to bring 
the fuel capacity up to nearly three gal- 
lons, extending the range to nearly 120 
miles. I was ready to go. 

Cycle News’ marketing and promo- 






tions/ad guy Mark Thome accompanied 
me on the trip (and drove, thankfully), 
along with the assembled crew of Tim 
Clark from Майапа Graphics and his 
sidekick, Terry Gagnon (a.k.a. “Lime 
Boy”), Mike Garrett and Brion McHale 
from FMF, photo god Kinney Jones 
(a.k.a. “Pack Boy”) and trail-boss Mor- 
ton. Morton's father, Tom Morton, who 
has been exploring Baja since the '50s, 
and Applied Racing honcho John Duffy 
served as our chase-vehicle drivers, sup- 
plying ample fuel, food, laughter and 
minimal sympathy at about 80-mile 
intervals throughout the trip. 

The ride started at Rancho Santa 
Veronica, just south of the border cross- 
ing at Tecate, on Friday morning. Mor- 
ton used connector roads and highways 
to lead us up into an area with some 
incredible single-track trails, most of 
which are used in the infamous Tecate 
Enduro. From there we jammed through 
a pine forest, checking out ancient petro- 
glyphs and beautiful rock formations 
along the way. A lake near the top, 
called Laguna Hanson, was a spectacu- 
lar sight where we stopped and shot 
some photos before stopping at the 
Sawmill for lunch. Machaca burritos 
and refreshments served by our gra- 
cious Mexican hostess, Ramona, were 
muy bueno. 

After refueling our bikes with gallon 
jugs pumped by Ramona from a 55-gallon 
drum adjoining her casa, the group con- 
tinued through the pine forest and into 
Ojos Negros. From there, the group 
blasted south again toward our destina- 
tion for the evening, El Palomar, a hotel 
in the town of Santo Tomas. A small 
snack break and refueling was provided 
by the chase crew along the way, and 
we pulled into the hotel near sunset, 
logging nearly 150 miles Friday. 

The evening was spent bench-racing 
in the bar with each other and the locals, . 
who happened to know Baja regular 
Tim Clark (a.k.a. "El Mayor") very well. 
It seems Clark was married there a 
while back and has come to know the 
townspeople and hotel proprietors quite 
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well - too well, I'd have to say, judging 
by the fact that our excellent dinner of 
lobster, shrimp, fish and margaritas was 
interrupted by explosions from a slew of 
firecrackers thrown into the fireplace 
next to us. It seems they were exacting 
revenge for Tim’s almost burning the 
town down with fireworks (with the 
help of another cohort, desert racer 
Dave Ondas) some time ago. 

The smell of fresh machaca (eggs, 
beef, onions and peppers) woke us on 
Saturday morning - that is, if you 
weren't up already from the racket cre- 




















ated by the never-ending parade of 
diesel trucks that thundered over the 
multiple speed bumps on Highway 1 in 
front of the El Palomar all night. The 
group departed after breakfast, heading 
west through Rancho Viejo to the Pacif- 
ic, then cutting south along the coast to 
Erindira, where the Baja Bound crew 
again met us for gas, snacks and a 
choice of beverages to replenish our tir- "a M tee atem Qe "qe pou os m

Highlights of the ride included riding | — ! a 
alongside a herd of wild horses, awe- T | 
inspiring views of the ocean and sur- 
rounding cliffs, lava flows, and tide 
pools with spectacular: blowholes - and 
endless beach riding. We came to a 
stream crossing, and we were warned 
that it was contaminated with bacteria

that could devour clothing and gear. 
Well, you-know-who fell for it: 1 mean- 
dered slowly across the stream with my 
legs raised out of the water, doing a 
low-speed Kevin Windham heel-clicker 
impersonation - a perfect target for a 


soaking. Tim Clark blasted by me, 
drenching me from head to toe. A suck- 
er is as a sucker does, but I learned a 
damn good practical joke - as long as 
my buddies don't read this story. Do I 
still sound bitter? 

The snacks were good, but we want- 
ed real food - carne asada tacos - and 
they were still on the horizon, in Colo- 
nia Guerrero. But first we had to ride 
south, checking out the famous ship- 
wreck along the way before stopping 
again in Costa Brava to have some 
“refreshments” with an American trans- 
plant, retiree Joe Wilson. Wilson and his 
compadres were worried about possible 
damage to their beautiful beachfront 
houses from approaching hurricane 
Nora (which would arrive just a few 
days after hurricane Linda). We wished 
them well and set out toward our lunch 
spot at the Vaquero restaurant in Colo- 
nia Guerrero. 

We ate and fueled up fast because it 
was five in the afternoon and we still 
had to go 70 miles to get to our destina- 
tion for the evening: the legendary 
Mike’s Sky Ranch in the San Pedro Mar- 
tir mountain range. 

Clark led us through “Tim’s Secret 
Trail,” a little-used section that led 
directly up into the mountains and 
degenerated into sections of cow trails 
and undeveloped fields. As dusk fell, 
the group relaxed on,a long section of 
well-maintained dirt road, then paused 


as part of the group looks out over the 
Pacific Ocean on day two. 
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to regroup and ride into Mike’s Sky 
Ranch in near-total darkness on techni- 
cal, rutted, rocky trail. 

The night ride was hairy but fun, and 
our group arrived at Mike's at 8:30 p.m. 
- just in time for dinner, as the steaks 
had just been 'cued. The repast was fol- 
lowed up with some more bench-racing 
with other groups of riders and off- 
roaders who were also staying at 
Mike's, but that ended abruptly when 
the lights went out. Mike only runs the 
generator until 10, and no juice means 
no power. If you ever get to Mike's, 
remember to light your kerosene lantern 
before the mandatory bedtime - it sure 
helps you find your bed or, more impor- 
tantly, the bathroom on your trek back 
to your room. 

Machaca was the breakfast of choice 
again and, after a quick photo shoot in 
the morning, we started our jaunt 
toward Tecate, heading back up central 
Baja California. Our first stop was in 
Valle de.Trinidad, where we joined up 
with John Duffy and Papa Morton for 
some snacks and gas before continuing 
north to Santa Catarina. A quaint, pic- 
turesque church in the small village 
stopped us in our tire tracks for some 
more photos, and then we moved on 
toward the pine forest and, ultimately, 
Rancho Santa Veronica. Our "refresh- 
ment" stops along the way - as well as 
playing dominoes with the "dentally 
challenged" locals in Indepencia - 
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explained our later-than-expected 
arrival time at the rancho. 

Sunday was enjoyed by all, since the 
last half was smooth and fairly high- 
speed, which was easier on our ever-tir- 
ing monkey butts. The group rolled out 
of Rancho Santa Veronica after 6 p.m. 
and began the worst process of the 
entire trip (or any trip, for that matter): 
the process of changing, loading up and 
driving home. The group-agreed that 
Baja Bound had provided an excellent 
ride and service that could please even 
the pickiest of riders. You won't go hun- 
gry and you'll always get a great night's 
sleep. They can't guarantee you won't 
get any flats, but there's always backup 
support by experienced Baja Bound per- 
sonnel. 

As we rolled across the border and 
back into the United States, I was 
already looking forward to our next Baja 
excursion - except next time, ГЇЇ be the 
guy pulling off the contaminated- 
water /soak-the-lame-duck trick at the 
stream crossing out of Santo Tomas. ‘CN

pon being invited to a recent 
three-day, 500-mile trail ride 
through some of the most remote 
parts of Baja California, I was presented 
with a tough choice to make: Out of all 
the “98 off-road motorcycles available to 
me, which опе would І take? In order of 
importance, it would have to be 
dependable, comfortable, able to carry a 
substantiak quantity of gas, yet still per- 
form. Well, my choice was the Husaberg 
FE400 - and I'll tell you why, because 1 
know you're scratching your head right 
now in disbelief, saying, "This spoiled 
magazine guy could have taken just 
about any bike he wanted down to Baja 
and he chose a 'Berg?" 

The obvious choice would have been 
the venerable Honda XR400 or 600, with 
a larger fuel tank; after all, XRs have 
become the staple for motorcycle travel 
in Baja California. Perhaps a little less 
obvious would've been a slightly modi- 
fied Kawasaki KLX300R, or a Suzuki 
DR350, or one of KTM's LC4 four- 
strokes, but I wanted to ride something 
different. How about a bike that has not 
yet fully established itself with the 
American off-road community - like a 
Husaberg? 





Husabergs got a bad . 
rap when they were first 
imported into America 
from Sweden several 
years ago because of a 
limited dealer-and-parts 
network. They were 
blindingly fast, light- 
weight, race-bred four- 
strokes that usually cost 
at least a couple grand 
more than comparable 
motorcycles. And I use 
"comparable" loosely, 
because nothing was 
really technologically 
comparable then and 
only a few manufacturers (Yamaha, 
Kawasaki and KTM) have anything 
comparable now. People also shied 
away from them because the motors 
didn't have an oil pump or even an oil 
filter. They were high-performance, 
race-bred, we-don't-care-how-long-it- 
lasts-as-long-as-we-win motorcycles 
that have to this date won at least 10 
World Enduro Championships and two 
200cc World Motocross Championships. 
They were built to win races, plain and 
simple. 

Well, a lot of that has changed now 
that KTM owns Husaberg and the 
motors have received engine-life- 





extending oil pumps and filters for the 
'97 model year, among other numerous 
changes. The dealer network has grown 
substantially and is now well-support- 
ed. The only problem some may have 
with Husabergs now is the price, 
because they still cost at least $2000 
more than the competition. 

As for the changes to the entire line- 
up in '98, Husaberg's main goal was to 
simplify everything and make the bikes 
more dependable and durable. As a 
result, the motors got a more efficient 
cam-chain tensioner and cam-chain 
guide that is now made of a more- 
durable and less-noisy plastic. The 


transmissions received new shift shafts 
for smoother shifting, and the clutch- 
plate material has been altered for 
increased life span and less drag. Up 
top, the rocker arms are new and, due to 
a better hardening process, stronger. 
New guide dowels are used between the 
cylinder and crankcase, and between the 
head and the cylinder for a more precise. 
fit. Finally, a redesigned intake manifold 
rounds out the changes to the motors. 

The frames have been left alone after 
last year's redesign, but the chain-guide- 
roller material has been changed to 
quiet things up. (They didn't succeed, 
though). The suspension components 
have been updated, as the Ohlins shocks 
of yore have been replaced with the 
White Power "Bleed Adjust" shock to 
complement the White Power 50mm 
Extreme conventional forks that were 
implemented last year. The forks are 
also updated with new valving to work 
in conjunction with the new shock, and 
are now lighter and have 20mm less 
underhang compared to last year. 

All of the models took on a new, sim- 
pler wiring harness and competition- 
type kill switches. The FE enduro mod- 
els received new competition-type 
headlight/taillight switches, while the 
FE enduro and FX desert electric-start 
models received new keyless ignition 
switches. All of the electric-start models 
also come stock with new black-chrome- 
plated battery boxes for enhanced corro- 
sion protection. | 

The controls received quite a bit of 
attention this year, showing that Hus- 
aberg is indeed concerned about the 
small details that have made the bikes 
somewhat cobby in the past. The FC 
(motocross) and FX (desert) models now 
come stock with tapered-aluminum, 
crossbarless handlebars, much like 
Answer's popular Pro-Taper handlebars. 


The (FE) enduro and dual-sport bikes 
(FEs) will retain the use of the standard 
aluminum handlebars to more easily 
accommodate roll charts and enduro 
computers. New, quicker-turning Domi- 
no throttle assemblies and softer grips 
are now standard, and Husaberg has 
finally dumped the Magura clutch 
levers that fit the hands of 7-foot-tall 
Swedes in favor of Domino clutch levers 
with the quick-turn cable adjuster. The 
throttle could actually stand to reach 
fully open a little quicker, but the Domi- 
no clutch lever was a drastic improve- 
ment, making the bike much easier to 
ride since you don't need to use your 








whole hand to pull in the lever any- 
more. 

Husaberg also designed new side 
number plates that are now interchange- 
able for all of the bikes, and the color of 
the front fork guards has been changed 
from yellow to blue. Bold new graphics 
round out the changes to the ‘98 Hus- 
abergs. With colors still based on the 
Swedish flag, the graphics are now 
made of a new material with a new 
adhesive, and are slotted to allow the 
gas fumes to escape from the fuel tanks, 
which prevents the stickers from bub- 
bling. 

The FE400 that I took to Baja holds 
2.25 gallons of gas in the stock tank and 
that just won't cut it down there, where 
gas stops are few and far between. No 
one really makes an oversized aftermar- 
ket fuel tank for Husabergs, so I called 
up Eric's Motorcycles in Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia, and begged him for one of his 
auxiliary fuel tanks that brings the fuel 
capacity up to nearly three gallons. The 
aluminum tank is sano, holds about 
two-thirds of a gallon of gas very low on 
the bike, and is fairly easy to install. The 
tank mounts where the battery box 
would go on an electric-start ‘Berg, and 
with this setup, the bike should go 
approximately 110 miles before requir- 
ing a fresh gulp of low-octane Pemex 
gas. And yes, the bike ran fine on 
Pemex, although it would ping slightly 
under extreme loads at lower rpm - 
where you shouldn't be on a 'Berg any- 
way. Acerbis Rally hand guards with 
spoilers were the final additions to make 
the bike as Baja-proof as I could get it in 
the few days leading up to the ride. 

I could've chosen an electric-start 
model for this ride, but I went with the 
manual, left-side kick version. I didn't 
want the extra weight associated with a 
starter motor and battery on the 400 but, 
most importantly, I needed the space for 
extra gas. 

Luckily, the bike starts very easily 
with a moderate stab at the lever and 
uses an automatic compression release 
to facilitate this. I found what works 
best is to kick the lever through the 
stroke until you find the spot with the 
most resistance, return the lever to the 
top, and then give it a go. This simple 
technique usually did the trick on the 
first try, warm or cold. You'd just better 
have a coordinated left leg. 

Out on the trail, the “Berg is a blast to 
ride - as long as you are riding it hard 
and aggressively. The bottom-end 
power is almost nonexistent compared 
to the rush of power you get when you 
clamp the throttle back and enter the 
middle to upper revs. The bike absolute- 
ly screams up top and produces about 
the same amount of peak power as does 
an XR600 with an aftermarket pipe. But 
down low, it's nothing like an XR400 or 
600 that will chug along at any pace. 
Since the bike has a somewhat narrow 
powerband, it must be shifted often to 
make full use of the power delivered. 
Basically, if you don't ride the 'Berg 
hard, it will bore you; and conversely, if 
you ride the 400 hard and fast, you will 
have the time of your life. In Mexico, on 
the long days, this tired me out a little 
quicker than the other guys, but it was 
kind of fun “motocrossing” through 
Baja all the time, even though my com- 
padres were always whining about my 
excessive dust. I’ve said this before 
about Husabergs and I'll say it again: 
No other bike sounds or feels like a 
"Berg does when you're hard on the gas 
and ripping along. ‘Nuff said. 

A small oil/water leak did develop 
on the left side of the new motor 
between the cylinder and the head, but 
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it did not present a problem aside from 
getting the bike a little dirtier. 

The wide-ratio, six-speed gearbox on 
the 400 did a fine job in Mexico, allow- 
ing me to pick my way through the tight 
trails and run up to nearly 90 mph on 
the faster roads without a need for dif- 
ferent gearing (stock is 13/48). Typical 
of European transmissions, neutral is 
extremely hard to find on Husabergs 
unless you are rolling, and if the bike 
has stopped moving, you're better off 
finding neutral from above (pressing 
down). Full-power shifts got better as 
the tranny broke in, but occasionally 
missed shifts do still happen, perhaps a 
problem related to an extremely short 
shift lever (about three inches long). 

The suspension components on the 
enduro model FE performed well in 
Baja, offering a supple ride over the 
many small road irregularities such as 
washboard sections and rocks - just like 
enduro suspension should. The bike 
also had a good resistance to bottoming 
when G-outs appeared on a trail, and 
the bike tracked fine in the rough. Baja 
champ Tim Morton, who is 5-foot-8 and 
150 pounds, felt the suspension worked 
well for him and had no complaints 
whatsoever other than the jacked-up 
rear end, which was set up for my 6- 
foot-1, 195-pound frame. I would have 
preferred stiffer springs, since I know 
that the spring rates were probably 
developed for a lighter rider like Mor- 
ton, but, overall, the suspension worked 
fine. Sandy whoop sections, fast G-outs 
and hard landings would bottom the 
suspension in a heartbeat with me on 
board, but the motorcycle usually kept 
tracking straight and true, thus not pre- 
senting a real problem. It just would 
have been nice to have stiffer springs to 
match my weight. | 

The Brembo brakes performed well, 
but they were both a bit touchy for me. 
It felt like they were either on or off, 
offering very little in the way of feel or 
sense of modulation in between these 
two drastic points. 

The 400 ‘Berg is a neutral handler: It 
doesn't do anything great nor does it do 
anything evil - which, in Mexico, is a 
good compromise. The bike turns well 
through flat or rutted corners; it tracks 
fine; and straight-line stability was first- 
rate. Only an occasional spasm of minor 
headshake could be felt. However, slid- 
ing the bike through slick, smooth turns 
took some getting used to because of the 
snappy power delivery, but it was still a 
blast to fishtail out of sweepers with the 
gas on. 

As far as ergonomics are concerned, 
the seat is quite low in the center and 
elevates itself rather steeply toward the 
rear. I did not care for that too much, 


but I quickly adapted. The sitting-to- 
standing transition requires a little too 
much work for a tall rider. You can also 
blame some of this cramped feeling on 
the dip in the seat (and I don't mean 
me). And, speaking of the seat, the 
padding is also very hard - too hard for 
three days in the saddle in Baja. 

The bike is very slim and easy to 
move around on, and if you rotate the 
handlebars forward a little, you'll lose 
some of the cramped feeling I experi- 
enced while standing. The pegs are 
almost wide enough, but the added-on 
sections to the pegs look like an after- 
thought. 

The fit and finish on Husabergs are 
getting better by the year. The new, sano 
wiring harness and switches are much 
cleaner-looking, and the new Domino 
clutch lever makes the bike easier to 
ride, since it's easier to use. The chain 
guide looks like it's off a '78 Husky, 
though, and rattles like one, too. Hus- 
aberg supposedly used a different roller 
material to quiet down the guide, but it 
still makes too much racket - enough to 
make you stop and search for the noise 
when the days become long. 

The aluminum handlebars are a nice 
and welcomed touch, but the 'Berg still 
uses a hodgepodge of nuts and bolts 
that make it harder to work on and 
therefore even more difficult to pack a 
light tool pack for the trail. 

Overall, the 1998 Husaberg FE400 
performed admirably throughout its 
three days and 500 miles in Baja Califor- 
nia and did so without missing a single 
beat, proving some of my doubters 
wrong. As a race bike - ridden like a 
race bike, and wrenched on like a race 
bike - the 'Berg is hard to beat. It's a 


giant-killing screamer that craves to be 
pounded into oncoming obstacles. Rid- 
den any other way, though, the suspen- 
sion still feels good - but the motor will 
bore you. 

Would I take a Husaberg to Baja 
again? You bet. Sure, I complained 
about some things, but the bike made 
the entire 500-mile route and I had а 
great time on something different. It's 
just too bad that being different will cost 
you a big chunk of change. €N

»^ however, the same cannot be said 
about the RM250 when it comes to off- 
road racing. And we learned that lesson 
after riding an exact replica of multi- 
time World Enduro Champion Paul 
Edmondson's works Suzuki RM250. 

While the RM250 clawed and 
scratched its way to three Supercross 
wins and one outdoor National 
motocross victory this season, the 
RM250 has been racking up wins one 
after the other on the National off-road 
circuit. In fact, the RM250 is one of the 
winningest bikes on the National off- 
road scene, ridden to victories in both 
the AMA National Hare Scrambles and 
the Grand National Cross Country 
Series by Team Suzuki Off-Road riders 
Rodney Smith, Steve Hatch and Paul 
Edmondson. And another feather was 
put in Suzuki's cap when Smith claimed 
"Top American" honors at the Interna- 
tional Six-Day Enduro in Italy last 
month. Off-roading has been very, very 
good to Suzuki. 

Okay, зо the RM250*might not be the 
best motocrosser around town, but it 
sure makes a good off-road weapon, 
and we got the chance to see, firsthand, 
just how good.

Recently, the folks at Suzuki gave us 
an opportunity to spend a couple of 
days riding an exact replica of Edmond- 
son's race bike. Edmondson, who hails 
from England, is a multi-time World 
Enduro Champion and is currently right 
in the heat of the battle for the GNCC 
crown, a battle that also includes his 


teammate Steve Hatch. Edmondson's 


bike is set up very similarly to that of 
Hatch's and Smith's Suzukis but, of 
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course, features a few personal differ- 
ences. | 

Since Suzuki is no longer promoting 
its now-outdated and unchanged 
RMX250, Edmondson's bike began life as 
an RM250. Motorwise, Suzuki's goal was 
to make the power delivery smoother, 
while increasing bottom-end and 
midrange power yet at the same time 
maintaining a decent “hit” to make the 
bike easier to jump a creek, or a log, or 
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other obstacles that one might encounter 
on the trail. Ultimately, Suzuki wanted a 
motor that required very little shifting, a 
bike that could be left in third gear as 
much as possible. To accomplish all of 
this, Edmondson’s motor was handed 
over to FMF's Terry Varner and Don 
Emler, and modifications were made to 
the cylinder and head. An FMF pipe 
(built to Edmondson's specifications) and 
silencer were also installed. 

Suzuki also replaced the stock piston 
with a lighter Wiseco Pro-Lite piston. 
Suzuki and Edmondson tested vari- 








ous carburetors and settled with the 
stock Keihin, with these settings: #42 
pilot jet; #162 main jet; 1 1/4 turns on 
the airscrew; and the needle clip set in 
the middle position. 

Edmondson's bike also uses a Tassa- 
nari Delta Force reed-valve assembly. 

To help smooth out the power deliv- 
ery, a heavier Steahly flywheel is used - 
either a 6-, 8- or 10-ounce flywheel, 
depending on the terrain. 








Suspensionwise, FMF’s Rob Hen- 
drickson had a tall order to fill. Fulfill- 
ing Edmondson's request for a suspen- 
sion package that is supple enough to 
absorb small bumps, ruts and roots yet 
will still be stiff enough to handle the 
hard hits - and you know with 
Edmondson, that means really hard hits 
- would not be an easy task, but, some- 
how, Hendrickson came up with the 
perfect medium to keep Edmondson 
happy. 

Up front, Edmondson settled on one- 
step-lighter .38kg /mm springs, with the 
spring preload set at 3mm. He uses 5 
weight Maxima oil at 480cc, and the 
damping positions set at 12 clicks out on 
both compression and rebound. 

Out back, Edmondson uses a 
5.2kg /mm spring with the ride height 
set between 95 and 100mm. Maxima 
Light shock oil is used, and Edmondson 
leaves the damping settings at 16 clicks 
out on the compression and 12 out on 
the rebound. 

Edmondson's Suzuki is covered with 
much aftermarket gadgetry, such as E 
Line carbon-fiber pipe guard, clutch 
cover and fork guards; Pro-Taper 
Honda “mid” handlebars (cut to 30 
inches); IMS 3.4-gallon fuel tank; EBC 
brake pads; and Factory Effex Team 
Suzuki Off-Road graphics kit, among 
other items. (See sidebar for a complete 
list). 

Riding Edmondson's bike is a pure 
joy. Unlike riding the stars' factory MX 
bikes, which, from many of our past 
experiences, are basically unridable for 
us mere mortals, due in part to their 
usually bizarre handlebar and lever 
positions and ultrastiff suspension set- 
tings, Edmondson's Suzuki is totally 
ridable. The controls are all in the right 
places and the suspension is super-pli- 
able. The bike is so easy to ride, it is 
truly amazing. 

The motor is exceptionally manage- 
able, thanks to a super-smooth power- 
band. Low-end isn't anything to get too 
excited about, but there is enough grunt 
down there to get the job done. 
Midrange is where it's at. Luckily, the 
transition from bottom to mid is super- 
smooth, which gives the illusion that 
there's more bottom-end than there 
actually is. Once on the pipe, Edmond- 
son's Suzuki barks; open the throttle 
and the hit is instantaneous. And it's 
fast on top, too. We ran Edmondson's 
bike through some.serious sand washes, 
and the motor had no problems getting 
along in the power-robbing sand. 

We found that you actually could 
leave the bike in third gear and go about 
your business, threading your way 
through the trees and bushes at speed, 
but it's a good idea to keep one-finger 
close to the clutch lever at all times. 
Edmondson's bike likes to be ridden in 
the middle of the powerband or up 
high, but if you do get in trouble, one 
‘quick fan of the clutch will usually bail 
you out. As mentioned, there is just 
enough bottom-end to keep you happy. 
We're pretty certain Edmondson doesn't 
hit that part of the powerband often. 

We were also quite pleased with the 
bike's suspension and overall handling - 
no complaints whatsoever. The RM is 
already a naturally quick-handling 
motorcycle, which, on the trail, can be 
very advantageous, especially on the 
tight twisties. You can easily flick this 
bike from one turn to the next but, 
sometimes, the bike feels almost a little 
too twitchy. We feel the bike could ben- 
efit from a steering damper, which 
Edmondson, we are told, normally uses 
- a Works Enduro Rider damper, to be 
exact.

pit stops. 








Both the front and rear suspensions 
work well, too, even if you're going only 
half the speed Edmondson does. And 
just like they were meant to do, both the 
fork and shock soak up both the small 
and big bumps and ruts, extremely well. 
Somehow, FMF's Rob Hendrickson did, 
in fact, find that fine line between sup- 
ple and solid when it comes to a versa- 
tile suspension package. 

Ride Edmondson's bike and you'll 
never know that between your legs is a 
3.4-gallon gas tank. The IMS tank, com- 
plete with a dry-brake quick-fill system, 
is not - or at least does not feel - any 
wider than the stock 2.0-gallon "MX" 
tank. The IMS tank is truly a work of art. 

After spending a couple of good rid- 
ing sessions on the Edmondson replica 


Suzuki RM250, we came away extreme- 


ly impressed and wanting one for our 
very own. The bike was a pure joy to 
ride and is proof that the '97 RM250 is 
certainly good for something: off-road- 
ing. €N

estry Abbott was named after 
an old Western movie titled 
“Destry Rides Again.” It was 
obvious that the name was 
going to stick but, 25 years ago, 
when the naming was being 
done, nobody had a clue that the rest of 
the movie's title would end up being so 
appropriate. Although, to do him jus- 
tice, the title would really have to be 
“Destry Rides Again... and Again... and 
Again.” 

Destry Abbott is widely known as a 
desert racer from Phoenix, Arizona. He 
overalls local desert events, runs high in 
the National Hare and Hound Champi- 
onship competition each year, and is a 
constant threat in Nevada’s Best in the 
Desert race series. 

But, like the title of the movie, the 
title desert racer really doesn’t do 
Abbott justice. In addition to his success 





in the desert, this racer is at home on the 
motocross track, has enduroed his way 
to second in the Open class in Tecate, 
Mexico, and has grand-prixed his way 
to second overall and first Open Bike at 
Virginia City. He has also conquered 
Pikes Peak, overalled an ISDE qualifier 
in Northern California, and recently 
earned the distinction of being the only 
American rider to earn an overall win in 
a special test at this year’s ISDE in Italy. 
The icing on the cake is that he is proba- 
bly the only American club team rider 
ever to overall a special test at an ISDE. 
And, just for good measure, he did it 
twice. 

"I've always been known as a desert 
racer, but I don’t really think of myself 
like that because I do so much more,” 
said Abbott. "I'd really like to be known 
as an all-around rider. Ty Davis and 
Larry Roeseler are known as great all- 
around riders and that's something I 
want, too. 





"The ISDE was important to me 
because I wanted to go over there and 
prove myself - prove that I could ride 
with most of the guys and do really 
well as an all-around rider. When I got 
there, it was, 'Oh, him - he's a desert 
racer, but I turned a lot of heads by the 
time I'd finished. Doing that was really 
neat." 

Abbott wasn't quite born into motor- 
cycling, but he certainly grew up 
around it. 

“My Dad raced desert and I started 
riding when I was about seven," said 
Abbott. “I had a little old '79 bike - just 
something to learn on - and I really 
enjoyed riding because I've always been 
an active person. My dad really didn't 
want me to get into racing, but every- 
thing is competitive with me and I did 
my first race when I was 11." 

Abbott's racing career didn't exactly 
take off like a rocket. 

"I ve always been a bit slow," he 
admitted, with a laugh. "I had to work 























at it. I seemed to work a lot harder than 
most other people had to, and it’s taken 
me a lot longer than some guys - but I 
got where | wanted to go. There were a 
lot of guys I thought were better than 1 
was who didn’t stick with it, and that’s 
one thing I have going for me. I don’t 
think of myself as a person who gives 
up. I never want to be called a quitter.” 

Abbott “turned Pro” in 1991, which, 
as a desert racer, translates to overalling 
local events, going out of town to attend 
races, and taking a crack at the National 
Hare and Hound series. But even in his 
days as a fledgling desert professional, 
Abbott was pushing the envelope. 

"I was riding a lot and riding every- 
thing," he explained. "I raced a lot of 
motocross and I still do - I probably do 
more of that than anything else these 
days, and that has helped me a lot. It 
makes you a lot more aggressive, there's 
no doubt about that, and that's impor- 
tant in all forms of motorcycle racing." 

He also tried his hand at supercross, 
which accounts for the metal plate he 
carries in one arm. 

"Supercross is one thing I don't real- 
ly care for," he said. "I don't like the do- 
or-die thing with the doubles and 
triples. I like jumping - definitely - but I 
don't want to end my career because I 
came up short on a jump. I enjoy watch- 
ing supercross, but it's more for the 
young guys." 

Abbott focused on the ISDE for the 
first time when the international event 
was held on American soil. 

“1 tried my first qualifier the year it 
came to Oklahoma. I was young and 
stupid - about 19 or 20 - and I did really 
bad," said Abbott, shaking his head. "I 
just didn't have the experience. I wasn't 
smart and I crashed a lot. l'm a lot better 
now and I've decided that I enjoy that 
type of riding more than anything else." 

But while he dabbled in a variety of 
activities, it was desert racing that was 
earning him a reputation. 

“I got a KTM support ride in 1991 
and ended up as a factory KTM rider for 
two years, and I've been with Vosburg 
Racing for two years now - 1996 and 
1997," said Abbott. "I still think of what 
l've got now as a factory ride because 
KTM still helps me out a lot. It's kind of 
like the Jeremy-McGrath-riding-for- 
Suzuki-of-Troy kind of thing." 

But even with a generous and enthu- 
siastic team owner like Gary Vosburg, a 
businessman out of Las Vegas, there is 
still not a lot of money to be made in 
desert racing. Vosburg, Pro Circuit and 
Abbott's other sponsors (which include 
KTM, Dunlop, FMF, Acerbis, Moose, 
Arai, Smith, Scotts, Sunstar, IMS Suno- 
co, Tsubaki, Maxima, Enduro Engineer- 
ing, Applied, Tech Tube, EVS, Alpines- 
tar, Z Racing and Premier) are helping 
out more this year than ever before, but 
making money means winning and, 
when you're competing in desert events 
on an Open-class bike, that means win- 
ning overall. 

"And 1 only get help from my spon- 


sors for the series and races I’m con-- 


tracted to do - specific things like the 
National Hare and Hounds and the Vir- 
ginia City Grand Prix," said Abbott. 
"When I do other things, like race 
motocross or go to Italy to do the ISDE, I 
do all that on my own." 

And doing it on your own can mean 
the best part of $6000 for an internation- 
al event like the ISDE, which is why 
Abbott isn't exactly giving up his day 
job - at least, not quite yet. 

"| work part time for a freight com- 
pany 15 to 18 hours a week. You need so 
much time off to go racing that you real- 
ly can't work full time, and even with a 


part-time job, you have to have an 
understanding boss," said Abbott. 

You have to have an understanding 
wife, as well. 

"My wife knows I love motorcycles 
and she's really good about it, and she 
helps out with the bills so much," said 
Abbott. "I'm hoping to quit my job next 
year and concentrate on racing and rais- 
ing my two kids. We have a 5-year-old 
daughter and a son on the way." 

Reaching that goal requires earning 
more victories and even wider recogni- 
tion, but Abbott seems to be on the right 
track. 

"Riding in Italy this year and doing 
well really helped," said Abbott. "I had 
always wanted to go to Europe to race 
and I thought I could learn a lot from 
the European riders, so I decided to try 
to qualify." 

Abbott began turning heads when he 
overalled the ISDE qualifier in Lakeport, 
California. 

"| definitely surprised a few people, 
especially because Kevin Hines, Luca 
Trussordi - all the good riders were 
there," said Abbott. "I just put together 
two really good days and was really 
consistent." 

But overalling an ISDE qualifier and 
making the A-team for international 
competition are two different things. 

"That's a bit disappointing, to be 
honest. The team is already picked and 
the qualifiers don't really mean any- 
thing," said Abbott. “I’m not saying 1 
should be on the team, but I think I 
proved myself and I should at least have 
a chance - an opportunity - to be on it. 
At least let me have the chance to earn a 
spot on it."

Abbott went to this year's ISDE as a 
member of a club team. 
“It’s not the B-team; it's more like the 


Z-team," he said, with a grin. “They 


don't expect us to do well. It's really just 
to help pay for the container and stuff 
for the big guys." 

But Abbott wasn't about to live up to 
other people's low expectations. 

"They have eight tests a day and I 
beat everybody in two of them. None of 
our Trophy Team riders did it this year 
and no American club team rider has 
ever done it before, I don't think. It was 
kind of neat," said Abbott. 

Both wins came in tests that resem- 
bled a grass motocross. 

“1 think the main reason 1 won was 
that I started in the back," said Abbott. 
"The trophy team guys started up front 
and it was grassy when they got there, 
so they couldn't go fast. When I got 
there, it was more dirt and berms.” 

But what goes around comes around, 
and being back in the pack - the 403rd 
rider to leave the line, to be exact - was a 
distinct disadvantage in the overall 
competition. 

"The first day I lost a lot of time 
because it was raining on me. The lead- 
ers were 2 1/2 hours ahead of me and it 
was dry for them, plus being back there 
with the slower riders, I had to pass a lot 
of people in the tests and that made a 
difference, too,"' said Abbott. "Your 
time adds up for the six days and it 
makes quite a difference. I was 52nd in 
class at the end of the first day and I was 
really disappointed, but by the end of 
the six days I had moved up to 20th 
overall in the 250cc class, and that's the 
most competitive class there. 





"That event, especially the first day, 
was the toughest thing I ever did. I was 
hurting. It's nothing like desert racing. It 
was all like the Northwest - Oregon and 
Washington: woods riding, lots of rocks, 
and really slick. There were a lot of 
times when I was off the bike, pushing 
up hills. There were cliffs so steep that if 
you drop the bike on a corner, you're 
gone, and you very seldom get into your 
last gear. At the end of the day, you're 
thinking, "Wow, I'm glad I did that,’ but 
doing it is tough. But I definitely wasn't 
going to give up, that's for sure." 
Abbott turned heads at another 
unusual venue this year when he turned 
up to tackle Pikes Peak over the Fourth 





of July weekend. 


"Vosburg put KTM motors into two 
specially made flat-track bikes, and I got 
to ride the 250," said Abbott, who fin- 
ished second in the 250cc class behind 
an ultra-experienced racer from the 
Pikes Peak area. "I like doing different 
stuff - it keeps things exciting - and that 
was definitely different. It's a totally dif- 
ferent type of riding - like riding a street 
bike and a dirt bike at the same time." 

The next type of "different" he plans 
to tackle will take the form of a hare 
scrambles or two. 

“ГП probably get smoked - those 
guys are fast, but I want to try it to see 
how I do," said Abbott. "I'm also plan- 
ning on going to Daytona for bike week 
next year. I want to do the Daytona 
motocross and the enduro and the hare 
scrambles. They have five races in seven 
days and I'd like to do at least four of 
them." 

Which brings the eager racer to the 
question of road racing. 

“Yes, I’m going to try that, too,” said 
Abbott. "A buddy of mine is a local Pro 
and he is going to let me use his bike in 
December. I’m going to go road racing 
in the 600cc class at a local racecourse. 
The speed doesn't really bother me, and 
I'm excited to try the street to see how 
that's going to go." 

And while he works hard at estab- 
lishing himself as an all-around racer 
today, Abbott is looking ahead to 
tomorrow. 

“I think I can race competitively at a 
professional level for another six or 
seven years. I just turned 25, and racers 
are getting older - look at Larry Roesel- 
er, and Ty Davis is 28. He's almost four 
years older than I am, so I still have a 
ways to go," said Abbott. “I feel old 
when I wake up in the mornings, 
though. I sometimes think, ‘Man, what 
am I doing?’ But I really don’t know 
what I would do without it.” 

When the racing is over, Abbott 
hopes to find a spot somewhere in the 
motorcycle industry. 

“I would like to promote a company 
or racers, or be in the industry in some 
way,” said Abbott. “I still don’t know 
what I’m going to do with my life, 
which is scary sometimes, but I see 
myself in the motorcycle industry some- 
where. I’m always talking to people - 
you never know who’s going to be 
where; I make a point of being nice to 
everybody, and I’ve been going to col- 
lege and hope to go back part time 
soon.” 

And in the meantime, Destry will just 
keep riding... and riding again. 

“I enjoy what I'm doing,” he said. “1 
have to thank Gary Vosburg - he has 
been so good to me and has really 
brought me to another level. I have to 
thank KTM, which has really helped me 
out - they even supplied a bike for me to 
ride at the ISDE in Italy. And I have to 
thank my Dad, Boyd. He really helps 
out, and that's why I can do so well." єх

STEAMBOAT SPRINGS, CO, SEPT. 10-14 

t all began 17 years ago with a road 
È on a street course in this ski 

resort. By the mid-1980s, things start- 
ed growing with the addition of vintage 
machines to the MRA’s modern pro- 
gram. A vintage motocross was next, 
laid out in a big field just below the road 
course. Then came the vintage trial in a 
town park that prominently features a 
ski jump. This was followed by the dirt 
track at Hayden, 25 miles to the west. A 
concours d'elegance and vintage road 
ride are the most recent additions for 
the old-bike crowd. 

Steamboat Motorcycle Week is a cer- 
tified Big Thing. It now boasts an AMA 
Suzuki Dual Sport National, an official 
gathering for the new Triumph’s nation- 
al owner's group and crews from the 
major TV moto-shows. AHRMA entries 
alone for the week were just over 900 for 
the dirt track, trial, MX and road race. 

When you spread out four vintage 
nationals over four days in a centralized 
area, some people will invariably 
become gripped with a strange desire to 
ride them all. It was for these people 
that the Steamboat Iron Man award was 
devised. The Iron Man is decided based 
on a rider's best scores in three different 
types of competition, with the stipula- 
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tion that there must be at least five 
entries in a class for the score to count. 

Eighteen potential Iron Men signed 
up, but none was a match for Robert Borg 
of North Logan, Utah. Borg started his 
campaign with a second-place finish on 
an Ossa in the dirt track's Classic 250cc 
class, and he backed that up with another 
second on his Sachs 125cc-powered Sara- 
cen in the trial's Classic Intermediate divi- 
sion (sorry - there were only four entries). 
At the motocross, he decimated the Clas- 
sic 125 Experts aboard a '72 CZ. 

To secure the title, Borg would have 
to do exceptionally well in the week- 
ending road race. But the odds didn't 
seem to be with him - he was wearing 
the orange vest that signifies a begin- 
ning road racer and had made the 
unlikely choice of a lightly converted 
CZ 250 motocrosser for his 250cc GP 
mount in a highly competitive class 
populated by potent Ducati thumpers 
and Honda twins. 

In the race, Borg was involved in a 
three-way battle for second and had just 
taken over the runner-up position when 
the leader fell late in the event. For what 
must have seemed like two very long 
laps, Borg held off the advances of 
Ducati-mounted Larry Poons to earn his 
first-ever AHRMA pavement win - and 
the Iron Man title. A fitting end to a fine 
week.

CLASSIC BIKE MAGAZINE 
DIRT TRACK 


Entries were down for this year's 
Steamboat Week dirt track, and those 
who decided to sit it out missed a real 
surprise. Under new ownership, the 
Hayden track has never been prepped 
as well. It wasn't tabletop-smooth, but it 
was far less bumpy than AHRMA has 
seen it, and things stayed dust-free as 
well. 

Colorado racer Mark Erickson (who 
also would ride all four types of compe- 
tition through the week, finishing third 
in Iron Man behind Borg and Fred 
Mork) was the day’s double winner. In 
Modern Vintage 250cc, Erickson led 
from start to finish on a Honda Elsinore. 
Behind him, positions shuffled until 
Yamaha-mounted Eddie Baldizan was 
second, followed by Bultaco rider 
Steven Stuart and Yamaha pilot Ray 
Winward. 

In Modern Vintage 600cc, Rip Raygor 
and his Maico led just about the entire 
race but, when the checkered flag 
waved, it was Erickson on a Honda 







XL350 holding a narrow margin over 
Raygor. Third went to Bultaco-mounted 
Maurice Ortega, who chased down 
Yamaha rider John McClelland. 

It was McClelland's turn in Modern 
Vintage 750ccc, as he put his big Yamaha 
twin at the head of pack and stayed there 
to finish ahead of Terry Hyde's Rickman 
Triumph and Raygor's Yamaha. Contin- 
uing the win-swapping, Hyde outpow- 
ered the Harley Sprint of Henry Nonnen- 
macher to take the Senior victory. 

Among the brakeless contingent, 
Ohio's John Bova extended his winning 
ways in Classic 250cc, rocketing to the 
lead on his Bultaco and leaving behind 
the eventual second-place finisher, Ossa 
rider Robert Borg. Tom Boyd and his 
Greeves prevailed in the battle with 
Ossa pilot Charles Goman for third 
place. 

Nonnenmacher's Sprint went flag to 
flag in the combined Classic 500/750cc 
and Dinosaur race, despite a valiant 
effort by Triumph rider Clark Edging- 
ton to work his way up through the 
pack and close to within about three 
bike lengths of the leader at the check- 
ers. In the very same race, Beno Rodi's 
Enfield earned third in Classic and first 
Dinosaur. 


SPEED & SPORT TRIAL 


Steamboat is by far the largest trial 
on the AHRMA circuit (with 150 entries 
this year), which, when combined with 
a limited amount of area available to the 
layout crew, is a recipe for traffic jams at 
the sections. The problem of long waits 
was eased somewhat this time by start- 
ing riders using the three and four lines 
an hour earlier than those on the one 
and two lines. Riders also were allowed 
to go from section to section in any 
order, provided they didn't travel back- 
ward on the loop. Local officials have 
been pleased with the trial’s minimal 
impact on the park and promised to 
make available something with at least 
one section that's very unusual. As a 
result, 1997's "Bales of Fun," a sprawl- 
ing jumble of old hay bales, apparently 
made its way down the food chain to 
this year's literally named “Dung Hill." 
This was the only all-new section, a mix 
of horse manure, straw and flies. Tech- 
nically, it wasn't all that difficult, but it 
smelled as bad as it sounds and wasn't 
the place to make a big, crowd-pleasing 
mistake. 

Steamboat restaurateur Jamie Jenny 
used home-field advantage to end the 
day with one point in Rigid Novice on 
his BSA Gold Star. Among the other 
Rigid riders, Ken Dodge and his Match- 
less defeated BSA-mounted Fenner by a 
10-point margin in the Expert class, and 
Derrell Johnson edged Bill Anderson in 
the Intermediates, both on BSAs. 

The always-competitive Premier 








Lightweight category saw Ken Burning- 
ham and his Cotton lose only half as 
many marks as Triumph rider Brid 
Caveney among the Experts. Tied at 10 
points with Greeves pilot Dennis Brown, 
BSA rider Evan Wilcox got the Interme- 
diate win on the basis of more clean sec- 
tions. Greeves rider Tom Boyd won the 
tie breaker for third over Triumph pilot 
Rob Stickler, both with 17 points. BSA 
rider Randolph Stoike lost just two 
marks to win the Novice division. 

Modern Classic Novice was the day’s 
biggest class with nearly 50 entries, and 
Yamaha-mounted Jim Reardon was one 
of only two riders to zero the trial. (The 
other was Tony Asnicar in the Beginner 
class.) Second, with a score just one 
point behind, was Kawasaki-mounted 
Gary Neff. Among the 34 Intermediates, 
David Boydstun and his Yamaha 
clawed their way to the top, losing 18 
marks in the process. Second went to 
Honda rider James Smith with a 24 for 
the day. 


SPEED & SPORT MOTOCROSS 


Premier-class machines aren’t usual- 
ly very numerous, but Steamboat had 
plenty of well-ridden examples in a 
moto that combined Premier 500cc 
Expert and Intermediate (with nine 
entries apiece), along with all Premier 
Lightweight divisions (with 11 entries 
total). 

In moto one, Dick Mann and his '59 
Monark 500 jumped to an immediate 
lead, leaving the battle for second to Jeff 
Smith on Claude McElvain’s BSA B40, 
Terry Hyde on a Rickman Triumph, and 
Robert Poole on а '63 BSA. Smith and 
Poole jostled right to the end, with Smith 
taking the second spot. Jamie Jenny best- 
ed the Intermediates in this and moto 
two aboard his Gold Star, while Greeves- 
mounted Lynn Boyer did the same in 
Premier Lightweight Intermediate. 

The second Premier 500cc moto start- 
ed as a race between Hyde and Poole, 
with Mann gradually working his way 
toward the duo. By the last lap, Mann 
had earned the lead, as Hyde and Poole 
kept up their battle. Then Poole broke 
away and closed on Mann. The BSA 
rider was right on the rear fender of the 
two-time Grand National Champion, 
but Mann gave no opportunity for a 
pass and held on for the overall win. 
Poole’s 3-2 finishes were good for sec- 
ond overall. 

A step up the motorcycling time-line, 
and nearly as exciting, were the day’s 
Classic 250 and 500cc clashes. In the 
opening 250cc Expert race, Montesa- 
mounted Dave Boydstun finished ahead 
of AJS pilot Dan Johns after Poole on his 
BSA ran into problems on the last lap 
while battling with Boydstun. Johns 
proved to be the man to beat in moto 
two, getting by early leader Boydstun 
and opening a bit of a margin by race’s 
end as the Montesa and BSA riders 
argued over second. Johns’ 2-1 finishes 
were better than Boydstun's 1-2 at tro- 
phy time. The A-Jay pilot was a double 
winner, taking Classic 500cc over Hus- 
aberg rider Al Wenzel. 

On his way to a pair of overall wins, 
Canadian Maico rider Rick Hudson was 
mixed up in some close racing. In Over 
30 Expert, Scott Ross on his Honda held 
off Hudson for a narrow win, but the 
second race was all Hudson’s. Two 
races later, in Sportsman 500cc, Hudson 
was involved in a pass-and-repass affair 
with fellow Maico pilot Tony Glassier. 
Though Glassier won the first time out, 
Hudson made sure he got to the check- 
ered flag first to earn the overall. 

Morrill Griffiths also doubled, riding 
a Honda to the Sportsman 125cc Expert

PROGRESSIVE SUSPENSION 
HISTORIC CUP/BMW CLASSIC CUP 
ROAD RACE 


Iron Man winner Robert Borg pro- 
vided two races’ worth of excitement on 
a 250cc CZ motocrosser fitted with 
sticky street tires during Saturday’s road 
race. There were a record 258 Vintage, 
Battle of the Twins and Sound of Thun- 
der entries on Saturday, and another 28 
AHRMA Sound of Singles entries ran as 
part of Sunday's MRA modern program 
on the 1.8-mile public-streets circuit. 

In Borg's first race, 250cc GP, John 
Richardson was the early leader until he 
fell victim to treacherous turn one at the 
beginning of the sixth of eight laps. Borg 
was dicing with Larry Poons and Geoff 
McCarthy, both on Ducatis, and had just 
worked into second when Richardson's 
fall gave him the lead. Borg held off 
Poons for two more laps to earn his 
first-ever AHRMA road race win. 

Two races later, Team Obsolete's Erik 
Green led 350cc GP from the beginning 
on an AJS 7R, but his shadow was the 
pesky Borg. Unfortunately, before the 
CZ rider could try his luck at another 
win - and he looked like he fully intend- 
ed to - Borg got inadvertently taken out 
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in turn one by Johnny Demoissey. The 
win went to Green, pressured by 
Ducati-mounted Malcolme Tunstall, 
who had charged his way to the front 
during the second half of the race. In a 
gracious display of sportsmanship, 
Demoissey gave Borg an apology - and 
his third-place plaque - during the 
evening awards ceremony. 

Poons doubled up his 350cc GP win 
with a surprise victory in 500cc Premier. 
The Seeley Condor rider hounded Bar- 
ber’s Stephen Mathews all race, and the 
Matchless G50 rider looked to have the 
win sealed - that is, until his string of 
bad luck at Steamboat continued when a 
part in the G50's valvetrain broke in the 
last half of the last lap. Second went to 
BMW rider Ralph Auer, who had a race- 
long battle with Honda Drixton rider 
Stuart Carter. 

Auer, too, was a double winner, easi- 
ly taking Pre-'40 and not so easily win- 
ning class С. The latter was a back-and- 
forth affair with Fred Mork, riding his 
Manx Norton. On lap seven, for 
instance, Mork dived into the lead into 
turn one, only to have BMW-mounted 
Auer storm back into the lead two turns 
later. At the checkered flag, Auer held a 
small margin. Mork rode his ex-Dick 
Mann Matchless to the Classic '60s win 
over AJS pilot Lon McCroskey (А]5). 

Heritage Racing’s Adam Popp rode 
to a pair of convincing Honda-powered 
wins, first over hard-charging Honda 
rider Tim Stancill in Sportsman 350cc, 
then ahead of Will Harding’s Guzzi in 
Formula 750cc. 

Also doubling up in the win column 
was Paul Lima, taking his Norton from 
the back row to victory in Sportsman 
750cc and Formula Vintage. The latter 
saw a good race for second between 
Randy Bradesku on his BMW and 
Yamaha-mounted David Temple, with 
Bradesku earning second in this and the 
750сс race. 

Yamaha-mounted Rick Newnían 
doubled in vintage and modern, taking 
both Formula 500 and Battle of the 
Twins Two-Stroke. The latter was a 
close one over Formula 250 winner Chip 
Larkby. 

One of the best races on Saturday 
came in Battle of the Twins Formula 
One. Ducati-mounted Bill St. John held 
the narrowest lead over a raging battle 


involving Suzuki-mounted James Lick- 
war, Ducati rider Jeff Nash, and Chris 
Fillmore. Unfortunately, the race was 
called early when Fillmore dropped his 
Ducati 748 in turn nine. Second went to 
Nash, over Lickwar. Lickwar, however, 
got his revenge in Sound of Thunder, 
taking the win over Nash and Kelly 
Newman. As if that weren't enough, 
Newman and his Rotax prevailed over 
Nash and his Ducati in Sunday's Super- 
Mono. CN

BEST IN THE DESERT 
SILVER STATE SERIES

ul t 535 miles, Vegas-to-Reno is the 
longest off-road race in the Unit- 
ed States but, after a back-and- 
forth battle that had Kawasaki's 
top two desert teams handlebar to han- 
dlebar almost all the way from one gam- 
bling mecca to the other, this year's 
Nevada dash seemed more like the 
longest race in the world to. 

The KX500-mounted duo of Donnie 
Book апа Dave Ondas went head to 
head with pre-race favorites Ty Davis 
and Paul Krause right from the word go, 
passing and repassing their Team Green 
rivals in a no-holds-barred challenge 
that lasted 9.1/2 hours. The battle 
looked set to go all the way to the check- 
ered flag until a broken pipe kept Davis 
and Krause in the pits for five crucial 
minutes just 70 miles from the finish. 

“We were kind of the underdogs 
going into the race, but I knew we had a 
chance," Book said. "We've been riding 
well lately and we were able to hang 
and stay close, and when they had prob- 
lems, we took advantage of it." 

Book and Ondas stormed home with 
an average speed of 57.37 mph to take 
the win just four minutes ahead of race- 
long rivals Davis and Krause. They 
grabbed the $1300 Open Pro purse and 
major bragging rights with their third 
overall victory in the three-race-old 
series. 

"It feels good to win this," Ondas 
said. "We rode hard all day, and it paid 
off. We didn't have any real problems - 
just one flat. It was a good day for us." 

Vegas-to-Reno, which is organized 
by Casey Folks' Best in the Desert Rac- 
ing Association and is now in its second 
year, pits motorcycles and four-wheel 
vehicles that range from ATVs to facto- 
ry- backed off-road trucks against the 
two-track roads, rocky trails and sand 
washes of Nevada's high desert. The

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course begins on the outskirts of Las 
Vegas and runs northwest through 
Pahrump, Beatty, Goldfield, Tonopah 
and Fallon on its way -to the finish 
southeast of Reno. 

"The course was about the same as 
last year, but the rain they had in the 
past few weeks has really made a differ- 
ence," Davis said. "It's washed some of 
the roads away and made the course 
really rocky - there are rocks and boul- 
ders everywhere. That definitely slowed 
the pace down, but I think it's still too 
fast. It's dangerous going at these 
speeds when you don't know what's 
coming up." 

The 150 motorcycle entries began 
leaving the start shortly after daybreak, 
thankful that their 6:15 a.m. post time 
gave them a four-hour head start on the 
first of the four-wheel contenders. The 
Honda factory team of brothers Johnny 
Campbell and Jamie Campbell won the 
toss in the Open Pro class, which made 
their XR628 the first bike off the line. 
The rest of the field followed, one bike 
at a time every 20 seconds. 

As the Book/Ondas KX500 left the 
line in the number-five spot, three posi- 
tions ahead of Davis and Krause, the 
riders knew they had to finish more 
than a minute ahead of the rival KX500 
to take the win on adjusted time. 

“It’s an advantage to start last in class 
like we did, because you know exactly 
how you're doing all day," said Daryl 
Folks, who was teamed with John Rud- 
der on a KTM300 in the Over 30 Pro 
division. "You're not wondering where 
everyone else is; you actually know 
where they are. We didn't get the last- 
place start on purpose - we just got that 
spot in the drawing - but I was.contem- 
plating trying for it when it happened." 

The only disadvantage to starting last 
in class is having to contend with all of 
the dust kicked up by the earlier 
starters. 

"I rode the first section and it was 
really dusty," said Nick Pearson, who 






was teamed with his brother Russ on a 
KTM250 that left the start on the heels of 
the Open Pro entries. "I just had to chill 
out and wait until I could see before I 
could do anything." 

But even being first off the line did 
not guarantee a fast pace. 

"We had a few problems in the 
morning because the bike was really 
flat,” Jamie Campbell said. “It just 
wouldn't pull and it didn't have enough 
top end. I think maybe it just didn't 
have enough break-in time." 

The Book/Ondas and Davis/Krause 
teams soon established themselves as 


the ones to beat. 


"Book passed me about 20 miles out. 
He was just going fast, so I let him go, 
and Davis caught me at about 100 
miles," said Johnny Campbell. 

Book led the way as the racers 
dashed through pit one and hit warp 
speed on the long pole-line road that 
paralleled the highway on their way to 
pit two. Book and Ondas pulled almost 
two minutes on the Campbell Honda 
between pits one and two, and the dust 
helped to keep them more than two 
minutes ahead of the Davis/Krause 
entry on adjusted time. 1 

"There's a lot of fun stuff in this race, 
but a lot of fast sections that are really 
scary, too,” Davis said. "It's really dan- 
gerous because it's such high speed. Not 
being able to prerun it, you're pinning it 
down these roads wide open, then sud- 
denly there's a ditch. The rain had 
washed a lot of stuff out, and you'd be 
on the brakes hard and just couldn't 
slow down fast enough. But (race orga- 
nizer Casey Folks) can't really make it 
any tighter or we wouldn't get to the 
finish before dark." 

The high-speed run was even more 
interesting for five-time ISDE gold 
medalist Chris Smith, who was taking 
his first look at the Nevada desert from 
the seat of a Honda XR600 entered in 
the Open Expert class. 

"I'd never ridden in the desert and 
there was a lot of buildup," Smith said. 
“A lot of guys said it was dangerous, 
dangerous, dangerous. Sure, it would be 
if you were trying too hard and had 
your adrenaline pumping, but I just had 
a good time, and when I felt comfortable 
going fast, I went fast." | 

By the time the front-runners 
reached pit four, 170 miles into the 
race, the pace and the terrain were 
starting to take a toll on some of the 
later starters. Tim Redfern and Kenny 
Perkins, who had traveled from Col- 
orado Springs for the event, were call- 
ing for plastic weld to fix a cracked 
crankcase less than two hours from the 
start. Gary Dircks and Bryan Folks had 
lost the electric starter on their Hus- 
aberg and were faced with kickstarting 
the bike the rest of the way to Reno, 
and there were flat tires galore. 

"We rode 10 miles into pit four on a 
flat, and we got another one later in the 
day," Johnny Campbell said. "The rain 
had taken out a lot of the washes and 
left exposed rocks, and that definitely 
made it tough on tires. We usually don't 
get any flats, but this time we got two 
and our front tire is really worn out, 
much more so than normal." 


Destry Abbott, who was teamed with 
Garth Sweetland.on Team Vosburg's 
Open Pro KTM, also found the early 
going a little tough. 

"It was going, but that's about all 1 
can say about it," Abbott said. "I just 
started out real slow. I didn't feel good, 
and I went from third off the start back 
to fifth, and we went to sixth when 
Sweetland was on the bike. But we start- 
ed moving up in the middle of the race - 
passed everybody and got back up to 
third." 

Out in front, the two factory Kawasa- 
ki teams just kept on charging. Davis, 
who was eighth off the line, had worked 
hus way past the earlier starters and was 
second, physically, behind Book, when 
he handed over to Krause at pit four. 

“1 think I had the lead on time by 
seven or eight seconds, and Krause 
passed Ondas going into the next pit," 
Davis said. "We were having a clean 
race. Our only problem was dust early 
this morning. That made it a problem 
getting by guys, but that's desert rac- 
ing." 

Krause and Ondas swapped the lead 
back and forth all the way to the 
halfway point near the old mining town 
of Goldfield. When the Book/Ondas 
KX500 cleared pit seven near the Gold- 
field Cemetery at 11 a.m., the Davis/ 
Krause KX500 was less than a minute 
behind. Abbott and Sweetland dashed 
through the Goldfield pit in third, just 
ahead of KTM pilots Rick Bozarth and 
Jim Gray, who were picking up the pace 
after opting for a slow-but-steady 
approach in the early running. Greg 
Searle and Dennis Belingheri were 
maintaining a fast pace on their Open 
Pro Kawasaki and were running fifth 
overall and almost side by side with the 
Campbell Honda, which had already 
changed two rear tires. The Pearson 
brothers were well out in front of the 
250cc Pro field, racing a high seventh in 
the physical standings, and the lead in 
the Four-Stroke Over 450cc division 
turned over as the father-and-son team 
of Steve and Paul Pitts began shredding 
tires on their ATK605, and Paul Ostbo, 
who rode a long 270-mile section from 
pit two to pit nine, moved the Honda he 
shared with Casey Longman through to 
take over. 

“1 like riding long distances, and 1 


- was so nervous in the car that I would 


much rather be on the bike," Ostbo said. 
"The dust is a nice change for me. I live 
in Washington, and the last three prac- 


tice days I had up there, it rained an 


inch and a half each day. It’s nice to get 
down here and get dried out." 

Ondas lost time to a rear flat on his 
way into pit nine, 366, miles into the 
race, and, with Davis just 20 seconds 
behind in the physical standings, he had 
slipped into second on adjusted time. 

"The flat was our only problem up 
until then," Ondas said. "The bike was 
running really well, and we were both 
having a good ride." 

By the time the other racers reached 
pit nine, Abbott and Sweetland had lost 
time changing a tire and some pipe 
mounts, and had switched their focus 
from getting the win to making it to the 
finish. A bad foam tube had slowed the 
Bozarth/Gray KTM, radio calls were 
going out for medical care for a rider in 
the Over 30 Amateur division who had 
crashed and had possibly broken ribs, 
and the race was turning into a pan- 
icked sprint up Highway 95 for many of 
the pit crews, who were struggling to 
keep up with their riders. 

Speed was also becoming a factor out 
on the race course.’ 

"The distance is fun at a race like 





this,” Gray said. “It’s the mental chal- 
lenge that’s tough. This race is more 
mentally tiring than physically tiring. 
You've got to keep your concentration 
level up all day because you're traveling 
at such high speeds." 

The two-way tussle for the lead was 
still going strong as the front-runners 
swept through pit 10 with just 130 miles 
to go, but things changed almost as soon 
as Davis headed out for pit 11. 

"The pipe broke right after pit 10, 
and I had to ride a whole (64-mile) sec- 
tion like that," Davis said. "It was just 
vibration. It had been rattling since the 
start. I lost my brakes on that section, 
too. The pads had been put in crooked, 
so I wore them out a lot quicker than 
normal. And when I got to the pit, they 
weren't expecting me to have a broken 
pipe, and it took a while to change it. 
That could've gone better." 

Davis sputtered into pit 11 just 52 
seconds behind Book, which put him 
eight seconds ahead on adjusted time, 
but 5 1/2 minutes ticked by before the 
repairs were done and the KX500 was 
ready to head out again. 

“I knew something had каше to 
Davis,” Book said. “We left a pit togeth- 
er, and he was right there; then, after a 
while, I couldn’t see his dust anymore. 1 
just tried to keep it smooth and not 
screw up from there on. I was riding 
hard but I didn’t want to mess up and 
get off the course or hit a rock.” ` 

For the Pearsons, it was smooth sail- 
ing all the way at the front of the 250cc 
Pro class. 

“We started first in our class and, 
once we got away from the next-fastest 
team, we relaxed. We had three or four 
minutes on them, so that was real nice,” 
said Nick Pearson, who, along with his 
brother Russ, was trying to make it 
three-for-three in the Silver State Series. 
“We somehow got out in front of our 
class early in all of these events and just 
cruised after that. We had to change a 
tire today, which took about 45 seconds, 
but we weren’t sweating it at all.” 

There was plenty of sweating going 
on in the hotly contested Over 30 class, 
which had been a three-way battle all 
the way between the Folks/Rudder 
KTM, a Honda piloted by Reno-area 
racers Darrol Brown and Kevin Brown, 
and a Yamaha piloted by Tom Willis 
and Steve Cole. The battle took an inter- 
esting twist when Folks, who had finally 
pulled out a lead, came across a downed 
rider just 70 miles from the finish. 

“Dennis Belingheri was lying on the 
side of the course with the bike wadded 
up beside him. I stopped for him for 
quite a while - he was having a hard 
time breathing - then I rode on to the 
next check and stopped to get him some 
help,” Folks explained. “It cost me about 
five minutes.” 

And five minutes was enough to let 
Steve Cole dash by and take over the 
class lead. 

“When I stopped for (Belingheri), he 
said somebody had already helped him, 
and I knew that must've been Folks,” 
Cole said. "I knew he'd been five min- 
utes in front of me, and I didn’t want to 
take the lead from him like that, so I 
slowed down and handed the race back 
to him.” 

Cole’s sense of fair play eventually 
bumped him back to third in class, 
when the Darrol/Kevin Brown Honda 

dodged around him on the final ridge. 
` . "Jt was real slick up there, with a cliff 
on one side," Cole said. "We'd run the 
same tire the whole way, and it was 
breaking loose all the time. I didn't want 
to go flying, so the second guy got me 
there." 


Out in front, there was no passing 
and no going flying. Book completed his 
sprint to the finish with room to spare 
and took the checkered flag just after 4 
in the afternoon. 

"This is great and it makes it three in 
a row - we won Tonopah, Mesquite and 
now here," Book said. "We won by con- 
centrating on finishing - just stay on the 
gas, go fast where you need to, and be 
careful in the rocks." 

Ondas reported that the team had no 
problems at all on its way to the win- 
ner's circle. 

"We got a flat, but luckily it was 
coming into a pit and we were planning 
on changing a tire there, anyway," said 
Ondas, who thanked mechanic John 
Braasch and Kawasaki Team Green. 

Davis arrived four minutes and two 
seconds behind Book on adjusted time 
and wasn't exactly ecstatic about a sec- 
ond-place finish. 

"Other than that, we just had a good 
day, and the bike ran awesome," Davis 
said. "This series isn't going very well 
for us. We've had two breakdowns in a 
row, and now a pipe. It's been little stuff 
nicking me all year long - like at the Six 
Days, when I fouled plugs consistently. 
I never fouled plugs on a Kawasaki 
before. I'm waiting for the end of the 
year so I can start over." 

The Campbell Honda finished 8 1/2 
minutes behind Davis in third overall. 

"We got pulled on horsepower all 
morning, and we got two flats and rode 
one of them for 40 miles, but we got 
going in the second half of the race and 
things turned out good," said Jamie 
Campbell, the younger half of the Amer- 
ican Honda/Fox/ Arnette Sunglasses / 
Arai-backed brother team that last raced 
together (and won the 250cc class) at 
SCORE International's San Felipe race in 
1992. "I thought Casey (Folks) did a 
really good job with the course this year. 
He had a lot more danger markers than 
last year. He has listened to what the 
riders were saying." 

Nick and Russ Pearson crossed the 
finish with a total elapsed time of nine 
hours and 49 minutes to grab fourth 
overall and first in the 250cc Pro divi- 
sion, which earned them $800. 

"We didn't really have enough speed 
to keep up with the open bikes in the 
fast stuff, but luckily some of them had 
some problems, and we could slip in 
there in front of a couple of them,” said 
Nick Pearson, who reported that a rear 
flat was the only problem the KTM- 
backed team had faced. "This race is 
definitely tougher than a regular Hare 
and Hound because it's so long. With 
540 miles, it’s hard to keep a bike run- 
ning that long, keep no flats and keep 
the suspension working. We are defi- 
nitely tir 

Fifth overall on adjusted time went to 
Rick Bozarth and Jim Gray, who had 
flirted with third overall most of the day 
and finished just over a minute behind 
the Pearson KTM. 

“We lost the silencer about 15 miles 
back, plus Rick had ridden at least 40 


miles on a rear flat and we lost time 
changing that at the last pit," Gray said. 
"That's where the Pearsons got in front 
of us. The course was very good and 
really well-marked. The only problem 
we had was keeping up in the pit vehi- 
cles." 

When Destry Abbott arrived at the 
finish to claim sixth overall, the 
Abbott /Sweetland KTM had lost more 
than just the silencer. The entire pipe 
was hanging loose, attached only by a 
bird's nest of safety wire that Abbott 
had installed about 35 miles from the 
finish line. 

"The mounts broke, and it fell off 
and bent, so it wouldn't fit right, and it 
was after the last pit, so there was noth- 
ing I could do," said Abbott, whose boot 
started to melt from the heat during the 
last few miles. ^I rode really well in the 
second half, but I didn't ride like I 
should've in the first half, and I'm dis- 
appointed with myself. It's the first time 
l've ridden since I came back from the 
(ISDE) Six Days, and I'm used to much 
tighter riding. The roads out here are 
scary.’ 

Daryl Folks brought the Folks /Rud- 
der KTM300 home in seventh overall to 
claim victory in the hotly contested 
Over 30 division. The winning time of 
just under 10 hours and 18 minutes put 
the duo four minutes ahead of the Dar- 
rol Brown/Kevin Brown Honda, which 
took second in class and eighth overall 
and was five minutes ahead of third- 
placed Willis and Cole. 

“There was more tight stuff than last 
year, which made it better, and there 
were (course workers) everywhere, 
stopping traffic and running checks,” 
Folks said. “I like that, because it made 
us safer. A lot of us Over 30 guys think 
about things like that now that we’re 
older.” 

Casey Longman and Paul Ostbo kept 
their charge going all the way to 10th 
overall and took the Four-Stroke Over 
450cc win on their factory-backed 
Honda by more than 20 minutes over 
Bryan Folks and Gary Dircks. 

“We had some problems when we 
were dicing with the Husaberg - the rear 
brake caliper broke, but we fixed it, got 
going again and pulled them the rest of 
the way,” the 17-year-old Longman 
said.

Eleventh overall went to KX250 rac- 
ers Keith Cayton and Rick Aldridge, 
who ran second to the Pearsons all day, 
and KX125-mounted Quint Betts and 
Abe Baumann took the 125cc Pro win in 
12th. 

"There were just two of us in the 
class - that's a big class for the 125s," 
Betts joked. "They were only 20 seconds 
behind us at the second pit, so we decid- 


. ed to get pretty serious. This thing 


It’s an awesome bike, and it ran 
well. We even ran the same tires the 
whole day."

You have to ride smart and smooth and 
make sure you rest on the roads and the 
dry lakes. It was a long day but I feel 
really good."

his race track has been good 
to me since nine years ago,” 
Scott Summers told the 
crowd from atop the victory 
podium at round 10 of the AMA Grand 
National Cross Country Series. Indeed it 
has, High Point being the site of Sum- 
mers’ first AMA national off-road win 
in 1988. | 

This victory marks the Team Honda 
rider’s 66th national win and moves him 
into a commanding lead for this year’s 
СМСС championship. Team Suzuki's 
Steve Hatch, who had been the rider 
most likely to snatch the number-one 
plate away from Summers this season, 
left High Point Raceway with medics 
and a possibly broken back after crash- 
ing into a tree at the end of a high-speed 
straightaway. Luckily for Hatch, the 
compressed vertebrae he suffered 
should heal quickly enough to allow 
him to climb back on a motorcycle in six 
to eight weeks. Unfortunately, the 
GNCC and National Hare Scrambles 
series rounds will have concluded 
before his recovery will be completed. 

“I'm going to train more than ever 
and ГЇЇ be ready for them in Ocala (next 
year's season opener)!” Hatch said. "I 
may be able to come back before sea- 
son’s end, but I’m not going to push it 
with this kind of an injury. If it was my 
hand or my foot or something like that, 
you know I'd find a way to get back into 
the battle.” 

Injuries have taken their toll on Team 
Suzuki this season, the largest of the fac- 
tory efforts in GNCC racing. Teammates 
Rodney Smith, Paul Edmondson and 
Hatch have all now spent time on the 
disabled list after winning two events 
apiece in the series to date. 

Smith and Edmondson remain long 
shots to win the title, as does Team 
KTM's two-time GNCC champion, Scott 
Plessinger. It would be necessary for 
Smith, Edmondson and Plessinger to 
win the three remaining rounds and 
prevent Summers from making the 
podium at a single event to claim the 
overall. Should Summers finish better 
than fourth at any of the next three 
races, he will claim his ninth AMA 
national off-road title. 

Continuing his steady weekly climb 
up the finishing order was Andrews 
Racing/Team Yamaha's Fred Andrews, 
who finished in the runner-up slot. 
Combining a good start and settling into 
the top three on the first lap, Andrews 
rode a trouble-free race to claim his top 
finish of the year to date. Rodney Smith 
rode the wheels off his Suzuki practice 
bike to take third after problems were 
detected on his race bike during the 
warmup lap. Using a well-worn 
machine that had been ridden in the 
morning's amateur race by his father, 
Smith plugged away at the course on a 
less-than-ideal mount and showed the 
power of perseverance by claiming one 
of the top slots. 

Cycle Gear/Team Yamaha’s Randy 
Hawkins rode another smart and con- 
sistent race to finish in fourth. Hawkins 
has spent the majority of the year work- 
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(Above) Scott Summers

ing his way up from mediocre starts, 
and High Point would prove to be no 
different. Team KTM’s Jason Dahners 
rode at the front of the pack for the 
majority of the event and appeared to 
have a lock on third until the final lap, 
when fatigue set in. Unable to run or 
train heavily due to a nagging rib 
injury, Dahners fell to the charges of 
Smith and Hawkins just before the 
white flag. 





Race morning found the hills of 
southwestern Pennsylvania shrouded in 
fog and mist that would eventually burn 
away to reveal bright and clear skies by 
race time. Rains the previous day that 
had threatened to turn the course into a 
quagmire dissipated early enough to 
leave the 8-mile track in perfect shape 
for round 10 of the GNCC series. When 
the 13 Pro riders took their spots on the 
starting line, noticeably absent were 


Great Britain’s Paul Edmondson (still 
recovering from a knee injury) and 
Team Yamaha’s GNCC National-num- 
ber nine, Frank Keegan. Edmondson's 
no-show left him with his fifth DNF in a 
series that allows riders to throw out 
their four lowest finishes, creating a 
must-win situation for the series rookie 
to have even a long-shot chance at the 
championship. 

Smith and his Suzuki were also 
nowhere to be seen just minutes prior to 
the start. Noticing a coolant leak after 
warming up his bike, Smith returned to 
the pits and found a broken cylinder- 
head stud. 

^We must have gotten a bad batch of 
studs," Smith said. "After we built the 
bike on Friday, I took it for a quick spin 
and found that one had broken. We 
tried to change this one in the pits, but it 
was broken right at the cylinder, and we 
didn't have enough time," Smith said. 

Grabbing his practice bike (with 
generic numberless plates) that was 
still warm from being ridden in the 
morning's amateur event, Smith 
reached the start in time to share the 
holeshot with teammate Hatch. Rarely 
beaten at the dead-engine start, the 
Suzuki duo were first into the woods, 
followed by the KTM pair of Plessinger 
and Dahners and the Yamahas of 
Hawkins and Andrews. The lone 
Honda (and solitary four-stroke) of 
Summers was in the seventh spot as 
they began lap one. 


By the midway point of lap one, the 
Pro field had broken itself into three dis- 
tinct packs of riders. Hatch, Andrews, 
Dahners, Summers and Team Green 
Kawasaki's Brian Keegan comprised the 
lead pack. Following some 20 seconds 
behind them were Smith, Hawkins, SCR 
Yamaha's Duane Conner, Plessinger 
and 1998 AMA National Enduro Cham- 
pion Mike Lafferty. The SCR/Yamaha 
of Doug Blackwell, Virginia's Brian 
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Hess and Washington state’s Scott 
McLaughlin were just off of the pace 
and at the rear of the Pro class. 

Through the barrels and heading 
onto the famed High Point national 
motocross track for the first time, Sum- 
mers had taken the lead and held a five- 
second advantage over Hatch. The two 
archrivals would break from the pack at 
this early stage of the race and set the 
scene for another epic Summers/Hatch 
showdown. A very distinctive contrast 
in both riding style and machinery, the 
points leaders have found themselves in 
this situation more than once this sea- 
son, racing away early and preparing 
for the all-important final lap. Summers, 
elbows down, butt back and four-stroke 
booming is an anomaly on the circuit, as 
is Hatch, who rides with a wide-open 
find-an-extra-gear-where-others-don't 
approach. Both styles obviously work, 
as the two riders were tied on points 
when the day began. 

Nearing the midpoint of the nearly 
three-hour race, Andrews was well in 
command of third by the fourth lap after 
a rocky first few laps. After pitting to fix 
his front brake, Andrews revealed that 
"(The day) started out pretty good, but 
my front brake came loose and I hit a 
tree. I had to start playing catch-up, as 
usual." Dahners had outlasted Brian 
Keegan in a well-fought battle for fourth 
and had 15 seconds on the Kawasaki 
rider. Conner, Hawkins and Smith were 
evenly spaced, 20 seconds apart from 
the top five. For the third race in a row, 
Plessinger retired early and was back in 
the pits with a KTM suffering from sus- 
pension problems. Unable to account for 
the bad luck that has seen him retire 
from five races while remaining healthy, 
Plessinger's typical late-season hot 
streak cannot start in time for him to 
claim a fifth national off-road title. 
Plessinger did return to the track for a 
few laps, unscored, on his '98 machine, 
to get in some testing time. 

Conner would also soon retire, his 
hand not yet healed from an early-sea- 
son injury. (He received multiple frac- 
tures in a practice accident.) Though 
able to hang on for a surprise fourth at 
the previous round in Ohio, he was in 
no shape to take the beating handed out 
by the High Point course on this day. 

Lap six of the nine-lap event would 
provide the turnaround of not only this 
one race but the entire season for Hatch. 
After center-punching a tree at high 
speed after Andrews had caught up to 
the lead duo, Hatch was slow to his feet 
and feared serious damage to his back. 
Hatch recounted the incident afterward. 

“I was going down this fast, grassy 
straightaway in fifth gear, a gear higher 
than I'd ever done it, and my hand 
came off the bars," Hatch said. "I got it 
back on, and I hit these braking bumps 
that had gotten a lot deeper as the day 
went on, and then they tore the bars 
out of my hand again. There were two 
trees about five or six feet apart that we 
had to go between and I hit one just 
like a dart with my helmet. It was prob- 
ably 3 or 4 feet around, and it knocked 
me out for a couple of seconds. I was in 
severe pain, and when riders asked me 
if I was okay, this time I had to tell 
them no." 

Medics were immediately on the 
scene. From his home in California some 
days afterward, Hatch wished to 
express gratitude to the promoters for 
their efforts to increase rider safety. 

"| really want to thank Racer Produc- 
tions and the Coombs family for having 
such a well-run series," Hatch said. "If 
they didn't have course marshals all 
around the track with radios, it could've

taken five or 10 minutes to get to me. 
They were there right away to help. 
Thank God for radios. I'd also like to 
thank Chuck, who was at the scene, and 
the hundreds of people who have called 


to make sure that I was okay, including · 


Summers and Bramblett (Summers’ 
man in the pits)." 

With Hatch out of the mix, Andrews 
secured second position but would not 
be able to challenge for the lead. Dahn- 
ers held a 30-second lead on the trio of 
Smith, Hawkins and Keegan, who held 
a one-minute advantage over Lafferty 
and the rest of the pack. 

Just prior to the white flag, Smith and 
Hawkins both overtook Dahners, who 
had begun to fade. 

“I got caught in lappers and took a 
bad line and Rodney just walked by," 
Dahners said. "The same thing hap- 
pened with Randy. I hung with them for 
a couple of miles, and then I just got too 
tired." 

At the finish, it was Summers pulling 
out what appeared to be a relatively 
easy victory, given all that was happen- 
ing behind him. 

"My XR worked so good on that 
hard, slippery stuff,” Summers said. "I 
felt like (the bike) really won the race - I 
was just riding it! I just tried to relax and 
get in the rhythm because the track just 
kept getting better and better, and I fig- 
ured early on that the last lap would 
probably be the fastest one, so I was 
conserving energy for later on. I felt like 
I had another gear if I needed to use it, 
but on the last lap there wasn't anybody 
there (challenging), so I just slowed 
down a little bit and took good lines." 

Two minutes behind Summers was 
Andrews, who congratulated the win- 
ner. 

"Scott rode a heck of a race, and he 
rode the wheels off of that heavy thing, 
is all I can say," Andrews said. "Some 
people call it a play bike, but Scott sure 
doesn't play around on it." 

Over three minutes behind Andrews 
was Smith and his very tired Suzuki, 
which had endured over five hours of 
racing on this day. Exhibiting the tenaci- 
ty that has garnered many champi- 
onships and national and international 
race wins, Smith's perseverance was 
rewarded with third-place points.

Hawkins, encountering lappers on the 
final lap, was unable to challenge Smith 
and settled for fourth. Dahners finished 
six minutes behind winner Summers to 
complete the top five. 

Finishing sixth for the second race in 
a row was 250cc A rider, High Point 
local and GNCC quadcycle champion 
Barry Hawk on his Bromley's Suzuki. 
Brian Keegan and Mike Lafferty fin- 
ished seventh overall and eighth overall 
at the final tally. Then came 250cc A rid- 
ers Jimmy Jarrett and Darryl Conner, 
who rounded out the top 10 on their 
Yamahas. With his ninth overall and 
second in class, Jarrett secured the 1997 
250cc A title and plans a jump to the AA 
class at the next event on October 4 in 
Crawfordsville, Indiana. €N

21 
awasaki's Ty Davis turned a 
fast, dusty course to his 
advantage and ran away with 
the win in the northern Neva- 
da round of this year's National Hare & 
Hound series. The KX500 ace put the 95- 
mile course behind him in just two 
hours and 10 minutes and, with his 
fourth win in the best-five-out-of-seven 
series under his belt, Davis is just one 
victory away from wrapping up his first 
National championship in the presti- 
gious Hare & Hound competition.

dust," Davis said. "It was so bad. I 
looked back and I said, ' You know 
what? They are going to have to play 


hell to get around me now.’ There was 


no way they could do it, so I kind of 


‚ took it easy." 


The promise of championship points 
and the lure of a nearly new riding area 
drew almost 200 riders to the start of the 
round-four event just outside of Yering- 
ton, a small town 50 miles southeast of 
Reno. The racers were greeted by a two- 
loop course that included a liberal dose 
of virgin terrain and a bomb run that 
would remain virgin until the banner 
dropped for the start of the race. 

"You can't prerun the bomb here. It's 
a BLM rule," explained Chuck Worley, 
race coordinator for the High Sierra MC, 
which sponsored its first National Hare 


& Hound last year. “The BLM gives us а 


lot of leeway out here - that's why we've 
got so much new terrain to ride - and 
not prerunning the bomb is what we do 


in return. Га like to thank all the riders 
for being so cooperative. They have real- 
ly been great with it." 

The no-prerun rule did not apply to 
excursions on foot, so the top racers 
were out early, walking the opening sec- 
tion to pick a line and check out the big 
ditch that ran right across the middle of 
the bomb run. 

The banner dropped for the Expert 
riders at 10.30 a.m., and there was noth- 
ing to see but a cloud of dust as the all- 
out sprint toward the ditch began. 

"Paul (Krause) got the jump on me 
and we drag-raced to the ditch," Davis 
said. "When we came to the ditch, he 
went straight and I cut to the inside of 
him like a motocross turn, and I got the 
lead right there." 

The course began with a short 7-mile 
section that brought the racers almost 
back to the pits, then opened out into 
the fast-paced terrain of the rest of the 
48-mile first loop. Davis was more than 
30 seconds ahead of Krause at the end of 
the opening sprint, and it was clear that 


dust was going to be the word of the 
day. 

1 have no idea how I was doing, off 
the start,” KTM250 racer Russ Pearson 
said. “My goggles were fogging up, so I 
went to clear them out and I was just 
getting ready when the flag dropped, so 
I was a little bit behind. A bunch of peo- 
ple jumped out in front of me, and that 
was it. It was just putt, putt, putt, it was 
so dusty.” 

Dana Van Stee, who is leading the 
championship points race in the 125cc 
Expert class, got a much better start than 
Pearson, but he, too, was trapped in 
blinding dust before he had a chance to 
pick up the pink ribbon that marked the 
first loop.

"I had a good jump, but the bomb 


narrowed down real bad at the end, so I | 


kind of got squeezed into a ton of dust 
like everybody else," Van Stee said. 
"There were people going down all over 
in the dust, so I just tried being careful, 
riding a good ride." 

When the starting frenzy was over, 
Davis had an almost-comfortable lead 
over his Team Green teammate Krause, 
who was also campaigning a KX500. 
KTM 300-mounted Nick Pearson was 
hard on the gas in third, and Vet Expert 
Dan Richardson, KX250 pilots Chris 
Brown and Donnie Book, and Open 
Expert Dave Hamel on a Pro Circuit 
KX500 were snapping at his heels. 

"It was so dusty that it was almost 
impossible to tell how you were doing 


off the start, and I rode really cautiously | 


after that,” Richardson said. “A couple 
of guys passed me, but I didn’t want to 
push it.” 
One of the riders who elbowed his 
way past Richardson was Russ Pearson. 
“I got him right off the start - about 


three or four miles out," Pearson. "He 
was rocking me real bad going up à 
sand wash. Then I passed Oakley 
Lehman. It looked like he had hit a rock 
or something, because he was looking at 
his bike." 

Chris Brown crashed in a pile of 
rocks not long after he cleared the bomb 
and had to play catch-up for the rest of 
the morning, but some of the racers 
were having trouble getting even that 
far. 

"I had a terrible start," KTM 360 
racer Jim Gray said. "It took two kicks to 
get it going, and I must've been dead- 
last off the line. The dust was way worse 
than it normally is at a race. It was that 
powdery, talcum-powder-type dust that 
just hangs there." 

Dave Ondas idled back to the pits 
after just six minutes of racing, and Ed 
McCoy was not far behind. 

“1 blew my radiator about 30 miles 
out when I was in sixth overall," said 
McCoy, a local favorite who was hoping 
the hometown terrain would help him 
add another Vet-class win to the two he 
already has toward this year's champi- 
onship title. “I can't believe my luck. I 
DNFed here at last year's race, too." 

Out in front, Davis had clear air and 
a strong bike, and he was enjoying 
every second. 

"I knew it was way too dusty for the 
guys behind me to do anything, so I 
knew I was pretty safe," Davis said. "I 
was having a lot of fun. The course was 
unbelievable. I’ve never ridden any- 
thing as fun as that. It was just sand 
washes, big berms - just like a 
motocross track. Yeah, there were rocks 
and stuff you had to watch out for, but 





it was so well-marked, real predictable. 
They had.one turn arrow like 20 feet 
before the corner so you knew right 
where the course would turn, and it 
was great.” 

Davis completed the first loop in 59 
minutes and was racing out into loop ` 
two just a minute and а half later! - A 
Krause idled into the 5-mph pits in sec- 
ond overall, just over three minutes 
behind the race leader, and Davis's lead 
had increased to almost five minutes 
before the chase began again. 

Nick Pearson's Open-class KTM was 
just seven seconds behind Krause going 
into the 45-mile second loop, and Don- 
nie Book's KX250 was snapping at his 
heels in fourth. 

“I got a fairly decent start - I was like 
fifth or sixth, but it was just so fast in the 
morning that I couldn't keep up,” said 
Book. "They were just pulling me all 
morning. I rode my butt off and just 
kept it pinned in the rough stuff. There 
were some crazy passes in the morning 
but with all the dust, you don't know

who you're passing or what you're 
doing." 

Dave Hamel cleared pit row in fifth 
overall. Destry Abbott headed out in 
sixth, followed by 250cc Experts Russ 
Pearson and Chris Brown. Dan 
Richardson led the Vet Expert class in 
ninth and Jeff Capt headed the four- 
stroke racers in 10th, two spots ahead 
of Paul Ostbo, who had led the four- 
stroke contenders when the first loop 
got under way. 

"| was about two spots ahead of Jeff 
Capt, but I made a mistake in a sand 
wash and mangled my shifter, and the 
rest of the race, I couldn't upshift," 
Ostbo said. "I could put it in first, but I 
couldn't get it out of first - I kept hitting 
a neutral, so for the whole race I just had 
to keep it in second and third, and kind 
of lug it." 

After pushing to establish a lead in 
the early going, Davis settled into his 
stride and relaxed as the tighter, more 
technical terrain of the second loop 
began. 

“І knew they were kind of a ways 
back there, so I just cruised the second 
loop - just kind of rode a steady pace 
and had fun, and enjoyed the day,” 
Davis said. "The course just kept getting 
better. І didn’t think it was going to be 
like that at all. I thought it was going to 
be a lot tighter, but it was just fun. Just 
that medium-speed, rhythmy stuff. You 
just get into the groove, and it's just a 
blast." 

With Pearson and Book breathing 
down his neck, Krause had less time to 
relax. 

"The three of us went into the pits 
right together, pitted, got out and head- 
ed out into the hills," Pearson said. "It 
got real tight and I got a little pumped 
up. Book caught me in a corner and 
passed me, and I followed in his dust 
pretty much all the way to the finish." 

Book wasn't content with third over- 
all and was soon trying to make his 
mark on second. | 

"He caught me a couple of times in 
the tight stuff, but then we would get 
into a little bit faster stuff and the 500 
would walk away from the 250," Krause 
said. "I had two things: I had clear air 
and a little more horsepower to my 
advantage, and I was able to hold him 
off." 

Hamel rode a steady pace in fifth 
overall and was never seriously chal- 
lenged, but Abbott disappeared from 
the running and returned to the pits, 
which moved 250cc ace Russ Pearson up 
into the number-six spot. Dan Richard- 
son's loop-two excitement consisted of 
moving past Chris Brown to steal sev- 
enth overall, and a tip-over was all that 
Capt could come up with. 

“І passed about three guys on the 
second loop and laid it down one time - 
just slid out the front end," Capt said. 
"Everything just went well. It was a 
good course - smooth, not all whooped 
out like Lucerne Valley. This is a great 
place to ride." 

Four-stroke rival Paul Pitts was 
pushing hard just one spot behind Capt, 
trying to close the gap on the class 
leader. 

“1 was chasing Capt the whole first 
loop,” Pitts said. "Every rider he passed, 
I passed, and I almost caught him in cer- 
tain spots, but it was just too dusty to 
stay with him. On the second loop, 1 
was trying to catch him again. I was 
starting to, but then I hit a rock and it 
busted off my pipe and my rear brake 
about halfway around the second loop, 
and that was about it.” 

About the only racer who was mak- 
їпр апу serious progress was Gray, who

was still battling back from a two-kick 
start that left him 17th overall at the 
halfway point of the race. 

"I was just playing catch-up all day,” 
Gray said. “You couldn’t do any big 
passing - you just had to pick off the 
guys in the tight stuff when you could, 
and it was so dusty, it was really hard to 
pass. It was frustrating because I would 
catch up to guys in the tight stuff and 
then, all of a sudden, we would break 
out on a fast road, and I would have to 
slow down because I was in their dust 
again. I just rode smooth and smart. I 
never fell over, never fell out of con- 
trol.” 

Patrick Garrahan was also trying to 
recover from a slow start that left him 
back in 29th overall as he started out 
into loop two. 

“I got a three-kick start, so I was in 
dust all day and just worked through 
the pack as best I could,” the KTM 250 
racer said. “I really wicked it up and 
passed a bunch of people in the second 
lap. That's where | made up my time." 

But nobody could make up time on 
Davis. The newlywed racer rode safe 
and sane all the way to the checkered 
flag and continued his clean sweep of 
the series by taking win number four 
with an impressive 6 1/2-minute mar- 
gin. 
"| rode a pretty fast pace in the first 
loop, but I slowed down a bit in the sec- 
ond loop to pick my way through the 
rocks and make sure I didn't have a 
problem," Davis said. ^This hasn't been 
a great year for me, and I wanted to 
make it to the finish. I only need one 
more win after this (to clinch the series), 
so it really feels so good to be here." 

With Davis so far ahead, second- 
placed Krause enjoyed dust-free run- 
ning for most of his 93-mile race. 

"It was great," the Kawasaki Team 
Green-backed Krause said. "The bike 
worked super, and I had a really good 
time. It was fun, well-marked - just real- 
ly neat desert, and finishing second to 
Ty is like winning, as far as I'm con- 
cerned, with everyone who's behind me. 
I have my two throwaways already in 
the series, so I've got to do really well 
the rest of the season. If I can log a 
bunch of second-place finishes or pick 
up a first every now and then, it would 
be perfect." 

Book held Nick Pearson at bay all the 
way to the finish to take third overall, 
and also scored the win in the 250cc 
Expert division. 

"It was kind of hard, going from a 
KX500 on Friday (at the Vegas-to-Reno 
point-to-point team race) to a KX250 
today, and it took me a while to adjust 
to that, but once I did that I was able to 
pick up the pace again,” Book said. “I’ve 
ridden a 250 all the way through this 
series. I didn't finish the first round, but 
I think this should move me up to some- 
thing like third in the overall standings, 
and I believe I’m tied for first in the 250 
class." 

Nick Pearson reported a trouble-free 
ride all the way to fourth overall, ahead 
of Dave Hamel on a Pro Circuit Kawasa- 
ki KX500, as well as KTM 250 racer Russ 
Pearson, who completed his ride in 
sixth. 

"] thought the course was okay," said 
Russ, the younger of the Pearson broth- 
ers. "The first loop was fast, with lots of 
rocks. It was just a little dangerous with 
the rocks, but it wasn't bad. The second 
loop got fun. The rocks there slowed the 
speed down, and you could actually 
have some fun up in the hills." 

Richardson topped the Vet division 
in seventh overall, seven places ahead of 
his nearest Over 30 rival, Jon Parks, and 


Capt held out long enough to claim the 
Four-Stroke win, one place ahead of 
ATK-mounted Pitts, and three places 
ahead of Honda-mounted Ostbo, who is 
his main rival for the class champi- 
onship. 

“I've got two firsts so far in the 
series,” Capt said. “I missed the races in 
Idaho and Utah, so I've got to finish out 
the rest of the series and hopefully win 
again." 

"That was one of the funnest things 
Гуе done in a long time," Ostbo said. 
"The course was beautiful. I.don't know 
why Nationals don't have third loops 
anymore, though. I’m ready to go for a 
third loop. All these kids, they've got 
their tongues hanging out. You've got to 
figure it's too many Pop Tarts or some- 
thing." 

Van Stee turned in a stellar ride 
aboard his KX125 to continue his clean 
sweep of the 125cc division with a finish 
in 12th overall. 

“The first loop was right up my 
alley," Van Stee said. "It was really fast, 
and the dust was able to clear a little bit 
from the rider in front of you before you 
could get there, so you could go really 
good. It was awesome. And the second 
loop was what a National should be: It 
was tight and it was good." 

Jim Gray's sprint took him all the 
way up to 15th in the final standings. 
Alan Deyo rode a KTM 300 and took the 
Senior-class win with a 28th overall fin- 
ish, and Gary Vanderpool led the Super 
Seniors home in 36th overall. 

"| got a good start and kind of 
worked my way back to here," Deyo 
said with a grin: "It was all pretty fast

aul Zander shot his monstrous BSA 
D: the Goshen Iron Horsemen hill 

to set fast time of the day with a 
single ride. The Pennsylvanian rookie 
blasted onto the hill in a no-holds- 
barred assault to take his first-ever Pro 
National Hillclimb victory in the 800cc 
class. 

Scott McNeely set fast time in the 
540cc division. Utilizing the tacky condi- 
tions in the first round, McNeely styled 
with an airy jump over the doubles to 
take his first-ever Pro Hillclimb win this 
year. 

The last weekend of summer was the 
perfect time for the annual pro hillclimb 
at Middlebury, Indiana's own Goshen 
Iron Horsemen Motorcycle Club. With 
temperatures in the 70s, the 51-year-old 
club's grounds boasted several changes, 
with newly bulldozed-out spectator 
areas and improved parking conditions. 
Located near Goshen, the Goshen Iron 
Horsemen Motorcycle Club sponsors 
two pro hillclimb events each year in 
addition to amateur events and flat- 
track races throughout the year. This 
particular event is "The Fall Event." 

This stop on the pro circuit provided 


racers with a 145-foot hill, light to light - 
the shortest climb on the circuit. What 
the hill lacks in speed and distance, it 
makes up with airy, showy rides. 


540cc 


Randy Dillion of Goshen started the 
field of 19 540cc riders. Staying centered 
coming off the starting log, Dillion 
rolled over the jump and over the sec- 
ond breaker. He then pinned the throttle 
open on his stretch Honda, recording a 
conservative run of 4.9893. Round two 
proved slower yet; while his approach 
looked just as fast, the clock proved oth- 
erwise, showing a 5.3202 for his efforts. 
Dillion finished in 16th place. 

Mike Pulver was the first rider to 
double the jumps, and he stayed cen- 
tered off the log to finish his ride in a 
showy aerial over the top while record- 
ing a time of 3.2627 seconds. Pulver's 
return trip to the Iron Horseman's 
Motorcycle Club hill proved slower. 
Putting together another clean, center- 
line run, Pulver launched his light- 
weight, stretched Honda over the dou- 
ble jump. Upon landing, Pulver 
opened the throttle as he dashed for 
the lights and finished the ride with a 
lofty exit over the top. The 3.3253 for 
his second ride forced Pulver to rely on

the first-round ride to take his second- 
place finish. 

“1 thought I had some making up to 
do on the second round; I came back 
and I got a little too much traction out of 
the hole and jumped too far," Pulver 
said. “I just want to thank Stoden's 
Cycle Ranch, Finishing Touch and Indy 
Powder Coating." 

Scott McNeely used a groove slightly 
left in the box for his assault on the 145- 
foot hill. McNeely manhandled the 
stretched Honda as he and his machine 
dug in. Utilizing the excellent launch, 
McNeely jumped the doubles and land- 
ed perfectly with the throttle pinned, 
motoring to and over the top in a pro- 
fessional and showy exit over the top. 
McNeely rocked the clock with an 
impressive 3.2186, placing him on the 
bubble for the first-round action. In the 
second round, McNeely used the far left 
side of the course for his chosen groove. 
Hard off the log, McNeely got a good 
launch and landed just over the second 
kicker. He got hard on the gas and 
screamed to the top to log a slow time of 
3.5660. The elected second ride proved 
fun and exciting for the ecstatic West 
Virginian. ^I didn't really have to ride 
the second run, but I opted to, because 
the hill was in pretty good shape," 
McNeely said. "Special thanks to MAC 
Cycle Supply, Logan Suzuki, Kawasaki, 
Townsend Specialties, my dad, and 
Clarence Browning." 

Paul Lowe utilized the left side of the 
course as he got staged on the log. A 
crisp launch put Lowe over the jump 
with an excellent landing as he cleared 
the double. Flying over the top, Lowe 


at Go 
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stopped the clocks with a 3.3223-second 
run. Lowe's second ride, like most of the 
field, turned up a slower time. Choosing 
a center line and staying centered the 
entire second ride, Lowe landed long, 
using the whole travel of his suspension 
as he hit hard. Rocketing to the light, 
Lowe clocked a 3.6679 for his second 
ride. The faster first ride still pocketed 
Paul Lowe a third-place finish. 

“I kind of overjumped the jump there 
a little bit... I believe I could've gone a 
little faster if I hadn't got so much air," 
Lowe said. "Thanks to Logan Suzuki, 
Kawasaki and MAC Cycle Supply." 


800cc 


Mike Shobert, aboard his Petty-built 
Triumph, got the field of 16 riders off to 
a noisy start. The nitro-fed, stretched 
Triumph barked as Shobert utilized a 
center-line attack as he jumped the two 
obstacles, only to case it, landing a cou- 
ple of feet short of the crest of the sec- 
ond kicker. With the rear tire, Shobert 
hit bottom, hard. Rebounding, he got 
back on the power, staying centered as 
he flew over the top in a 3.7867-second 
run. In round two aboard the Triumph, 
he came up short. After launching over 
the jumps, Shobert crashed and was 
credited with a 98-foot run, finishing 
I3th for his efforts. 

Zander chose the center groove for 
his first ride. Once fired and warmed 
up, he pounded the BSA out of the hole 
for an airy, straight-as-an-arrow ride 
over the double. Landing on the chain- 
wrapped rear tire, Zander already had 
the throttle open as he unicycled the 
stretched BSA up the hill, carrying the 
front wheel a good 45 feet and setting 
down just before the lights, to clock an 
awesome 3.0881. This was Zander's one 
and only pass on Goshen's Iron Horse- 
men Hill. 

"Man, we knew it was coming," Zan- 
der said. "We were waiting; we've been 
just putting our heads down and just 








wishing for the best every week. You 
know, even if we don’t win, we know 
we did the best we could. I’ve got to 
thank my sponsors - Weisco Piston, Off 
Road Cycle Supply, Scott Goggles, WD- 
40, RL Smith Garage, Pro Artworks Hel- 
met Designs - and, of course, my dad.” 

Robert Shreiner put his beautifully 
stretched H-1 Kawasaki Triple on the 
hill’s face in a screaming frenzy. Shrein- 
er's alcohol-fed machine seemed to 
howl in protest as he launched for the 
double. Landing hard, Shreiner's ride 
fell apart quickly. He got out of shape, 
bouncing upon impact on the far side of 
the second kicker. Out of control and 
heading out of bounds, Shreiner shut 
down and took a distance of 120 feet for 
his first ride. Shreiner, the current Pro 
Hillclimb Association president, 
returned for a fast completed run. Cen- 
tered all the way, Shreiner’s climb began 
with a clean exit of the starting area. 
Launching over the jumps, he sat down 
with the throttle ready as he wrung the 
triple for all it was worth. Howling over 
the top with a fast finish, the digital dis- 
play showed a third-place ride of 3.2892. 
Always in 11th place, just outside of the 
money, Shreiner gleefully celebrated his 
top-three finish. 

“I knew the bike would clear the 
jumps good... so the second round I left 
the hole a little loose, so it wouldn’t feel 
real hard and overshoot the jump,” 
Shreiner said. “Thanks to my sponsors, 
. B&B Sales and Service in Lancaster, and 
Yoyodine Titanium Fasteners and 
myself.” 

Glendal Petty Jr. got the crowd fired 
up with his showy ride. Pulling a good 
holeshot, Petty doubled the jumps with 
a cross-up in the air. Landing long over 
the kicker, Petty cased the nitro-fed 
Harley - hard. The teeth-jarring landing 
was dealt with by feeding the injected 
machine all it could drink as Petty blast- 
ed up the right side of the course. He 
made the light just before going out of 
bounds. Exiting on the right side of the 
hill, Petty bailed off as the stretched 
machine bounced down the back side of 
the hill. The showy ride produced a fast 
3.2532-second time. Less showy in the 
second round, Petty blasted over the hill 
for the last time as he finished up the 
field of 16 riders with a slower time. The 
native Hoosier settled for a second-place 
finish, relying on his earlier, showier 
ride to secure his finish postion. 

“It was a little high,” Petty said of his 
first ride. “I finally got it back down on 
the ground and I hit the throttle again. It 
snapped me back onto the back - I 
couldn't hardly hold onto it. I got to the 
timers and climbed off of it. I have to 
thank Stoden's Cycle Ranch; DA Lubri- 
cants; Jeff Yoder; my uncle, Ron Petty; 
and my dad, Glen; also, Bumpstik Sus- 
pension." €N

New Hampshire International Speedwa

n incredibly frantic last 
hour of the 61st Bol d'Or at 
the Paul Ricard circuit in 
southern France saw 
Kawasaki France hold 
onto their lead despite an overheating 
engine and a valiant late-race charge by 
Miguel DuHamel. The factory Honda 
rider was on the limit late in the race in 
an effort to force Terry Rymer into 
making a mistake, but it was an error 
that never came. 

Rymer, after briefly running 
DuHamel's pace, settled into a holding 
pattern to cross the line a mere one 
minute and 16 seconds ahead of the 
Honda RC45 after 24 hours of racing. 

“I was riding with two fingers over 
the clutch, but we just wanted to prove 
for a couple of laps that our bike was 
capable of running their pace," Rymer 
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said with a grin. 
While Kawasaki might have won 
the battle, it was Suzuki who won the 
war, with Doug Polen and Peter God- 
dard finally confirmed as the new 
World Endurance Champions after fin- 
ishing fifth. 

The Bol, run in 24 hours of perfect 
racing conditions, was Kawasaki's first 
points in a year of blown motors and 
Rymer's first win of the season - and 
his third Bol d'Or title. The race was 
also run at record pace with the win- 
ning machine covering 692 laps - 19 
more than the record set by Rymer, 
D'Orgeix and Jean-Louis Battistini in 
Kawasaki's 1995 win in the Bol. 

"We came into the race hoping for 
top three, but we had some good luck 
for a change - a bit different to Spa, 
when we broke down with 25 minutes 
to go when we were leading," Rymer 
said. "Our bike was overheating at the 
end." 

Rymer was credited with the fastest 
lap of the race, three hours into the race 
with a 1:59.212. The pace in the final 
hour for Rymer and DuHamel was two 
minutes flat, but it was a dramatic turn 
of events that gave Kawasaki the victo- 
ry despite DuHamel's incredibly 


aggressive display 
as he tried to close the gap. The Cana- 
dian was up and over curbs, sliding 
wildly, even clipping the Airfence on 
the exit of the final turn every lap, but 
his superhuman effort could not over- 
come two earlier problems which 
slowed the team. 

“1 tried hard," DuHamel said. “1 
didn't get much time on the bike in 
practice but as the race went on, I felt 
more comfortable. I think that showed 
in the last hour when I was really able 
to push it. You never know what might 
happen if you apply a little pressure. 
The fans were loving it, too, so I was 
popping a few wheelies - but trying not 
to crash at the same time." 

The Smokin' Joe's Honda superbike 
star had jetted in from Honda's 50th- 
birthday-party celebration in New York 
late on Thursday night to stamp his 
authority on the event with the help of 
Frenchman William Costes and Christ- 
ian Lavieille on Honda France's factory 
RC45. After gearbox-reliability prob- 
lems earlier in the year, a new CTS 
quick-shifter system ensured there was 
no repeat disaster for the team and they 
appeared to be cruising to a two-lap 
victory - despite Lavieille picking up a 
flat tire at 3:30 a.m. But just before 10:30 
a.m on Sunday, DuHamel was battling 








on track with Brian Mor- 
rison when the Kawasaki showered the 
Honda with stones, one of them pierc- 
ing the radiator. The team lost nearly 
five minutes replacing the radiator, 
putting their rivals back on the lead lap. 

Then Lavieille, who was trying to 
make up time, crashed a couple of laps 
later and the team lost a further seven 
minutes repairing the damaged bike. 
This ended up dropping them two laps 
down on the Kawasaki and placing 
them under the threat of the surviving 
Yamaha France entry that included Brit 
Steve Hislop. 

"DuHamel's bike was quicker so he 
was blitzing me on the straights, but I 
would get him back in the corners," 
Morrison said. "I looked over to see 
where he was and he'd dropped back. I 
thought he'd got a backmarker but one 
of the stones from my bike had obvious- 
ly holed his radiator. What a shame, 
eh?" 

It was no smooth race for Kawasaki 
France, either. They had an immediate 
clutch problem as Rymer took off from 
the traditional “Le Mans" start, but ran 
for the first four hours with virtually no 
clutch before losing 15 minutes replac- 
ing the unit. And then, with two hours 
remaining, Morrison handed over to 
D'Orgeix, reporting an overheating 
engine. Still, the motor held out to give 
Kawasaki its first win of the year. 














Third-placed finishers Hislop, 
Swede Christer Lindholm and French- 
man Andre van den Bossche teamed on 
the leading Yamaha France YZF750 
were threats all race long, despite han- 
dling problems. 

“We were still trying to get it sorted 
going into the race,” explained Hislop. 
“It seemed like the team was trying to 
follow the World Superbike settings, 
but they are on Dunlops. We are on 
Michelins and should have gone a dif- 
ferent route. It was particularly bad just 
after dawn. The front end was tucking 
badly in the fast Signes and le Beausset 
turns. The last thing you want to do is 
crash there.” 

Newly crowned German Pro Super- 
bike Champion Lindholm, who was 
suffering from a fever early in the race, 
added: “The chassis setup was nothing 
like the YZF bike I race in Germany. 
That handles like a dream, but this bike 
was very strange. Its characteristics 
even seemed to change during the race. 
It was hard work for us.” 

The second Yamaha - with Norihiko 
Fujiwara, Jean-Marc Deletang and Jean- 
Philippe Ruggia handling the riding 
chores - retired during the second hour. 
Deletang had a fuel pump fail. While 
he was able to push back to the pits for 
repairs, Ruggia then went out and 
crashed in the fast Signes curve, 
destroying the bike. 

Between them, Kawasaki, Honda 
France and Yamaha contrived to. spoil 
Suzuki's World Endurance title cele- 
brations by keeping the GSXR teams 
off the rostrum in this final round of 
the series. Suzuki had already 
clinched the title, but had inexplicably 
split up their Le Mans and Spa win- 
ning team. 

Eric Gomez, riding with Stephane 
Coutelle and Bruno Bonhuil, pitted in 
the first hour of the race to replace an 
electrical sensor. But Suzuki team boss 
Dominique Meliand's plan backfired 
when Gilles Ferstler proved to be way 
off the pace at night and World Cham- 
pions elect Doug Polen and Peter God- 
dard had to ride back-to-back sessions. 
Then Polen started suffering from a 
stomach bug and Ferstler had to be 
brought back out. 

From running on the same lap as 
the lead Honda, they soon dropped 
two laps behind. Then, in the 17th 
hour, they dropped several laps 
behind after stopping to replace the 
exhaust system. Fifth place, however, 
was enough to give Polen and God- 
dard the title, seven points ahead of 
Eric Gomez. 

^We did our best to win the title by 
winning the race but couldn't match 
the pace, so we had to settle back and 
do the best we could," Goddard said. 

Polen, when asked if the exhaust 
problem was the main thing that cost 
them the chance of winning the race, 
held his hand up, laughed, but refused 
to comment. He was, however, moved 
to point out: "Each time the other guy 
(Ferstler) got on the bike, the lap times 
dropped. I don't know why I suddenly 
felt so ill in the night. Maybe it was the 
energy tablets they give us. They are 
full of natural ingredients. Maybe they 
didn't agree with me. Who knows? But 
l've never felt like that in a 24-hour 
race before. It certainly made it hard 
work." 

Asked to compare the World 
Endurance Championship with his pre- 
vious two World Superbike titles, Polen 
commented: "There's obviously no real 
comparison, since the World Superbike 
is a season-long championship with 
many races. But World Endurance is 


becoming so competitive that to win 
this thing is definitely a feather in your

А British team, Phase One 
Endurance, fielded two AMA Champi- 
ons, Jason Pridmore (AMA 750сс 
Supersport Champion) and Kiwi 
Andrew Stroud (AMA Formula Xtreme 
Champion), alongside Brit Brett Samp- 
son. Unfortunately, after running a 
consistent 10th and looking to be 
strong contenders for the top privateer 
team, they were forced to abandon 
their effort at 5 a.m when the number- 
two cylinder gudgeon pin broke up 
and sent the rod through the cases. 

However, riding the 1993-spec 
Kawasaki ZXR750, Pridmore was par- 
ticularly impressive, turning 2:00.4 lap 
times - in the dark! 

“I was happy with my times - I did 
fours at night,” Pridmore said. “I feel 
real sorry for them. They did a good 
job, made me real welcome, and the 
whole thing has been a lot of fun. Га 
love to come back and do this again - if 
the team will have me.” 

On this performance, however, 
many felt it likely the American would 
be a strong candidate for a factory team 
slot in the 1998 series. 

The Bol began with some spectacu- 
lar racing that saw all four of the Japan- 
ese manufacturers represented in a 
thrilling freight-train scrap for the lead. 
Lavieille immediately jumped into the 
lead on the Honda and had 1.2 seconds 
over Polen’s Suzuki coming onto the 
start/finish straight for the first time. 
Behind them were fast-starting Gerald 
Muteau's Honda (from 17th on the 
grid), Gomez on the second Suzuki, 
Hislop, then a gap to the Daffix Honda, 
Ruggia on the second Yamaha, and 
Peter Linden on the MSC93 Honda 
RC45. Gomez dropped down to 21st 
place on the sixth lap after pitting early 
to have a faulty electrical sensor 
replaced. 

Polen finally got into the lead after 
10 laps and got the break just after they 
started hitting heavy traffic. He went 
almost two seconds ahead inside three 
laps, but Rymer - having worked a pass 
on Lavieille - caught up and took the 
lead on the 17th lap. The Brit was cer- 
tainly rocking and by the time he hand- 
ed over to Brian Morrison, they were 
4.35 seconds clear of Polen. But after 
the first round of routine pit stops and 
the first hour of racing, the Honda was 
leading Morrison by 3.7 seconds with 
Goddard on the Suzuki in third, ahead 
of the two Yamahas. These were the 
only bikes left on the lead lap. 

After that, the race fell into a fairly 
settled pattern - almost staged to coin- 
cide with the 120,000 fans drifting off to 
the evening's party. But as they slowly 
woke after a night of partying, they 
were treated to one of the most spectac- 
ular finishes the Bol has ever known. €N

Briefly... 


The British-based Phase One Endurance 
Team boasted two AMA National Champions 
in its Bol d'Or lineup. AMA 750cc Super- 
sport Champon Jason Pridmore and For- 
mula Xtreme Champion Andrew Stroud 
joined. Brit Brett Sampson on the team's 
ZXR750 of 1993 vintage. Both Sampson and 
Stroud crashed early during practice week: 
Stroud went down when an oil plug blew and 
sprayed lubricant onto the rear tire. and 
Sampson was taken out by another rider. 
Neither rider was injured. Pridmore, making 
his European debut - and his first 24-hour 
race - "discovered" the Phase One team on 
the Internet. “| wrote them a letter introduc- 
ing myself and we began communicating, " 
Pridmore said. "Then Russell (Benney - the 
team owner) offered me the ride here. Our 
bike is. good, though not as fast as the facto- 
ry bikes. But the team is real professional 
and I'm having fun. The Paul Ricard circuit is 
really great - we have nothing like it back 
home. The back straight is like two and a half 
times Brainerd's!" Pridmore's previous 
Endurance experience was limited to a 
Kawasaki ride in the 1992 Suzuka 8 Hours, 
but the team crashed in the second hour and 


finished 41st. "The only disappointment is 


the lack of factory párticipation here - it could 
do with another six or seven factory bikes 
out there," Pridmore said. 


Kawasaki France used the two-ring pis- 
tons and redesigned titanium connecting 
rods first tried at the Suzuka 8 Hours to 
overcome а season of broken engines. At Le 
Mans, the team went out with a broken pis- 
ton (the old three-ring design) and at Spa the 
motor was destroyed due (they now believe) 
to.a rod failure. Team Kawasaki France. also 
reverted to steel valves (for longevity) over 
the titanium valves used in the 8 Hours. 
Despite this, it. had an eventful practice 
when one of the motors blew in the biggest 
possible way when reserve rider Bertrand 
Sebileau was on board. Team boss Christian 
Bourgeois was seen tipping used engine oil 
out. of the fairing bellypan and into the trash 
сап. “I'd say our bike is easily as strong as

Frenchman Andre van den 
Bossche was drafted in from the reserve 
berth, while Brit Steve Hislop was brought 
into the official team as a last-minute replace- 
ment for Mackenzie. Van den Bossche 
crashed twice in practice, at the high-speed 
Signes on Tuesday, 10 minutes before Nori- 


‘hiko Fujiwara crashed in the same spot. Van 


den Bossche also crashed on Friday morning 
coming onto the front straight. 


A former Kawasaki France rider (he won the 


Bol d'Or teamed with Carl Fogarty and Terry

England, Steve Hislop found the works

The solitary official Honda France RC45 
used revalved Showa suspension for thé Bol 
to improve the balance on the machine. The 
team also spent three days in August testing 
a CTS quick-shifter and went into the race 
satisfied with its reliability: The team retired 
with gearbox failure at Le Mans. Daffix 
Honda enjoyed semi-works support: Their 
RC45 had factory suspension and swingarm 
plus the same "double-injection". as used on 
the World Superbike Castrol Hondas. 


Proclamations of Doug Polen and Peter 
Goddard as 1997 World Endurance Champi- 
ons after the Suzuka 8 Hours became a little 
premature when Suzuki France opted to split 
the Le Mans and Spa winning combination of 
Polen, Goddard and Eric Gomez for the Bol. 
During practice, team boss Dominique 
Meliand explained: "The manufacturer's. cham- 
pionship is still not decided. If Yamaha wins, 
Suzuki must still finish fourth to clinch the title, 
so | decided to split the teams, and having 
Eric on the second bike will improve our 
chances of getting both bikes onto the ros- 
trum." Asked if the real reason was to try to 
ensure a French title winner, Meliand refused 
to comment but replied only with a wry grin. 
The team lineup was Polen and Goddard with 
Frenchman Gilles Ferstler. Gomez joined 
Stephane .Coutelle and Florian Ferracci іп an 
all-French team. Polen, speaking just after the 
final morning warmup on race day. said: “Of 
course | was a little disappointed when | first 
heard (the trio would be split). We'd have a 
better chance if Eric was with us, but in terms

Superbike. The former two-time World 
Superbike Champion qualified: the Suzuki 
France GSXR750 on pole at the Bol with a 
1:57.936. Kawasaki France qualified second 
with a 1:58.343. Polen was also fastest 
through the speedtrap at 188.294. No one 
else broke the 186-mph barrier, with. Christ- 
ian Lavieille being the closest with a 185.6 
mph on the works Honda. "To get that top 
speed, | got an incredible. draft," said Polen. 
"| got three bikes down the Mistral one after 
the other and it sucked me all the way to the 


revlimiter. It pulled an extra 300 rpm down

COLLEGE STATION, TX, SEPT. 18 
eam Suzuki Endurance bagged its 
Tz victory, further accentuating 
its total domination of the WERA 
National Endurance Series. In 96-degree 
heat, under a bright Texas sun, TSE’s 
biggest trouble came from lapped riders, 
and, in the end, it made no difference. 

“It was frustrating and stressful deal- 
ing with the slower riders,” TSE rider 
Grant Lopez said. “The layout of the 
track has turns three through seven 
bunched together, and the backmarkers 
took erratic lines through that section 
and you had to be extra-careful going 
through there.” 

Second place went to Arclight Rac- 
ing, but the team had to come back from 
an extra-long pit stop that saw them a 
lap down until the seventh-hour red- 
flag restart. Nielsen Racing ran in sec- 
ond for six hours but couldn’t match the 
power of the Arclight Racing Suzuki 
600cc superbike with its supersport 
machine, and fell to third place. 

TKO Racing finished fourth, but not 
before dicing and slicing its way for- 
ward from way back in 24th place. 
Northwest Honda brought its steroid- 
powered Honda CBR900RR to do battle 
with TSE in the Heavyweight class, but 
crashed, ultimately able to work back 
into fifth. 

The sun wasn't the only thing hot in 
Texas, as TSE got a formidable challenge 
from various teams early on during the 
eight-hour endurance race. Tray Batey 
started out first for TSE and went right 
to work, turning lap times in the 1:12 
time bracket. However, Batey's pit 
board confirmed what a quick glance 
over his shoulder would have shown 
him: TKO Racing's Nielsen Racing and 
Arclight Racing in hot pursuit. 

TKO Racing's Chad Bynum is no 
stranger to Texas World Speedway and 
proved it as he tracked Batey around the 
1.8-mile road course. Bynum quickly 
moved into second place when he draft- 
ed by Nielsen Racing's Mark Junge and 
Arclight Racing's Joe Prussiano III. 
Bynum was now leading the fight for 
second place as the pack tried to hang 
with Batey's pace. 


"At the beginning, TKO and some of 
the other fast teams kept a really good 
pace, which kept me motivating around 
the track until we came into some 
lapped traffic," Batey said. "I was a little 
surprised, considering I was turning 
1:12s, which is moving around there 
pretty good. Those guys did real good 
today and kept me busy." 

TKO Racing ran in second during the 
first hour until an ignition coil went bad 
and took the team out, dropping laps 
behind while the crew repaired the 
motorcycle in the pits. 

"Right after I exchanged the bike 
with Dean Hayes, he came back in," 
Bynum said. "It turned out to be a bad 
coil. We fixed it and lost a few laps, but 
we'll be back." 

As TKO Racing dropped away from 
the pack, Arclight Racing moved into 
second place, with Nielsen Racing a 
close third. From out from nowhere, 
Texas-based ETR/Honda Town Racing 
was on the move, working its way up 
from the back of the grid to drop in 
behind Nielsen Racing and run in 
fourth, and even taking third when 
Arclight Racing botched its first pit stop. 
However, ETR/Honda Town Racing's 
fame would only be temporary, as one 
of the bikes overcooked during the third

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hour and had to come into the pits to 
cool down. 

Ottis Lance, a veteran of Pro AMA 
racing, said the problem lay in two dif- 
ferent areas. 

“When the team realized that we had 
a chance to win the ‘CMRA Endurance 
Series’ aspect of the race, they went ber- 
serk,” Lance said. “First of all, they went 
and totally changed the geometry of the 
machine, which didn’t give us riders 
enough time to test it. Secondly, they 
decided to run race fuel in the bike dur- 
ing an endurance race. Anyone who 
races knows that you don’t put race fuel 
in an endurance bike. This is probably 
why the bike is overheating. But what 
would I know? I just build the motors 
and have over nine years of Pro Racing 
experience.” 

ETR fell back and finished eighth 
overall as a result of its mechanical 
problems. 

Northwest Honda is a Texas-based 
endurance program which mostly runs 
in the regional CMRA Endurance Series, 
but when the CATKN and VTERA com- 
bine, it is slotted in with TSE in the 
Heavyweight Superbike class. NH is a 
well-funded team with excellent riders, 
and quickly moved from the rear to sec- 
ond place, behind TSE. However, Gor- 








don Miller crashed the NH Honda dur- 
ing the first hour and the team slipped 
to 29th place, too far back to compete at 
TSE’s level, but not far enough to put 
them off the box. 

“We got into a good groove and I 
was trying different lines because the 
footpegs were dragging," Miller said. "I 
found out that the peg twisted around 
as it was grounding out and when I 
went down on the peg again, it had 
twisted enough that it was no longer 
able to fold up as you dragged on it. 
This lifted the rear wheel and I went 
down." 

NH tenaciously fought its way back 
to fourth place and looked as though it 
might possibly take third but, during 
the fourth hour, they fell upon another 
mechanical failure when a bolt broke in 
the footpeg. The crew had to retap the 
existing hole and put another bolt in, 
and the time spent doing this finally 
took them out of contention. NH didn't 
quit, though, and worked its way back 
to fifth place to finish six laps down to 
Nielsen Racing in third place. 

As teams challenged the front-run- 
ners and fell backward, several teams 
went forward. Arclight suffered a pro- 
longed pit stop early in the race and fell 
a lap down to Nielsen Racing. During 
the next six hours, Arclight slowly 
worked its way back onto the same lap 
as Nielsen Racing. Then came the break 
Arclight Racing needed: a red flag. The 
red flag came out after a rider went 
down and his bike lay dangerously 
close to the racer line. 

At the restart, Arclight jumped out 
behind TSE and recaptured second 
place from Nielsen Racing 

“I knew I had to put my head down 
and go hard," Prussiano said. "I put 
down the hammer and the Metzeler 
slicks held grip as I ran away from 
Nielsen Racing." 

Arclight Racing took second place, 
but most importantly, it secured the 
Middleweight Superbike-class champi- 
onship as à result. 

On the other side, Darryl Saylor was 
on the Nielsen Racing Suzuki and had a 
different strategy. 

"We're trying to sew up the 600cc 
Supersport championship," Saylor said. 
“I didn't want to be a dinkus and throw 
the bike down trying to make the box 
when we could wrap up the season 
early." 

Saylor didn't challenge Arclight, but 
at the same time was also six laps up on 
TKO Racing, and he was under no 
threat of losing place if he just cruised 
around - and that is what he did, captur- 
ing the Middleweight championship for 
Nielsen Racing. 

TKO Racing finished fourth, but not 
before repairing a broken coil that set 
them back three laps early in the race. 
Dean Hayes and Bynum put forth a 
tremendous effort and worked their 
way back to fourth place, also clinching 
the Heavyweight Supersport champi- 
onship in the process. 

"We both rode our hearts out," 
Hayes said. "However, I am really 
happy to have won the Heavyweight 
Supersport class for TKO Racing and 
Metzeler tires. It makes all of our effort 
worth it."

When the green flag fell, Prussiano 
jumped out to the holeshot, with Junge 
in second place. Kirk didn't waste any 
time working to the front in this race, 
passing Junge in turn three. Once in sec- 
ond, he chased after Prussiano. 

“1 got a great start this time," Kirk 
said. "I got by Junge on lap two, but Joe 
had already built a good lead. I took the 
next seven laps catching up but it was 
too late." 

Like a bug on his back, Rankin clung 
to Kirk as Kirk chased Prussiano. How- 
ever, Rankin didn't have enough to 
hang on and he settled for third once 
again. Junge didn't sacrifice any more 
positions and settled for fourth place. 
Behind Junge was Marietta Motorsports' 
Eisenacher, who ran in fifth until he 
low-sided entering turn nine. Capitaliz- 
ing on Eisenacher's crash was John 
Haner, who kept his Suzuki up front 
with the lead pack. 

Emgo Valvoline Suzuki rider Batey 

usually walks away with the Formula 
One-class win, but that was not to be the 
case in Texas. Batey jumped out to a 
good start, but was quickly pursued by 
Kirk on his Kawasaki superbike. Batey 
ripped around the track, but Kirk was 


setting new track records in pursuit. 


Then, on lap five, Batey slipped off of 


the track and onto the banking. 


“I felt the rear give, and on these big 
bikes, that can spell instant trouble,” 
Batey said. “I straightened the bike up 
and ran off, but fortunately the banking 
was right there and I got back on pave- 
ment. I gathered the bike and went back 
to work. Kirk had checked out and I 
knew the best I could get was second 
place.” 

Batey did work his way back to sec- 
ond place, passing teammate Lopez and 
Pete Martins. Martins and Lopez diced 
back and forth for third, but in the end 
Martins got the edge and took third at 
the line. Lopez settled for fourth and

"His front tire was stuck between my 
rear wheel and back fender,” Mumford 
said. "After that, I was 15 seconds 
behind the last-place rider." 

Mumford raced after the field at 
warp speed, but the best he could 
muster at the finish was seventh, behind 
Chris Wilson, Joey Cirocco, Mike Stor- 
ing, Barrett, Carpenter and moto winner 
Kurt Long. 

The second moto saw Mumford gate 
third and then make short work of Car- 


‚ penter and Jeff Eide to take over the 


lead. Mumford motored away for an 
uncontested victory, while both Carpen- 
ter and Eide went at it for the second 
spot for the remainder of the race. Car- 
penter slowed the pace late in the race 
and settled into third. 

"Jason of T.R.E. told me I had it won, 
so I took it easy to the finish," Carpenter 
said. 

When the dust settled, Carpenter had 
posted his first-ever Novice-class victory 
with a 2-3 finish over Long's 7-1, Mum- 
ford's 7-1, Greg Chimits' 4-4 and Ciroc- 
co’s 5-5. 

And while the amateur ranks were 
full of surprises, the 125cc Pro class had 
its share as well. 

Honda of Troy-backed Casey Lytle 
and rookie Pro Brett Racine set the pace 
in the first 125cc Pro race and flat out 
ran away from the field. 

“When you move up to the Pro ranks, 
it’s harder to make passes," Racine said, 
"because when you pass a Pro, you're 
taking his money - and по one wants to 
have their money taken away." 

Racine's runner-up finish was the 
first surprise of the 125cc Pro class, after 
he finished behind Lytle and in front of 


Rusty Holland, Donovan Mitchell and 
"Movie Star" Mike Metzger. 

The second moto saw Lytle take a 
"surprise" off-track excursion after he 
missed a turn and flew bodily off the 
side of the mountain. The next surprise 
came when a group of Pros all ran into 
one another and recorded DNFs; these 
riders included Racine (whose bike suf- 
fered a broken pipe), Jiri Dostal and 
Andy Anaya. 

In the end, Holland posted the moto 
and overall victory, topping Lytle, who 
regrouped for second overall in front of 


Mitchell. 


Erik Kehoe showed no mercy to the 
250cc Pro class and simply outmuscled, 
outrode and outclassed his way to a 
sweep of both motos aboard his Honda 
of Troy-backed CR250. 

Kehoe topped Clawson Motorsports 
Kawasaki racer Rusty Holland, the Simi 
Valley Kawasaki-backed Billy Joe Merci- 
er, Dostal, and Andy Anaya for the 
day's overall victory. 

Team Green's Billy Payne and South 
African Michel Constantinou picked up 
where they left off the previous round - 
at each other's throats. 

Payne posted a perfect 1-1 finish in 
the 125cc Intermediate class, riding 
away with big leads in both motos 
aboard his T.O. Kawasaki, while Con- 
stantinou struggled to seventh overall. 

“1 am a bit too heavy (for) a 125," 
Constantinou said. "I have a hard time 
getting any kind of a start." 

Payne finished ahead of former mini 
champ Chris Gosselaar, who continues 
to improve and was reported to have 
been racing one of Steve Lamson's 
works bikes today, finishing in front of 
the N-Style-backed Kawasaki of Chris 
Cooley, Andreu Labrador and rising tal- 
ent Bobby Bonds. 

Constantinou got his revenge in the 
more powerful 250cc Intermediate divi- 
sion, where he posted a double-moto 
win over Payne. 

Constantinou had a cakewalk in the 
first moto after Payne started outside 
the top 10. By the time Payne got to sec- 
ond, Constantinou was long gone. 

The second moto saw Payne pull out 
all the stops and keep the pressure on 
Constantinou right up to the checkered 
flag, but he missed the win by less than 
a wheel length. Jason Wood and Ron 
Gilbert diced for third for most of the 
day, with Gilbert getting the nod, while 
Chris Neitzel turned heads with a solid 
fifth after leading both Payne and Con- 
stantinou for a few laps during the sec- 
ond moto. 

Jonathan Shimp was king of the mini 
ranks with a four-moto sweep of the 
80cc (14-16) and Supermini divisions. 

Shimp started behind holeshot artist 
Brian Hulsey in both motos. 

“I had trouble shifting on the start,” 
Shimp said. 

Shimp wasted little time and passed 
Hulsey early in both motos and pulled 
away for a convincing set of moto victo- 
ries. 

Shimp returned to do battle with 
Team Suzuki's Shane Bess in the Super- 
mini division, but once again the results 
were all too familiar, with Shimp again 
posting both moto wins aboard his Har- 
riott Brother's Thousand Oaks Yamaha- 
backed YZ80. 

The Alessi brothers controlled the 





60cc division, with younger (and taller) 
Jeff getting his first win of the series in 
the 60cc (6-8) division after cashing in 
on an Edward Herring get-off. Older 
(and shorter) brother Mike took com- 
mand of the 60cc (9-11) division and 
won both motos of competition, while 
the ever-improving Robert Memoli had 
his best finish of the series with second, 
in front of the bruised and battered Paul 
Pearcy, who took a bad header in prac- 
tice but toughed it out for third overall. 

Mike Alessi was on his way to the 
80cc (7-11) class win as well after heavy 
favorite Kyle Partridge had problems, 
but a last-lap crash allowed Vince 
Rhoads to take the win. Rhoads posted a 
strong 2-1 finish over Alessi's 1-3, Matt 
Gomez's 3-4 and Partridge's 6-2. 

Pee Wee tremors were felt today after 
Bryce Terzian posted both moto wins in 
the 50cc (7-9) division. Terzian pulled 
both holeshots and pulled full wheelies 
up the biggest hills to take the first-place 
trophy after defeating Cole Seely in both 
motos, with Billy Ballestero and Myles 
Nall behind.

îy fter a disappointing third in the 

SETRA Enduro Series opener, 
u. KTM's Franklin Ramey Ш put on 
a strong ride and took the overall win at 
round two of the series, the Little Brown 
Jug Enduro. The MSR-sponsored rider 
dropped a total of 10 points to claim the 
victory. 

“Т just rode hard, tried to ride smooth 
and fast and not make any mistakes," 
said Ramey. "I rode my '98 250E/XC for 
the first time today, and the bike is awe- 
some. It feels light and the suspension is 
great. It's bone stock." : 

Kawasaki-mounted Ashley Brewer 
took the second overall spot with score 
of 11. The round-one winner, KTM rider 
Allen Gravitt, rounded out the top three 
with an 11, losing out to Brewer on the 
tie breaker. Yamaha's Randy Hawkins, 
fresh from a gold-medal finish at the 
International Six Days Enduro in Italy, 
had his share of problems and settled 
for fourth overall with a 12-point loss. 

This was the 44th running of the Lit- 
tle Brown Jug Enduro and that in itself 
should say something for the Greenville 
Enduro Riders and the quality of the 
race. For the second year in a row, the 
club used known controls and restarts 
throughout the race. This meant that 
riders could come up to the check, wait

for their minute to come up, and then 
ride as hard as they could until the next 
check. There were basically six sections 
from nine to 11 miles long each, for a 
total of almost 65 actual trail miles, and 
there were only a few roads used to tie 
the sections together. The terrain in this 
particular part of South Carolina was 
quite varied, with anything from hard 
ground scattered with rocks and roots to 
bottom land with loose soil and clay. 
And for this particular race, there was 
plenty of dust. 

The first woods section came after a 
short 3.5-mile ride down a road. Riders 
were checked in at 5.2 miles for the start 
of a 10.3-mile section. The trail was fair- 
ly fast, with its share of roots and rocks. 
Ramey, riding on row 29, set the pace 
for the day, having the fast time through 
with a two-point loss. Brewer and 
Gravitt each lost three points in the sec- 
tion and Hawkins dropped four points. 

“I pretty much lost the race in that 
first section,” Hawkins said. "My arms 
pumped up bad, a problem that has 
plagued me my whole career. This 
caused me to make a lot of stupid mis- 
takes. I really don't like to make excuses, 
though. Ramey rode a good race." 

The club gives the winner of the 
enduro a trophy that rotates with each 
winner. If a rider wins the race for three 
consecutive years, he gets to keep the 
coveted "Jug" trophy. Well, Hawkins 


p 


has won the race for the past two years, 
and a win this year would have given 
him the trophy for keeps. And he want- 
ed that trophy; after all, this is consid- 
ered his home turf, since his home in 
Travelers Rest is only a short distance 
away. Those few mistakes Hawkins 
made in the first section helped Ramey 
to make his successful bid for the "Jug." 

After a reset and a chance to gas up, 
it was on to section two, at 24 miles, for 
the start of a short 9-mile section. The 
trail was virtually the same as the previ- 
ous one - rocky and rooty. There were a 
lot of abrupt drop-offs and small ditches 
in the trail that were just enough to 
break up what momentum you had 
going. If dust was obscuring your 
vision, you were in for a surprise when 
the trail suddenly dropped off. All the 
AA riders dropped two points each in 
this section. The typical loss for the 
average rider was between five and 
seven points. 

Section three started at 50.7 miles and 
led into an 8-mile section of trail before 
the main gas. Once again, the AA riders 
lost two points each. At the halfway 
point, Ramey had the lead with six 
points over Gravitt and Brewer with 
seven points each, and Hawkins had an 
eight. Gravitt had his share of problems 
in this section. 

"I got a front flat in that second sec- 
tion and had to ride up until the gas on 
it" Gravitt said. "It slowed me down 
some." 

After a generous break for gas and a 
rest that was much needed by the major- 
ity of the riders, it was on to section four 
at 67.2 miles. The section was about nine 
miles long and was probably the fastest 
of the day. With a wider variety of trails 
being used here, the fast guys actually 
had to start watching the clock. The 
milder temperatures of the morning 
started to give way to much hotter 
temps as the afternoon approached. The 
heat, combined with the dust, began to 
take its toll on the riders. All the AA rid- 
ers managed to stay on their minute in 
this fourth section of trail. 

At 85.2 miles, it was on to section 
five, which was a tight, 10-mile section 
of woods - probably the toughest of the 
day. There were a few spectator areas in 
this section, giving the riders a chance to 





show off a little as they 
passed. 

Section six, the final one of the day, 
started at 107.2 miles. It was nine miles 
long and a little on the fast side. All the 
AA riders came out with a one-point 
loss, while most everyone else lost from 
two to eight points. Ramey was able to 
maintain his lead, and Brewer had one 
of his best finishes to date with a second 
overall, first AA. 

“Гуе been working out this summer, 
trying to get in better shape," Brewer 
said, "and it paid off today. I’ve been 
working on my bike, and I've really got 
it dialed in. It's fast and it's working 
perfect. I just had fun and tried to ride 
fast." CN

COSTA MESA, CA, SEPT. 20 

n the final night of the regular 
Os season at Costa Mesa, 

the first-division riders were get- 
ting their final tuneups for the Nation- 
al in two weeks. Andy Northrup has 
really come alive this last month, and 
he came away the winner of the richest 
race of the night - the Scratch main. 
Shawn McConnell came from long 
yardage to finish up his very success- 
ful season with the Handicap main 
win. 

The first Scratch heat saw Faria, out 
of the number-two gate, get the drop on 
the rest of the field and win the quick 
four-lapper. Northrup came from the 
outside and got underneath Jason 
Chism on the second lap to come away 
with second, which was all he needed 
to transfer to the Semi. 

It was Bart Bast who came out of the 
number-two gate and led the second 
heat from start to finish. Steve Lucero, 
the reigning National Champion who 
moved to Northern California a few 
months ago, had the second spot from 
the get-go and he also moved up the 
ladder. 

Bobby Schwartz, “The Master of the 
Gate,” again proved he is as he came off 
the pole in the third heat, and that was 
all she wrote - he went wire to wire for 
the win. Charlie Venegas, the newly 
crowned California State Champion, 
had no trouble picking up second and 
he moved to the next level. 

The final round belonged to 
McConnell. McConnell drew the pole 
and outgated Brad Oxley. They both 
ride the low line and were heel to toe all 
four laps, with McConnell holding his 





position to the checkered. Oxley fin- 
ished second and also moved up the 
program. 

The first Scratch semi had Bast still 
on a roll as he came off the pole and 
rode the same line that Schwartz has 
found so successful. It worked for Bast - 
he led from start to finish. Oxley, again 
out of two, went down low and picked 
up the second spot and both riders went 
to the main. Faria and Venegas were try- 
ing to make the outside work and set- 
tled for third and fourth, and would 
have to hope the last-chance qualifier 
would get them into the main. 

Northrup was like a man possessed 
as he blasted out of gate two in the sec- 
ond semi and held the position for the 
win. McConnell gave it a good try but 
had to settle for second, which was all 
he needed to make the main. 

The lineup for the LCQ would be a 
main event anywhere, anytime. 
Schwartz drew the pole, Faria was in 
two, Lucero had three, and on the far 
outside was Venegas. The best talent in 
the country were about to go head to 
head, with only one able to go to the 
main. It was Venegas who cut the best 
gate, with Lucero hot on his heels. 
Schwartz and Faria got real up close and 
personal coming out of two on the first 
lap as they literally elbowed for posi- 
tion. Schwartz won the battle and came 
away with third. Unfortunately, only 
one would go to the main - and that was 


. Venegas. 


It was Northrup who drew the pole 
for the Scratch main. McConnell was in 
two and Venegas in three. Oxley was in 


four and Bast was on the far outside, in | 


five. The first try at a start saw Venegas 
touch the tapes, and his main-event 
hopes were over. The second try saw 
Bast get the best gate, but it was 
Northrup who fought him for position, 
moving Bast out into the marbles as he 
took over the lead. Bast ran second but 
tried to make the outside work, and that 
was all McConnell needed to get under- 
neath and work the pole, which he does 
so well. Bast closed the door on Oxley 
and was able to come away with a third. 
Although McConnell tried to move 
Northrup out, it was not to be and the 
“Enforcer” (Northrup) had his Scratch 
main win. 

Brian Pappalardo and Paul Binnquist 
shared the 10-yard line in the Handicap 
main and no one was on the 20. Castro 
and Northrup claimed the 30 and Oxley 
and Bast had the 40. Back on the 50 were

Faria and McConnell. Everyone won- 
dered if Faria could win the main from 
the 50 for the third time in a row. The 
answer came quickly. Pappalardo broke 
out on top, with Binnquist in second 
and Northrup third. Northrup moved 
Binnquist off the groove and began to 
put the pressure on Pappalardo. Mean- 
while, Bast, McConnell and Faria had all 
moved to within striking distance. On 
the fifth lap, the first turn got very 
crowded as Northrup, McConnell and 
Oxley all tried to run the same line. It 
ended up with everyone on the ground 
and McConnell doing à serious parts 
check on his body. When all was said 
and done, Northrup was deemed the 
cause and not allowed to restart. It was 
a single-file restart, with Pappalardo 
first, McConnell second and Faria third. 
It only took McConnell one lap to catch 
and pass Pappalardo; Faria and Bast 
took full advantage of the situation and 
moved into second and third, respec- 
tively. With one lap to go; McConnell 
made the low line work and he was the 
first one to the checkered, with Faria 
picking up the place spot and Bast the 
show money.

GFI Fall Motocross Series, Round 2 


Preston 
pulls 


through

PALMDALE, CA, SEPT. 21 
e shifting sands of Los Angeles 
; County Raceway played host to 
round two of the GFI Fall Series, 
and Suzuki rider Travis Preston came 
from out of the pack to win the single- 
moto combined Pro class to collect the 
largest share of Suzuki money, along 
with the 200 percent Pro payback 
offered by GFI. The lure of Kawasaki, 
Suzuki and Yamaha factory contingency 
money made for a good turnout of both 

Amateurs and Pros. 

When the gate dropped for the one- 
shot, 30-minute Pro race, it was rookie 
Pro Colin Couto nailing the holeshot 
over Donald Upton, Pat Foster and Tim 
Beatty. Upton followed Couto for half a 
lap before putting his national number- 
84 YZ250 into the top spot. Foster 
pushed Couto back to third the follow- 
ing circuit and zeroed in on Upton. 
Couto and Beatty argued over third for 
a lap until Beatty plowed into Couto in a 
corner and pretty much took them both 
out of the race. Tony Sulek inherited 
third, but was overtaken by Preston, 
who was working toward the front after 
a ninth-place start. 

Foster passed Upton coming out of 
the over-and-under section, with Upton 
running off the track temporarily and 
giving Foster some breathing room. Pre- 
ston then hammered through a series of 
whoops to pass Upton for second. 
Upton got him back a turn later, but 
Preston zapped him again half a lap 
later, this time making it stick. Preston 
reeled in Foster and, by lap seven, made 
the pass for the lead. 

Upton closed in on Foster for second 
place and then got a break when Foster 
got out of shape in the whoops and 
went down. Sulek was now third, with 
YZ125-mounted Doug Parsons slipping 
into fourth. Preston held a 10-second 
lead over Upton with about five min- 
utes remaining in the race when he 
developed a flat rear tire. Upton 
chopped Preston’s lead in half and, at 
the white flag, had him in his sights. 
Preston kept the throttle on, though, and 
slid his RM sideways through the turns 
to keep Upton at bay for the win. 

“1 knew it was a long race so I just 
took my time, one rider after another," 
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Preston said. "Everything was going 
pretty good until I got a flat. I saw him 
(Upton) on the last lap, so I had to gas it 
up a little bit. He probably would have 
got me in another lap." 

“1 saw him (Preston) slowing down 
and that was when I was hoping there 
was a whole bunch of more laps," 
Upton commented. ^I was really close to 
him at the end, but if I would have had 
another lap...?" | 

Sulek closed to within а few seconds 
of Upton in the final laps aboard his 
Block Alternatives / Касе Shop/Riders 
Choice-backed KX250 to claim the third- 
place money, over Parsons and Yamaha 
rider Takeshi Koikedu. 

“1 started riding my own race after а 
couple of laps, then started getting arm 
fatigue,” Sulek said. “I didn’t get to train 
much this month. My front brake line 
has a bubble in it or something. It wasn’t 
working at all. I had to use more 
strength than I wanted to in the cor- 
ners.” 

250cc Novice riders Andy Rodriguez 
and Brandon Milstead chased each 
other up through the pack and into a 
battle for the lead that lasted the entire 
first moto. Rodriguez got out of shape 
off a jump on the final lap, cutting the 
course slightly, but managed to hold off 
Milstead for the win. Toni Sulli inherit- 
ed third after Ryan Doty and Gary 
Heim's heated battle for third resulted 
in them flying off the track and into a 
chain-link fence together. 

Jason Simmons set the pace early in 
the second moto before Milstead over- 
took him on lap two. Rodriguez tossed 
his goggles after being roosted on the 
freshly watered track, making his quest 
to catch the fleet Milstead even harder. 
Milstead ended up taking the win, with 
a hard-charging Rodriguez closing to 
within two bike lengths at the checkers. 
Sulli, Simmons and Jon Davidson 
rounded out the top five. 

Chris Conahan looked like he had 
the first 250cc Beginner moto win in the 
bag until he slid out in a corner. Zach 
Camzales went on for the win, with 
Conahan quickly restarting to finish sec- 
ond, ahead of Brian Bakken. 

Bakken had the second-moto holeshot 
until he slid out between turns two and 
three, collecting Conahan - amongst oth- 
ers - in the process. Camzales avoided 
the pileup and used that advantage to go 
1-1 for the overall win. Conahan recov- 
ered for a runner-up finish, over Tyke 
Blanchard and Andrew Carr. 

Consistency paid off for Jimmy Eber- 
le in the 125cc Beginner wars, but Andy 





Evans was untouchable in the opening 
round as he rode to the win. Eberle 
slowly picked off riders one at a time 
from his seventh-place start to earn sec- 
ond, ahead of Nathan West and Jay 
Jahuson. 

After a fall in the whoops dropped 
him to an eighth-place finish in the first 
moto, Kevin Jennings came out smoking 
in the second round and easily walked 
away with the win. Eberle got a better 
start this time and kept his FMF-backed 
YZ125 in second place the entire moto to 
collect the overall victory. Evans went 1-3 
for second in the standings, with Jen- 
ning's second-moto win being enough to 
top the 4-5 of Jahuson for third overall. єх

turnout of more than 300 entries 

made for a great day of racing as 

Racer Productions hosted their 
seventh annual Senior/Vet Eastern 
National Motocross Championships, 
held at the famous High Point Raceway. 
Fred Andrews, David Hand, Fred Ver- 
tucci and Scott Summers were up to the 
challenge and came away with wins in 
the Over 25 A, Over 30 A, Over 40 A 
and Four-Stroke classes, respectively. 

Many ex-stars were on hand for 

another shot at glory, looking to add 
another title to their list of accomplish- 
ments. It was a star-filled lineup of rid- 
ers from many surrounding states, 
including former supercross champ 
Gary Semics, GNC champions Summers 
and Andrews, AMA Amateur champ 
Vertucci, three-time Vet champ Tom 
Carson, and a host of other great riders. 








The day started with bar-banging 
action in the Over 25 A class as they 
rocked around the hilly, off-cambered 
circuit. Salem, Ohio's Andrews took a 
break from his GNC tour to put his 
Yamaha out front, with fellow Ohio rid- 
ers Hand, Semics and Carson making it 
an all-Ohio battle. Carson got on his 
way through the pack as he quickly 
moved in and disposed of Semics and 
pulled up on Hand to challenge for sec- 
ond place. Carson then put a move on 
Hand to take over second and actually 
closed in on Andrews to end the moto in 
that order. 

Moto two was a barn-burner: Tim 
Coombs pulled the holeshot, with Car- 
son moving up after another mediocre 
start. Andrews quickly worked his way 
into the lead with Hand glued to his rear 
fender, and the two battled continuously 
to the end of the moto. It was Andrews 
holding on at the finish to claim his first 
Vet title, with Hand and Carson round- 
ing out the top three overall. 

The Over 30 A class was almost a car- 
bon copy of the Over 25 class, as the all- 
Ohio battle carried on. Hand took advan- 
tage of a moto-one holeshot to take a 
wire-to-wire win, with Carson and 
Andrews battling it out for second. A fall 
took Semics out of the thick of the battle. 

Moto two proved dramatic for the 
hard-charging Carson, who looked like 
a sure winner with the early lead. 
Andrews, Semics, Hand and West Vir- 
ginia's Mike Morgan rounded out the 
top five midrace. Carson made a mis- 
take that cost him a couple of positions, 
putting Andrews in the lead and Hand a 
close second. Looking to add to his pre- 
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vious three Vet titles, Carson pulled out 
all of the stops to catch the leaders, 
blasting off over the front triple-jump in 
an effort to catch the leaders with each 
closing lap. Finally, Carson put a pass 
on Hand to stage a dramatic late-moto 
war with leader Andrews. It was all-or- 
nothing on the last lap as Carson tried to 
put the squeeze on Andrews in the last 
big off-camber section, which cost Car- 
son as Andrews held it on, and Hand 
sneaked back into second to claim the 
overall victory. Andrews, Carson, Mor- 
gan and Semics rounded out the overall 
results in a great race. 

Boyessen Engineering-sponsored 
Fred Vertucci dominated the Over 35 A 
and Over 40 A divisions as the Pennsyl- 
vania speedster overcame a fast-starting 
Mark Garrison in the Over 35 class and 
outgunned Ken Frankenberry in the 
Over 40 class. 

Multi-time AMA Grand National 
Cross Country and Hare Scrambles 
Champion Summers won the Four- 
Stroke A class, over Robin McClain and 
Darius Latten. 

The Over 30 B and Over 35 B divi- 
sions were the largest classes of the day, 
and the Vets were motoring around the 
hilly circuit in fine fashion. Ray Vagara- 
soto took the Over 30 B win over Ralph 
Bentley and Andy Detherage, but 
Detherage came back to win the Over 35 
B class over Fred Bashore and Stanley 
Talago in second and third, respectively. 

Joseph Bradley ruled the Over 25 C 
class, with Mike Emerine in second.

Fortner, Northrup triple win- 
ners at Pleasure Riders HC

GEORGETOWN, IL, AUG, 23 

Andy Fortner proved once again that the biggest 
motors aren't always the fastest, as he claimed 
the Fast Time trophy at the Pleasure Riders 
night hillclimb at their clubgrounds near 
Georgetown, Illinois. Fortner took the coveted 
award aboard his Forward Motion Suzuki 
RM250, and also added two more class wins to 
enjoy a triple-win night.

Fortner's fast-time ride came early in the 
race, on his first-round ride in the 250cc class, as 
he flew his bike incredibly high off the first 
breaker, landed with the throttle on and sailed 
over the top of the 130-foot hill in a blazing 3.351 
seconds. Just to show it wasn't a fluke, Fortner 
duplicated the ride in the second round, posting 
a nearly identical time of 3.352 seconds. Incredi- 
bly, the third-fastest time was also in the 250cc 
class, as Anthony DeHart flew his CR250 over 
the top in a blistering 3.371 seconds - fast 
enough to win any other class, but good enough 
only for second place in the 250cc class. 

Fortner's second win came in the largest 
(and usually fastest) class, the 500cc division. 
Riding a Jackson Performance-prepared CR500, 
Fortner performed his high-flying act again and 
carded a 3.395-second first-round ride, just fast 
enough to edge out John Scroggins' 3.427-sec- 
ond ride for the second-place spot. Scott Petty, 
Darrell Trent and Kelly Brady filled out the to 
five spots. | 








Fortner and Scroggins continued their duel 
in the King-of-the-Hill one-run shootout, with 
Fortner coming out on top again to claim his 
third class win. 

Northrup’s first win came in the Open class, 
where he carded a first-round 3.429-second time 
on his 800cc Triumph - good enough to edge the 
class point leader, “Flying” Bob Fisher, who 
stopped the clock in 3.899 seconds on his hot 
Harley for second place. Harry Denham, riding 
his sparkling Harley, carded a 4.364-second time 
for third place. John Hillard finished fourth with 
a 4.481-second run. On his first-round ride, 
Hillard brought the crowd to its feet as he flew 
his big twin high in the air off the jump and far 
into the woods. Hillard, thankfully, was not 
injured (other than some bruises), and the dam- 
age to the Harley was repaired on site. 

In Youth-class action, Mark Matthews 
extended his D-15 points lead with the win in 
the 50cc class, and Becky Williams increased her 
points lead in the 85cc class with that class win. 
In other amateur-class action, Kevin Ryan 
claimed the win in the 200cc class and Larry 
Christ took the 400cc class win.

Jones jams at 
White Sands MX

ASHLAND, NE, SEPT. 7 

Stevens Motorsports' Boomer Jones made the 
move up from the 80cc class look easy, as the 
Kawasaki-mounted youngster swept both motos 
en route to a convincing victory in the highly 
competitive 125cc Novice class at the White 
Sands Raceway. 

Jones had the quickest reaction when the 
gate fell for moto one, snaring the holeshot from 
the far inside, just ahead of David Wesley and 
Vince Tesinsky. The trio just missed getting 
caught in a first-turn pileup that claimed at least 
10 riders, including usual front-runner Jason 
Arrick. A muddy, rutted area after a high-speed 
sweeper collected a few more riders, and a 
tricky rhythm section caused another logjam. 
This made things interesting for the leaders, 
since lapped traffic would become a factor early 
on due to the number of fallen riders. With a lap 
to go and with Jones long gone, Wesley overshot 
a berm while trying to get around a lapper, 
dropping back to 10th. Bruce Crispin, who start- 
ed fifth, inherited second place after Wesley's 
misfortune and stayed there until the end. Jones' 
19-second margin of victory was indicative of 
his ability to move carefully around the lappers 
and fallen riders. Second went to Crispin, fol- 
lowed by a charging Justin Shere, who gated 
well behind the top five. 

In moto two, Jones again was the first off the 
gate, but the Hondas of Crispin and Wesley 
pulled down the start straight. before turn one. 
Jones entered the first turn third, kept the gas 
pinned and exited with the holeshot, while 
Crispin, Wesley, Arrick and Tesinsky could only 
watch. The leaders were able to avoid yet anoth- 
er multi-rider mishap, this time in a turn after a 
step-down obstacle. At the end of lap one, Justin 
Shere had displaced Tesinsky for fifth while 
Jones began building his lead. Arrick tried to get 
past Wesley through the whoops, but ended up 
on the outside of the ensuing turn, allowing 
Wesley to maintain third. By lap three, very 
close racing was taking place between Crispin, 
Wesley, Arrick and Shere, with Tesinsky keep- 
ing an eye on the top five. Arrick found a line on 





the inside of a sweeper that seemed 
to catch Wesley by surprise and set 
his sights on second-placed 
Crispin. Arrick, not one to hesitate 
to use a different line, blitzed 
around Crispin and some lappers 
on the outside of a slick right-hand- 
ed turn to take over second. How- 
ever, on the same sweeper that 
Arrick had used earlier, Crispin 
reclaimed second after Arrick near- 
ly ran into a lapper himself. 

Two turns later, Arrick sneaked 
back into second for good on the 
inside of a tight right-hander, tak- 

.ing Wesley with him. Crispin now 
found himself in fourth place with 
time running out and Shere breath- 
ing down his neck. Arrick did all 
he could to catch Jones, but the 


` leader was nowhere to be seen - Jones took the 


checkers a safe distance from the action behind 
him. Second went to the hard-working Arrick, 
followed by Wesley, Crispin and Shere. Jones’ 1- 
1 gave him the overall, while Crispin’s 2-4 was 
good enough for second. Shere’s 3-5 earned him 
third overall, with Arrack’s 7-2 and Tesinsky’s 5- 
6 rounding out the top five.

Californian Jeff Gabhart and Oregon’s Matt 
Schweitzer scored wins in the 250cc Pro-Am 
main events during two consecutive nights of 
TT racing at the Castle Rock Clubgrounds.

Unfortunately, his streak came to an end after a 
crash in the 600cc Pro-Am main event, after he 
had won the 250cc Pro-Am class on Friday 
night. 

Gabhart’s Friday night win came after a 
come-from-behind charge, one that came as a 
surprise to the KX jockey. "I thought "that it (the 
streak) was all over after they told me that I'd 
jumped the start of the main," said Gabhart. 

Suzuki rider Robert Rosie led Matt Gomez 
and the rest of the field at the start of the main 
event, but both Rosie and Yamaha rider Gomez 
yielded to Gabhart, who eventually opened up a 
tidy lead to earn his fifth consecutive win in the 
class.

Behind him, though, it 
was a close battle to the finish between Rosie 
and Gomez, a positión that went Gomez's way 
after he relegated Rosie to second on the final 
lap. New Pro-Am rider Daniel Adkins finished 
fourth, ahead of fellow Honda rider Pete Med- 
calf.

and Mike Harritt around the track on the first 
lap of the Open Twin main event on Saturday. 
Weisler, who barely held off Willie Ward for a 
transfer spot to the 12-rider, 10-lap final after his 
potent Yamaha lost a cylinder in the heat race, 
improved upon his earlier performance by clos- 
ing in on Proto after getting around the former 
AMA Expert, Tracy. Proto, though, fended off 
all of Weisler's advances to pick up a win, ahead 
of Beach and also Harritt, who was the winner 
of the class the previous night. Harley-Davidson 
pilot Gary Hite, who ran up near the front for a 
portion of the race before falling backward, 
fended off Tony Thom's Triumph 750 to round 
out the top five finishers.

Stephenson gets revenge 
at Heartland Motocross

PALMYRA, NE, AUG. 31 

Team Thor/Primal Impulse/Honda’s Denny 
Stephenson used quick starts and clever, mis- 
take-free riding to sweep the 125 and 250cc Pro 
classes at the Heartland Motorsports Park. With 
the victories, Stephenson pocketed the lion’s 
share of the $2500 purse and exacted a measure 
of revenge on Kansas City’s Brian Stone: Stone 
had defeated Stephenson earlier in the summer 
to win the big money at a similarly well-paying 
local event. 

“This track is pretty much one line, 
Stephenson said after practice. "I imagine the 
start will be the key, because it looks like it will 
be hard to pass today." 

Stephenson's words would prove prophetic, 
as he grabbed the holeshot in moto one of 125cc 
action and rode a pace that only Stone could 
match. Getting out in third was Brandon Hoff, 
followed by Trent Hansen, Casey McDowell and 
Chris Hunter. Hoff could not keep up with the 
tandem of Stephenson and Stone, and was get- 
ting plenty of pressure from Hansen and 
McDowell. Before the end of lap one, Hansen 
and McDowell both worked past Hoff, but 
Stephenson and Stone were long gone. Stone 
patiently waited for his chance to get by 
Stephenson, but that chance never came as 
Stephenson covered his lines and had just 
enough to hold off the ever-charging Stone at 
the finish. Third went to Hansen, some 23 sec- 
onds behind the leaders. Winning the race-long 
battle for fourth was McDowell, while Hoff set- 
tled for fifth. 

At the start of moto two, it briefly looked 
like Stone's luck would change. After lining up 
on the extreme inside position, Stone looked to 
have the advantage going into turn one. The 
only problem was that Stephenson got there a 
little sooner from the middle gate. The holeshot 
again was Stephenson's; he was followed by 
Stone, Hansen, Hunter, McDowell and Scott 
Mericle. By lap three, Stephenson and Stone had 
set a pace that Hansen could no longer match, 
and he slipped to a four-second deficit. The bat- 
tle for fourth waged on between Hunter, 
McDowell and Mericle until a mistake by 
Hunter let the other two by. 

At the halfway point, Stone was consistently 
showing Stephenson his front wheel at the end 
of the whoops. Stephenson was able to secure 
the inside line and, lap after lap, that would be 
the formula for maintaining his lead. At the 
checkers, it was Stephenson completing his two- 
moto sweep ahead of the speedy Stone, with 
Hansen cruising in 18 seconds later in third. 
McDowell overcame several mistakes to hang 
on for fourth, while Mericle took fifth ahead of a 
charging Hunter.

“This was my first race since reinjuring my 
knee, and I’m’ happy with my results,” Hunter 
said. "I wanted to be consistent and I'd say 6-6 is 
just that." Long considered Omaha's top local 
Pro, Hunter gave credit where it was due: 
"There were a lot of fast guys here today and 
that's because the promoter, Mark Stice, did his 
homework and put up some good money. My 
hat's off to him."

Shafer soars at 
King City Hillclimb

MOUNT VERNON, IL, SEPT. 6 

Mark Shafer parked his fast but hard-starting 
1984 CR500 in favor of a new KX500 in August, 
and delivered a blazing 3.764-second first-round 
time in the 500cc class at the King City Dirt Rid- 
ers night hillclimb, setting a new hill record and 
a time that would hold up for the $100 Fast Time 
award. 

Kaleb Northrup was Shafer's closest chal- 
lenger in the class as he sailed his brother 
Jason's Sportland Honda high and far over the 
top of the newly groomed, 145-foot hill in 3.844 
seconds, just slightly faster than class point 
leader John Scroggins, who carded a very good 
3.876 seconds on his CR500. Andy Fortner 
joined the three-second club on his Honda, turn- 
ing a 3.430-second time for fourth place, while 
Doug Campbell ran his KX500 over the top in 
4.024 seconds for the fifth spot. 

Northrup had a very good night for himself 
as he picked up three class wins. Two of the 
wins came on his sparkling 800cc Triumph. He 
nailed the Open-class win with a fine 3.886-sec- 
ond time, edging the King City club president, 
1105cc Kawasaki rider Steve Mullins, who 
turned a good 3.973 seconds for second place. 
Northrup flew the Triumph over the top in 3.997 
seconds in the Pushrod class for that win, with 
Steve Shafer running second with a 4.347-second 
time on his classy Harley. Northrup's third win 
came in the Stock class, where he topped the hill 
in 4.466 seconds on his Sportland Yamaha, with 
Gary Edmison claiming the second spot with a 
4.676-second time, barely ahead of Mark Good- 
man, who carded a 4.764-second time on his 
KX250. 

Goodman also had a good night, as he 
claimed the win in the 250cc class with a 4.194- 
second time on his KX250, just edging the 4.203- 
second time posted by Fortner. Goodman also 
added a third-place finish in the 200cc class to 
complete a fairly successful night for the 14- 
year-old rider from Indianapolis. 

The only lady rider, 15-year-old Becky 
Williams, had to be pleased with her perfor- 
mance, as she picked up the win in the 85cc 
Youth class and second place in the 200cc class. 
Becky turned 5.464 seconds on her КХ80 to slip 
under Jared Hayes, who carded a nice 5.648 sec- 
onds on his first ride. In other Youth-class 
action, Mark Matthews charged his JR50 90 feet 
up the hill in the 50cc Automatic class to take 
that win, followed by Tommy Bruce with a good 
78-foot ride on his Honda.

Northrup triumphs at 
King City Hillclimb

Kaleb Northrup had another good day on his 
800cc Triumph at the King City Dirt Riders Hill- 
climb, scoring three class wins and the $50 Fast 
Time award on his British beauty, and added a 
fourth class win on his Sportland Yamaha. 

Northrup’s Fast Time was his fourth of the 
year on his Triumph, proving the older-style 
pushrod engines are still quite capable of run- 
ning with the modern powerplants - at least in 
the hillclimbing world. “Fast” Andy Fortner had 
one of his typically good days, claiming three 
class wins, all aboard a Kawasaki triple bor- 
rowed from Jim Hillard. 

Northrup’s first win came in the Open class, 
where he posted times of 3.474 and 3.427 seconds, 
edging the King City president, Steve Mullins, 
who stopped the clock in 4.049 seconds for the 
second-place spot. His Fast Time, however, came 
on his first ride in the Pushrod class, a blistering 
3.758-second high flight over the top. And just to 
show it wasn’t a fluke, he turned in a 3.814-sec- 
ond run on his second run. Steve Shafer delivered 
a good 4.100-second time on his Harley for sec- 
ond place. Shafer turned his Harley over to his 
brother Mark to challenge Northrup in the Open 
Four-Stroke class, and the younger Shafer nearly 
succeeded, blasting the big Harley over the top

on his second run in 3.880 seconds. Northrup, 
however, turned in an even quicker 3.853 seconds 
on his first run to take that class win. Northrup's 
final win came in the Stock class, where he 
cleared the top in 4.095 seconds on his YZ250 for 
the win, with Andy Fortner in second place with 
a 4.350-second run on a Honda. 

Mark Goodman picked up wins in the 250cc 
and 400cc Exhibition classes. His 4.153-second 
time on his KX250 in the 250cc class was good 
enough to slip by the current class point leader, 
Anthony DeHart, who posted a 4.176-second 
time on his Honda. Goodman then turned an 
even faster 4.023-second time in the 400cc exhi- 
bition on his Kawasaki to again edge DeHart, 
who was close again with a 4.66-second run. 

The star of the day, however, was probably 
7-year-old Mark Matthews. Riding a Suzuki 
JR50 automatic, Matthews actually cleared the 
top of the hill, the only 50cc auto to ever accom- 
plish this feat.

Burkhart bombs

The fifth round of the Buckeye State Motocross 
Championship series drew more than 370 riders 
to southern Ohio, and Mark Burkhart was up to 
the challenge as he posted wins in the 125 and 
250cc Pro classes.

Fleming flies to AMA/WML 
Outdoor Motocross C'ship

WASHOUGAL, WA, AUG. 17 

For the second year in a row, the AMA/ 
Women's Motocross League Outdoor Motocross 
Championship Series title was decided in the 
final moto of the series, with Traci Fleming lock- 
ing up the championship with a second-place 
finish in the last moto of the series at Washougal 
MX. The 1997 series saw six different riders 
make the podium in three events, with a differ- 
ent overall winner at each round. The series was 
exciting to watch, as the level of competition 
was fierce. 

Round-one action, held at the Glen Helen 
Raceway in Southern California, gave fans a pre- 
view of things to come in the battle for the '97 
crown. Team Green ace Dee Wood from Texas 
nailed a huge holeshot and streaked to the win 
over determined Washingtonian Fleming, who 
battled past four-stroke ace Kelly Yancey from 
Arizona in the late stages of the first moto to 
claim second. Yancey hung tough for third, fol- 
lowed by Hawaiian Corina Chinen and Cali- 
fornian Jamie Pamintuan. 

In moto two, Wood again jumped out to an 
early lead, with California’s Jennifer Nelson, 
Yancey, Bonnie Warch (also from California), 
Pamintuan, Chinen, Fleming and Ohio's Tiffany 
Reed engaged in an intense battle for the num- 
ber-two spot. Nelson was the first to fold, crash- 
ing back to seventh. Fleming wanted a shot at 
Wood and soon joined the battle for second, 
making it a six-rider clash for the position. 
Warch melted under the pressure and faded to 













sixth. Pamintuan pressured Yancey hard, as Chi- 
nen probed Pamintuan. Pamintuan fell while 
attempting a pass on Yancey. Chinen braked 
hard to miss the carnage, and Fleming shot into 
second. Pamintuan remounted quickly and 
reeled in the lead group. Chinen and Pamintuan 
raced elbow to elbow, with Pamintuan finally 
gaining the advantage to slip back into fourth. 
Fleming closed the gap on Wood, but the start 
advantage Wood had gained was too much to 
overcome by the time the checkers waved. The 
first victory of the season belonged to Wood, 
and Fleming charged to a well-deserved. second 
place. Yancey was all smiles at the finish with 
third, and Pamintuan and Chinen rounded out 
the top five. Trophy duties were handled by 
none other than Team Suzuki's flying French- 
man, Mickael Pichon. 

Round two was held at the legendary 
Unadilla facility in New York, and fans were 
greeted to another fine show. The Unadilla fans 
roared their approval as Suzuki-mounted teen 
sensation “TNT” Tanya Roberts stunned the 
series’ favorites by storming to the first major 
win of her young career with a one-two punch. 
Honda rider “Two Two” Traci Fleming put in a 
strong bid for the overall by placing second in 
the first moto, over Yamaha-mounted 1996 
AMA Outdoor Champion Shelly Kann from 
Minnesota in third, Kawasaki rider Dee Wood in 
fourth, and Marylander Amber Hughes in fifth. 

Moto two saw defending champion Kann go 
out early with a knee injury - spectators swore 
they heard the knee snap as she negotiated one 
of the huge ruts. Wood was also out, in too 
much pain to make the start of the second moto 
after compressing a vertebra earlier in the day. 

Hotshot Hughes raced to the moto win after 
race leader Fleming, with half a lap to go, did 
the unthinkable - she dropped her bike and, 
with it, her chance for the overall. Fleming 
remounted to finish a disappointing third, while 
Roberts took the opportunity to motor into sec- 
ond, which was good enough for the day’s over- 
all win. Fourth overall went to Kawasaki- 
mounted Jennifer Shultz from West Virginia; she 
was followed by “Boomer” Kelly Yancey on her 
big KLX thumper. 

The trophy presentation featured the start of 
a new tradition: The Women’s-class winners 
(Roberts, Fleming and Hughes) presented the 
awards to the men’s 250cc-class winners (Emig, 
Dowd and LaRocco) - who then returned the 
favor by presenting the Women’s-class winners 
with their awards; and all the winners sprayed 
champagne over the enthusiastic crowd. 

The final round of the series took place in 
beautiful Washougal, Washington. Fleming 
appeared to be the odds-on favorite for the win, 
what with her home-track advantage and a 
legion of die-hard Washington fans eager to 
cheer one of their own to victory. The title con- 
tenders had different ideas - they hoped to spoil 
Two Two's march to thecrown. 

Suzuki-mounted Hughes gated perfectly and 
rode flawlessly in the first moto, drawing first 
blood. Fleming banged with Hughes early in the 
moto, but decided that championship points 
were more valuable than moto gold. Tiffany 
Reed was third, followed by Washingtonian 
Jenny Pray and Colorado’s Kim Nebbia, both 
mounted on Yamahas. 

The second moto was a replay of the first, 
with Hughes again getting the holeshot. Flem- 
ing, by virtue of her second place in the first 
moto, only needed to finish to wrap up the 
AMA/WML Championship for 1997. She 
claimed second place in moto two, assuring her 
of the title. Reed again put in a strong perfor- 
mance, taking home the third spot and, with it,

Strunk steals Dirt Country MX

Some of Ohio's fastest motocross stars turned up 
to race the 125cc A class at Dirt Country Race- 
way, and Brad Strunk took the measure of the 
class. 

As the hard-charging A riders blasted into 
the first turn, it was Fast Cycle's Chuck Reed 
leading fellow veterans Greg Rand, Strunk and 
Josh Steel, and rookie Ryan McHale. Rand 
quickly went to work displacing Reed to take 
over the lead, while Steel passed McHale to take 
over fourth. The four veterans led in that order 
to the end of moto one. Nevertheless, behind the 
veterans was one of best battles of the night. On 
lap two, Scott Metz attempted to stuff his KX125 
under McHale to take over fifth place, but 
McHale held his line, forcing Metz and his 
Kawasaki to sample the soil. Then Chad Ryan 
worked his CR125 through the pack to challenge 
Beechmont Motorsport's McHale, only to crash 
in the technical whoop section, leaving McHale 
unchallenged to the checkers. The final order 
was Rand, Reed, Strunk, Steel and McHale. 

In moto two, it was Rand leading the pack 
this time into turn one, followed by Strunk, 
McHale, Reed, Jeremy Adams and Steel. Strunk . 
quickly went to work applying pressure on 
Rand for the lead, while Steel passed Adams for 
fourth. On lap three, Reed executed a great drive 
through the whoop section, passing McHale to 
take over third place. As the white flag came 
out, it looked as though the race would remain 
the same, with Rand leading the pack. However, 
one turn later, Rand locked up his motor, forfeit- 
ing the lead to Strunk, who was followed by 
Reed, McHale, Steel and Adams all the way to 
the finish. Strunk earned the overall win, € 
Reed second and McHale third.

ey, American speedway fans, 
know what time it is? 

It’s U.S. National Speedway 
Championship time, one of my favorite 
events of the year, and Гуе got a feeling 
that this is going to be one of the best 
U.S. Nationals in history, from a specta- 
tor’s perspective. 

Sure, you could argue that the recent 
tire-usage arguments and the sanction 
withdrawal by the AMA have affected 
the prestigious event at the Orange 
County Fairgrounds in Costa Mesa, Cal- 





‘ifornia. But that’s all over - for now - 


anyway - and it is time to focus on the 
race itself, not on all the politics that 
inevitably seem to cloud it. 

Because you can’t beat the magic that 
is felt on National night. I know. I’ve 
been there. I had the ee of cover- 
ing the event for Cycle News in 1993 and 
1994, when Sam Ermolenko came back 
home to California with the World title 
under one arm and then took it back to 
England with the U.S. National title 
under the other. Ermolenko returned in 
1994 and did the same thing before 
abdicating the American crown in ‘95, 
only to watch as Greg Hancock ducked 
into Costa Mesa and scored another 
coup for the overseas-based riders. After 
a three-year absence, the title fell to a 
stateside rider when 1988 U.S. National 
Champion Steve Lucero added the '96 
National cup to his trophy case. 

Now Hancock is coming home, as 
World Champion, and he wants the title 
back, but just because he is currently 
recognized as the best speedway rider 
in the world, don't think that he is a 
shoo-in for this championship. 

Why? Because winning the U.S. 
National Speedway Championship is 
probably one of the most difficult cham- 
pionships to win in all of motorcycle 
racing. The old-style, one-night, winner- 
take-all format forces a rider to rely on 
preparation and a dose of good luck if 
he wants to joint an elite U.S. National 
honor roll. 

All you have to do is look at the 
record book, which showcases a hierar-

chy of truly elite speedway tal- 
ent. Don't think so? Look at it 
this way: Only one rider in the 
history of the event has won the 
title more than twice, and that 
guy, the legendary Mike Bast, 
won it seven times - including an 
unfathomable five times in a row 
(1971, '73, 75-79). Four other rid- 
ers have won it twice in succes- 
sive years - Bruce Penhall (1980- 
81), Kelly Moran (1983-84), Mike 
Faria (1990-91) and Sam 
Ermolenko (1993-94). They are 
followed by a handful of two- 
timers, including Steve Bast 
(1969, '74), Rick Woods (1970, 
'72), Bobby Schwartz (1986, '89) Ш 
and Steve Lucero (1988, '96). FE 
Blame it on the format or the 
competition or whatever, but 
even at the top of their game, 
none other than Mike Bast has 
been able to win the title three 
times. It is a feat that would cer- 
tainly elevate the status of one of the 
three riders in the 1997 U.S. National 
field - Faria, Schwartz and Lucero - 
capable of achieving it. Lucero can heap 
extra praise on himself by going back to 
back as well. That's incentive enough 
for all of them to be on the gas at this 
year's event. 

And what about Hancock? He has a 
great chance to put himself in some pret- 
ty cool company, too. If he wins in '97 he 
will, of course, become a two-timer, but 
he can boost past that whole crowd by 
becoming only the third American ever 
to win the World Championship and the 
U.S. National Championship in the same 
year. Hancock's mentor Bruce Penhall 
did it in 1981. Ermolenko put both titles 
together in 1993. Then again, Hancock 
could become the first American to fail at 
the very same task, as longtime friend 
Billy Hamill did not come home to con- 
test the National after he won his World 
crown last year and thus dodged a “bul- 
let." 

Hamill will be in the field this year, 
however. Imagine that. Where else in

this country are you going to be able to 
see the number-one and number-two 
riders in the world on the same track 
together? It could conceivably never 
happen again unless we get a World 
Speedway GP. 

But they will both have to beat two 
other Euro-type fast guys in Chris Man- 
chester and Charlie Venegas, and Brad 
Oxley, one tough former U.S. National 
Champion who always seems to spoil 
the works for someone. Manchester 
became the youngest U.S. National 
Champion in history when he won the 
title as a 19-year-old back in 1992. Vene- 
gas was third at the U.S. National in 
1993, and he has been back at Costa 
Mesa for half the season this year, mak- 
ing preparations for another assault on 
the podium. Oxley laid claim to the U.S. 
title in 1987, and nobody knows Costa 
Mesa like he does. 

Then there are the Northern Califor- 
nia-based riders, who had traditionally 
not been considered a serious threat 
until Louis Kossuth ran third at last 
year's U.S. National. Bart Bast, a long- 
time campaigner with a lot of Nor Cal
